Old killers poised for 
L.B. dance of death

Southland cities are in a race 


against time to beef up or tear 
down the unreinforced masonry 
buildings that will be mass killers 
in the next major earthquake. 


; Long Beach has a chance of 


winning. But in most cities the race 
will probably be lost, because city 
officials are just beginning, to ac- 
knowledge that they're in a race, 
like it or not. 


And no one is sure when time 


will run out and a major temblor 
will strike. Earthquake prediction 
is still an infant science. 


"Most cities are doing nothing 


to get rid of these buildings," said 
Robert Olson, executive director of 
the state's Seismic Safety Commis- 


sion. "I'm afraid that they'll even- 
tually pay a heavy toll in both 
money and human misery." 


Edward M. O'Connor, chief of 


Long Beach's Building and Safety 
Department, said that the Palm- 
dale Bulge, recent earthquake 
predictions' and earthquakes in 
Guatemala and Italy, bave made 
more people think about quake haz- 
ards in their own cities. 


"But we've always known that 


we'll have another major quake 
and a lot of smaller ones,'.' he said. 
"We've known since 1933 that these 
old buildings will be death traps in 
a major quake. People just tend to 
forget about it when it's not in the 
news." 


Anyone who has seen O'Con- 


nor's films of downtown Long 
Beach dancing in the throes of the 


disastrous 1933 temblor would have 
a bard time forgetting about it, 
however. 


Walls of unreinforced brick 


buildings smashed into city boule- 
vards, parapets toppled off build- 
ings, and scores of people died of 
bead injuries from chunks of the 
structures they'd trusted-or taken 
for granted—for years. 


It was the same story in Santa 


Barbara in 192S, Bakersfield in 1952 
and parts of the San Fernando Val- 
ley in 1971. 


Although it is possible for 


modern buildings to collapse with 
enough shaking—the soil beneath 
them can betray them—it's the pre- 
1934 unreinforced masonry struc-

Court order 
ties up assets

When billionaire industrialist 


Howard Hughes died April 5 he did 
not have the legal authority to give 
away one penny of the assets of his 
wholly owned Summa Corp. 


In fact, Hughes was barred by 


an obscure court order—and his 
estate remains barred by that 
same order—from distributing the 
assets of Summa to charity, rela- 
tives, friends, business associates 
or anyone at all. 


The court order—handed down 


by a Delaware state judge in 1962 
and upheld by the Delaware Su- 
preme Court—placed all Hughes' 
stock in Hughes Tool Co. under the 
control of the Delaware court. 


In 1972 Hughes sold off Hughes 


Tool Co., which makes the famous 
oil-drilling bit invented by his fa- 
ther, and reincorporateti all his 
other interests under the name 
Summa Corp. It is those other 
interests that are now enjoined by 
the Delaware order. 


That little-known order has 


been in effect now for more than 14 
years and could remain in effect 
until a long and bitter legal battle 
between Hughes, and now his es- 
tate, and Trans World Airlines, a 
company he once controlled, finally 
is resolved. 


That could take years. In the 


meantime, Summa's assets cannot 
be given away, notwithstanding the 
provisions of any will or probate- 
court action directing the distribu- 
tion of Hughes'estate. 


Summa Corp. is the wholly 


owned holding company through 
which Hughes controlled his gam- 
bling casinos and hotels in Las 
Vegas and Reno, massive land 
holdings in Nevada and California, 
a helicopter-manufacturing plant, 
gold and silver mining properties, 
Hughes Airwest, a Las Vegas tele- 
vision station and other assorted 
investments. (While Hughes main- 
tained some assets hi his own 
name, the bulk of his estate was 
and is held by Summa Corp.) 


The existence of the 14-year-old 


Delaware court order—and its ef-

feet on the Hughes estate—was 
turned up last week by the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer in a continuing 
investigation of the Hughes busi- 
ness empire, a probe that was 
started in February 1975. 


For TWA, which has been in a 


legal battle with Hughes since 1961, 
there is a bittersweet irony in the 
Delaware court order. 


Three years ago, the U.S. Su- 


preme Court overturned a federal 
court decision in New York City 
that had resulted in a judgment 
against Hughes in favor of TWA. 


The Supreme Court decision 


was long hailed as a significant 
Hughes legal victory. In fact, it 
turned on a legal technicality and 
had nothing to do with the merits of 
the case. 


Since the decisjon, TWA has 


been quietly pursuing a parallel 
case in the Delaware state court, a 
case that ultimately will test the 
company's claims for damages 
against Hughes. 


As long as that lawsuit is pro- 


ceeding—the one in New York last-' 
ed nearly 12 years—TWA is in a 
position to tie up Summa assets. 


If TWA should ultimately win 


the Delaware case and a judgment 
is entered, then the airline the 
eccentric billionaire once owned 
could in fact become a major bene- 
ficiary of the Hughes estate.

Void less 
than most9

WASHINGTON - Former Gov. 


Ronald Reagan of California al- 
most certainly paid no federal in- 
come tax in 1970, despite an income 
in excess of $73,000. In at least two 
other recent years, he also appears 
to have paid less federal income 
tax than most people with a small 
fraction of his income. 


These conclusions are based on 


an analysis of information about 
his income and taxes for the years

1970 through 1975 that Reagan has 
made public since the start of his 
formal campaign for the Republi- 
can presidential nomination. 


The data he released do not 


contain enough details to make it 
possible to determine with certain- 
ty either the exact amount of in- 
come he had in any of those years 
or the amount of income tax he 
paid for any year except 1975. 


Reagan refused last week, 


through his press aide, James H. 
Lake, a request from the New York 
Times that he provide this informa- 
tion.

Reagan. 


"Having told the grain fanners 


for months to plant fence-to-row, 
fence-to-row," Reagan said in a 
keynote speech, "the administra- 
tion clamped an embargo on future 
grain sales to the Soviet Union. 
During the weeks of that embargo, 
American farmers lost sales of ap- 
proximately $2 billion.

Wild parties led to Mayer

1.5-million medical award 


A 30-year-old Norwalk woman 


has won more than $1.5 million in 
what was believed the largest 
medical malpractice judgment in 
Orange County history. 


By unanimous vote, the 12 


jurors found Drs. H. Rudolph Aisle- 
ben and Charles Henderson and 
their Alsleben Clinic guilty of mal- 
practice in their administration of 
the drug EDTA to Patricia Beverly 
Gail Phillips. They ordered the two 
doctors and the clinic to pay the 
Norwalk woman—who is also blind 
and diabetic—a total of $1,512,500. 


The five-week trial in the court- 


room of Santa Ana Superior Court 


Judge Robert Kneeland ended with 
the jury's decision late Thursday. 


Donald B. Caffray, the Long 


Beach lawyer who represented the 
plaintiff, told the jurors in his 
summation that the two doctors 
knew that EDTA was a nephrotoxic 
drug but continued to prescribe it 
for Miss Phillips for a prolonged 
period ending in 1973. As a result of 
the regular administration of the 
drug, Caffray said, Miss Phillips 
suffered "renal shutdown"—failure 
of all kidney function—and 
has 


been placed on permanent, thrice- 
weekly dialysis. , 


A representative of the Califor- 


nia Medical Association was called 
to testify on behalf of the plaintiff. 
He said that California doctors had 
been1 warned of the dangerous side 
effects produced in using EDTA in 
the treatment of arteriosclerosis 
cases. 


Neither Alsleben nor Henderson 


was available for comment, a 
spokesman for the clinic said. John 
Cobb cf Los Angeles, who repre- 
sented the doctors and their dink, 
also was unavailable to say if his 
clients planned to appeal the huge 
judgment.

Student tries to teach 
streetwalkers a lesson 


MIAMI (AP) - A 27-year-old student 


majoriiig in social work at a small Chris- 
tian college here has set up, an organiza- 
tion for prostitutes and is trying to teach 
them that "streetwalking is a short-lived 
career." 


Barry College student Evelyn Young, 


with the approval of law enforcement and 
college officials, began by visiting prosti- 
tutes in jails and now has taken to the 
streets, bars and hotels to recruit women 
for membership hi her group, called 
Health and Happiness of Women. 


"Our major goal is decriminalization 


of prostitution," said Ms. Young. "But we 
also want to improve the physical and 
psychological weU-being of these women. 
We want them to know of their rights." 


About 30 women, most of them cur- 


rent or former prostitutes, are members 
of the organization. 


"We help prostitutes in any way that 


we can," said Ms. Young. "I teach a 
class Tuesdays on health and body care, 
and we have rape-awareness and voca- 
tional training. We try to make them 
realize that streetwalking is a short-lived 
career." 


Ms. Young decided to establish 


Health and Happiness of Women after 
working in a "participant-observation 
study — that's where you live and mingle 
with those you are studying." 


She said that "as a feminist, I }Vas 


very involved in NOW (National Organ- 
ization for Women). Abortion was already 
taken (as a study subject) and this'was 
the only untouched subject."

Miami and other resort areas' are 


favorite gathering spots for prostitutes, 
said Ms. Young, who has been working 
on her project now for two months. 
• 


"The only way you can get a prosti- 


tute to change is if she is too old, too sick 
or in trouble," she said. "That's why we 
can attract them in jail and the sick ones 
on the street" 
••". 


Ms. Young, who graduates in two 


years, said she plans to continue her 
work. 


"I'm dedicated to this job," she said. 


"I think that within three to five years, 
prostitution will be legal, but we still 
want to help the girls find something 
else." 


Women's military role 
unchanged, study finds 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Most women in the mili- 
tary are still assigned to' 
administrative and medi- 
cal specialities, a govern- 
ment study said Saturday. 


The General Accounting 


Office blamed the contin- 
ued concentration of 
women in those two tradi- 
tional areas on: 


—The failure of Army 


and Marine Corps recruit- 
ers to fuHy describe to 
women their occupational 
options. 


—The tendency of some 


women to seek specializa- 
tion in those areas even 
when other choices were 
offered. 


—Restrictions 
on 


women's participation in 
combat-related activities. 


GAO collected data 


showing that by December 
1974, nearly 22,000 of the 
Army's 33,525 women 
served in administrative 
or medical jobs, as did 
nearly 9,000 of the 15,114 
enlisted Navy women and 
nearly 14,000 of the 22,198 
Air Force women. 


The Navy provides 


medical services for the 
Marine Corps, but 2,000 or 
72 per cent of the corps' 
2,574 women were involv- 
ed in administrative work. 


The GAO, an auditing 


and investigative agency 
of Congress, said virtually 
every non-combat special- 
ty has been opaned to 
women in the military. 


But 'the performance by 


women and men has been 
different in some cases 
where they were assigned 
to the same physical 
tasks. 


The GAO said some 


women have been assign- 
ed to specialities in which 
they cannot perform effec- 
tively because of strength 
limitations or 'because of 
the combat-related nature 
of the job. Some others 
have not been assigned to 
specialities for which they 
were trained because of 
combat restrictions or be- 
cause their supervisors be- 
lieved they could not do 
the work. And others have 
not been required to meet 
the same training and per- 
formance requirements as 
men. 


"We believe the serv- 


ices 
should 
develop 


physical and operational 
standards for potentially 
troublesome 
specialities 


as well as procedures for 
measuring the ability of 
both men and women to 
satisfy the standards," the 
GAO said. 


The Air Force is the 


only service that has 
begun taking steps in this 
area, it said. In developing 
standards in 1974 for 
evaluating men's and 
women's 
capabilities, 


representatives from the 
Air Force Office of the 
Surgeon General asserted 
that an average woman 
has 60 per cent of the 
strength of an average 
man. 


The standards were de- 


veloped over the next year 
and have been applied to 
all new Ah* Force recruits 
since January 1976 to 


determine what jobs they 
are eligible to fill. 


The armed 
services 


intensified their recruit- 
ment of women and be'gjjn 
to diversify their job .as- 
signments because the-'epd 
of the draft meant a 
reduction in the number of 
men in the services. These 
steps were also taken -in 
anticipation of passage of 
the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment. 


The Navy and the .Air 


Force are limited by law 
to assigning women non- 
combat positions, but the 
GAO said its investigators 
could find no similar writ- 
ten prohibitions for the 
Army and the Marine 
Corps. 


The Defense Depart- 


ment said it concurred 
with the GAO's findings 
and has set up a study 
group to address the 
issues raised by the agen- 
cy.

would probably be killed if a major 
earthquake occurred on the San 
Andreas fault." 


Allen and other earthquake 


scientists say that such a quake is 
inevitable. The last big one occur- 
red in 1857 and they seem to occur 
every 100 years, Allen said. The 
Palmdaie Bulge may be a precur- 
sor of such a quake. 


BUT A MUCH smaller quake, 


slightly larger than the 1971 tem- 
blor or centering closer to old 
sections of Los Angeles, could pose 
almost as serious a threat. 


"The 1971 quake lasted 11V4 


seconds," Williams said. "If it had 
lasted another five seconds or so, a 
lot of these old buildings in the 
downtown area would have come 
down." 


Ninety-three per cent of those 


buildings are in the metropolitan 
Los Angeles area bounded by Cen- 
tury Boulevard, La Cienega Ave- 
nue, Griffith Park and the eastern 
city limits. 


Three per cent are in San 


Pedro and the rest are scattered in 
West Los Angeles and the San Fer- 
nando Valley. 


THERE ARE thousands more 


unreinforced masonry buildings in 
other older cities such as Glendale, 
Pasadena, Compton, San Gabriel 
and Santa Ana. 


If it's been known for so long 


that the buildings are hazards, why 
hasn't concern for human life caus- 
ed them to be torn down? 


When hearings were held en the 


proposed Los Angeles ordinance, 
most theater owners whose build- 
ings were involved opposed remedi- 
al action, Williams said. 


Long Beach officials said that 


when O'Connor was trying to draft

O'Connor said that because city 


building officials know they're in 
for a fight if they try to act against 
earthquake hazards, many don't 
even try. 


"Most building officials just use 


the ostrich approach," said the 63- 
year-old building official, a 30-year 
veteran in the department. "They 
don't have the guts to take on such 
a bucket of worms. And it is a 
bucket of worms." 


HE SAID THAT building offi- 


cials must be willing to do battle 
and they must have the "right envi- 
ronment"—support from other city 
officials, businessmen and 
the 


media—if they're to succeed. 


That right climate has existed 


in Long Beach, by and large, O'C- 
onnor said. 


It existed in Santa Rosa after 


that city's 1969 earthquake, accord- 
ing to Olson, of the Seismic Safety 
Commission. 


But Santa Rosa and Long 


Beach are the exceptions, Olson 
said.

Not quite. It's a side wall of a 


large, three-story apartment build- 
ing in earthquake-prone Long 
Beach. 


You can see where bricks top- 


pled off the building in the city's 
1933 earthquake and were replaced 
by cement along the roof line. 


Those patches — hanging up 


there atop the original brick work 
— could prove more dangerous 
than the bricks that tumbled down 
in 1933, according to Ed O'Connor, 
the city's building and safety chief. 
They will come down in large 
chunks. 


The apartment building and 


more than 800 like it were built 
before 1930 of brick or hollow clay 
tile with wooden floors, joists and 
roofs. They were designed to bear 
only the vertical load of the build- 
ings themselves. 


No one considered how well the 


structures would survive the sharp 
back-and-forth motion of a major 
earthquake. 


A 1933 report by one of O'Con- 


nor's predecessors, C. D. Wailes 
Jr., describes how such buildings 
were put together. 


"...The 1913 building code per- 


mitted a straight lime mortar 
(unmixed with cement) for all walls 
except isolated piers, foundation 
walls, parapets and chimenys on 
the roof line... 


"During the period when this 


code was in effect much of the sand 
used for both mortar and concrete 
was a dirty, fine sand comparable 
to beach sand...workmanship was 
decidedly inferior..." 


A 1933 report by Caltech's Rob- 


ert A. Millikan notes that such 
methods were an "all too prevalent 


class of construction (used in Long 
Beach): the stores and apartment 
houses...were built as cheaply as 
the inadequate building codes 
would permit by those who were 
interested only in speculative 
profits." 


Modern building codes call for 


high-quality mortar, 
reinforced 


walls and better ties of floors and 
ceilings to the walls. 


And not all pre-1933 buildings 


are unsafe, O'Connor said. Most of 
the old wood-frame homes built in 
the teens and 20s throughout Long 
Beach pose no serious hazard. The 
steel-reinforced public utilities 
building, built before 1933, survived 
the quake nicely. 


Many old brick buildings have 


been reinforced. Steel-reinforced 
vertical concrete ribs have been 
implanted in .the sides of the struc- 
tures. 


Large sections of decaying 


brick have been scalloped out and 
replaced with cement. 


"You 'can't blame property 


owners for being unhappy when 
you tell them they have to do that," 
O'Connor said. "If I came and told 
you to spend thousands of dollars 
on your building or tear it down, 
you'd be unhappy too. 


"But on the other hand, if I 


took you into one of these buildings 
and said, 'if a moderate earthquake 
struck right now we'd have a slim 
chance of getting out alive,' you'd 
demand that I do something about 
it." 


Hundreds of persons — many of 


them poor and elderly — still live 
in the old apartments. Hundreds 
more go in and out of small busi- 
nesses in such buildings each day.

The 271-page proposal, prepared over 


the last nine months at the direction of 
the House leadership, will be offered to 
the meeting starting here Monday of the 
Democratic platform committee, which 
is expected to incorporate large sections

I to the views of the Demo- 


cratic leadership, the proposal includes 
ideas from all the Democratic committee 
chairmen in the House. It will be the first 
time that such a coordinated effort is 
presented to the Democratic platform 
committee. 


The plan is expected to be the key- 


stone of the Democrat's legislative pro- 
gram starting next year and was drawn 
up, in part, as a result of their frustration 
in dealing with two successive 'Republi- 
can Presidents who have in the last eight 
years vetoed 86 pieces of legislation 
drafted by Democratic Congresses. 


The proposal has a decided new deal 


flavor, emphasizing that only through the 
creation of new jobs will budget deficits 
be reduced, the economy restored and 
the quality of life improved. 


"Attainment of full employment is 


our primary objective," according to the 
proposal, a copy of which was obtained 
by The New York Times. 


While large parts of the proposal are 


political in nature, several economists 
familiar with its content have stated that 
they believe it makes fiscal sense and is 
not, as one put it, "mereiy pie in the 
sky." 


Its drafters urge on what they foresee 


as the future Democratic administration 
a detailed list of domestic proposals in- 
cluding: 


— Passage and implementation of the 


Hawkins-Humphrey full employment bill 
now before Congress to reduce unemploy- 
ment to 3 per cent of all adults by 1981. 


- A $10 billion tax cut effective in 


July 1978, that would be structured to 
give the most relief to low and middle 
income workers. 


— Stepped up antitrust action by the 


Justice Department as part of an effort 
to damp price increases and constrain 
inflation. 


-Redrafting the tax code to simplify 


returns and increase federal revenues by 
plugging the loopholes whose costs are 


expected to rise to $135 bUliou a year by 
196 A i 


— lapreviBf the effideacy of local 


governments by encouraging through 
legislation the consolidation of jurisdic- 
tions, even across state lines. 
- The offertog of lew-Merest loans 


and tax incentives to small businesses in 
an effort to make them more competitive 
with the major corporations. 


— Assisting consumers through the 


federal testing of products and ending 
price fixing in, for. example, the drug 
industry. 


— Enactment of standby wage and 


price controls that could be used in the 
event of a sharp increase hi the inflation 
rate. 


Some proposals, such as one calling 


for the passage of "workable handgun ' 
control legislation," are bound to run into 
opposition and could either be left out of 
the platform or ignored if a Democratic 
administration does come to power next 
year. 


One of the weakest sections of the 


proposal is what it, terms "reform in the 
public sector" through selective over- 
hauls of the federal bureaucracy to im- 
prove its performance, curtail its cost 
and make it more responsive to the needs 
of the people. 


"We must eliminate dead weight, out- 


moded, inoperative, wasteful and 
inefficient programs," the document 
states but no where does it specify which 
programs would be ended and who 
among the federal government's 2.8 mil- 
lion workers would be discharged. 


The recommendations run to 124 


pages, of which 115 are devoted to domes- 
tic problems. But a section on foreign 
and defense policy does call for increas- 
ing efforts to control both nuclear and 
conventional arms, seeking the reduction 
in Europe of both American and Soviet 
armed forces and attempting to smooth 
out the on-again, off-again nature of de- 
tente. 


Included with the proposal are three 


appendices mat together form a partisan 
critique of the Nixon and Ford adminis- 
trations which are accused of gross 
inefficiency, corruption and abuse of 
power. 


These appendices contain scores of 


examples of what the Democrats consid- 
er to be Republican wrong doing and, in 
the language of the proposal, are "a 
veritable catalogue of malfeasance in of- 
fice, bad policies, poor administration, 
improper and illegal actions, bad judg- 
ment and downright criminality." 


The proposals were drafted by what 


has been called the "speaker's task force 
on the Democratic platform" which was 
assembled by Speaker Carl Albert, D- 
Okla., and placed under the direction of 
John E. Barriere, the executive director 
of the Democratic Steering and Policy 
Committee. 


Yet the package will be formally 


presented to the Platform Committee on 
Tuesday by Majority Leader Thomas J. 
O'Neill, D-Mass., rather than Albert, 
another indication that Albert intends to 
retire at the end of this year.

were specifically designed for their 
tax-avoidance potential. 


In addition to his apparent com- 


plete avoidance of both federal and 
state income taxes in 1970, Reagan, 
who is assumed to file a joint tax 
return with his wife, appears to 
have paid only, about $2,200 in 
federal income tax in 1971. this is 
about the same amount that a typi- 
cal married couple with an income 
of $16,000 would have paid. The 
Reagans had an income in 1971 that 
exceeded $87,000. 


In 1973, with an income of more 


than $110,000, they appear to have 
paid around $7,800 in federal in- 
come tax, or about what a typical 
couple ;With an income of $36,000 
would have paid. 


In 1972 and 1974, the Reagans 


appear to have paid a federal in- 
come tax that was only about half 
as large as that paid by typical 
taxpayers in their over-$100,000 tax 
bracket 


In 1975, the only year for which 


Reagan has disclosed his federal 
income) tax payments, the $65,000 
he paid on an adjusted gross in- 
come of $252,000 is about $20,000 
less than the average tax paid by 
those at his income level. 


It has been known for some 


time that he paid no California 
state Income tax for 1970. That fact 
was disclosed in 1971 by a college 
radio station in California and con- 
firmed by Reagan, who was then 
governor. 


He declined to provide any de- 


tails at that time or any explana- 
tion, other than a statement that he 
had "suffered "business reverses" 
in 1970. 


He continued to refuse to dis- 


cuss his financial and tax affairs 
until February this year. Then, in 
an apparent response to prodding 
by Ford, he made an abbreviated 
disclosure covering the years 1970- 
1975. Last month, he made slightly 
more detailed disclosures for 1975. 


The information that Reagan 


has released for the years preced- 
ing 1975 avoids disclosure of how 
little federal income tax he has 
been paying by lumping together in 
? single figure for each year his 
"total taxes paid," a figure that he 
stid included federal and state in-

come taxes, local property taxes, 
sales taxes and miscellaneous 
taxes. 


Records of the property taxes 


that he has paid on three pieces of 
expensive real estate that he owns 
in California are, however, avail- 
able for public inspection. 


By subtracting the property 


taxes he paid from the figures pro- 
vided by Reagan on his "total taxes 
paid" and then making certain 
standard calculations, it is possible 
to estimate about what he must 
have paid in federal and state in- 
come taxes. 


In 1970, Reagan paid $12,201 in 


property taxes. His financial state- 
ment of Feb. 25 said that his total 
taxes paid for that year were $12,- 
536. 


Thus the difference between his 


property tax and his total federal, 
state and local taxes was only $335, 
a figure that almost certainly 
represents state and city sales 
taxes. 


It therefore appears that Rea- 


gan paid neither federal nor state 
income taxes for 1970. 


In 1971, he paid $14,319 in 


property taxes. He said that his 
total tax payments for that year 
were $17,053. That leavces a total of 
$2,734 for federal and state income 
taxes, sales and miscellaneous 
taxes. The amount of federal in- 


come tax almost certainly could 
not have exceeded $2,200 and might 
have been less. 


Similar calculations indicate 


that he paid, at most, $10,000 feder- 
al income tax in 1972 on an income 
of more than $116,000; $7,800 in 1973 
on an income of more than $110,000, 
and $25,000 in 1974 on an income of 
more than $140,000. 


All of these figures might be off 


slightly (but in a way that would 
make Reagan's estimated federal 
income tax payments even smaller) 
if he followed the practice of 
prepaying part of his California 
property tax, as many citizens do. 


It is possible that he had con- 


siderably more income than he has 
indicated. 


What Reagan has disclosed is 


his adjusted gross income, which 
does not necessarily include all of 
his real economic income, plus 
other proceeds that he calls "tax- 
exempt" income. 


It is not clear what kinds of 


income are and are not included 
under the heading "tax-exempt in- 
come." 


Questions concerning this mat- 


ter were among those that Reagan, 
through Lake, the press secretary 
for Citizens for Reagan, refused to 
answer for the New York Times. 


Lake said that the income and 


tax data that Reagan previously 
had made public "is all that he 
cares to submit to the press." 


"The information is all derived 


from his federal tax returns and he 
feels it more than meets his obliga- 
tion to the public," he added. 


The heading "tax-exempt 


income" may cover only interest 
from municipal bonds. Reagan re- 
ported holding $200,000 worth of 
such bonds in his February finan- 
cial statement, and the interest in 
1975 on those bonds, which is ex- 
empt from both federal and Califor- 
nia tax, would have been $8,980. 


He reported $15,704 in tax-ex- 


empt income for 1975, however, and 
it is not certain whether this all 
represented interest on tax-exempt 
bonds. 


His statements show that he 


had had almost $40,000 in tax-ex- 
empt income ir. each of three suc- 
ceeding years, 1970, 1971 and 1972.

tlement, with Astra's insurance company paying 
$550,000, RunnelsV insurance company $100,000, and 
others the rest. 


RUNNELS SAO) THE girl suffered permanent 


brain damage after he used an Astra-recommended 
procedure in treating her for a severely cut leg at a 
Sacramento hospital in September 1968.. 


He said he bound her leg, as the drug company 


recommended, and injected Xylocaine solution, an 
Astra product, into her ankle vein in an attempt to 
anesthetize the cut. 


The anesthetic seeped through the binding and 


Miss Gerringer went into convulsions for 26 minutes, 
suffering an oxygen loss to her brain and permanent 
.mental retardation. Runnels said.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 


— A 50-cent minimum 
wage increase, rest facili- 
ties for men and women 
and a four-day work week 
provision highlight pro- 
posed revisions of State 
Industrial Welfare Com- 
mission regulations. ' 


IWC Chairman Howard- 


A. Carver said Sunday 
that the proposals covet 
household occupations and 
work standards for 14 
industries and occupations 
in effect since 1968. 


Carver said the new 


minimum wage would af- 
fect 1.6 million workers 
primarily in retail trade, 
eating and drinking estab- 
lishments, hotels and 
motels, amusement and 
recreation and the apparel 
industry. 


Also, new standard 


overtime provisions would 
require employers to pay 
premium wages after 
eight hours work in a sin- 
gle day and 40 hours in a 
single week. These would 
apply for the first time to 
agricultural workers, in- 
cluding field workers. 


The proposals would 


allow a 40-hour, four-day 
week with overtime re-' 
quired for any additional 
days worked in the week. 
But 10-hour days must be 
consecutive and by mutual 


consent of employer and 
employe. 


Public hearings on the 


proposals will be held in 
Fresno June 7-8, Los An- 
geles June 9-11 and San 
Francisco June 15-17. 
Final regulations should 
be in force by Sept. 6. 


The proposals would lift 


the minimum wage from 
$2 to $2.50 per hour, with a 
special rate of $2.15 an 
hour for "learners and 
minors," those under 18. 
The federal minimum 
wage, now $2.20 in some 
categories and $2.30 in 
others, will become a uni- 
form $2.30 Jan. 1. 


Employers would be re- 


quired to provide rest fa- 
cilities separate from 
toilet facilities, a provision 
previously only applied to 
women.

Tornadoes, heavy rains hit 
Carolina^; four left dead

A violent spring storm, triggering 


tornadoes and torrential rains, swept 
across the Carolines on Saturday, killing 
four persons, including three children 
and injuring at least eight others. 


Three of the dead were children kill- 


ed in Pembroke, N.C., when a tornado 
overturned their family's mobile home. 


The children's mother, Molly Ldck- 


!car, 29, was reported in critical condition 
at a hospital, and another child, Bobbie 
Gail Locklear, 7, was in satisfactory 
condition. 


A hospital spokesman identified the 


dead children as Francis Locklear, 5, 
Mickey Locklear, 9, and Anna Locklear, 
15 months. 


Several twisters touched down in 


South Carolina where one death was re- 
ported killed. Floyd Durham, 25, of Tim- 
monsville died of third-degree burns after 
he was electrocuted by a fallen power 
line Saturday. 


The storm also forced the evacuation 


of people along the flood-swollen Pigeon 
River in the mountains in the western 
part of North Carolina. 


Robeson. County authorities in North 


Carolina said two other persons from the 
Pembroke area were admitted to the 
hospital shortly after the tornado struck, 
but no other details were available. 


Six other persons were injured when 


a tornado hit Troy in central North 
Carolina.

Dilemma for biologists

Biologists, who have re- 
cently discovered the 
potentially 
revolutionary 


technique for creating new 
forms of life, believe they 
have acquired such a

a generation ago, learned 
to manipulate the power of 
the atom. 


The new'techniques 


make it possible to select 
genes from one organism 
and transplant them into 
the chromosomes of anoth- 


t er. Most of the research- 


ers use bacteria as the re- 
cipient 
species 
and 


suggest such benefits as 
new bacterial strains that 
could be grown in vats to 
produce such medically 
needed substances as insu- 
lin or growth hormone or 
safer antibiotics. 


the scientific debate 


over the wisdom of such 
research has been under 
way for three years, and 
the National Institutes of 
Health is expected to 
promulgate 
guidelines 


soon for the containment 
of such research to pre- 
vent bacterial 
escapes. 


But it appears that only 
one major academic re- 
search center, the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, has con- 
sidered the pros and cons 
at its highest administra- 
live levels. 


Over the last few 


months, the university's 
president, Robben Flem- 
ing, and its Board of Re- 
gents have conducted 
symposiums and hearings 
and appointed faculty 
study committees to 
evaluate whether the 
school should proceed with 
such research.

Sex Who's Who is no 
guide for the layman

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Declaring there are too 
many amateurs offering 
sex advice, a national 
organization has published 
a consumer guide to certi- 
fied sex therapists, and 
educators. 


The $3 guide, issued, by 


the American Association 
of Sex Educators, Counse- 
lors and Therapists — AA- 
SECT— is a state-by-state 
listing of persons in the 
United States, Canada and 
abroad who have been 
certified under AASECT 
guidelines. 


It was published in re- 


sponse to a huge number 
of requests from .the pub- 
lic for help in choosing 
qualified counselors and 
steering clear of quacks 
and amateurs,, says Dr. 
Patricia Schiller, AASECT 
executive director. 


"The American people 


seem to be suddenly 
plagued with sex prob- 
lems," the association has 
stated. "As the demand 
grew, the supply grew to 
meet it. "In recent years, 
the qualified and unquali- 
fied alike have moved into 
the field, with a variety of 
motives ranging from 
human compassion to cu- 
pidity. 


"Their credentials have 


ranged from long years of 
rigorous 
professional 


training to a smattering of 
superficial 
information 


picked up in a weekend 
crash course ... This is no 
field for the well-meaning 
but incompetent ama- 
teur." 


Those listed in the "Na- 


tional Register of Certified 
Sex Educators and Sex 
Therapjsts" are, definitely 
not beginners. 


To be certified, educa- 


tors had to have a bache- 
lor's or master's degree, 
plus three years of experi- 
ence in sex education — or 
a doctorate plus two 
years. At least 1,000 hours 
of clinical experience and 
a minimum of a master's 
degree or equivalent were 
mandatory for therapists. 


"A good number of peo- 


ple, including doctors, 
have been turned down be- 
cause they didn't meet the 
criteria," Dr. Schiller 
says. 


The guide lists 184 


therapists, including the 
Masters-Johnson team in 
St. .Louis, and 492 sex 
educators, 
including 


prominent psychologist Al- 
bert Ellis of New York. 


In the case of each 


educator, the booklet tells 
the population he educates 
(children, adolescents or 
adults) and the environ- 
ment in which the educa- 
tion takes place (college, 
church, clinic, hospital 
and the like.) 


For therapists, the 


guide gives the method of 
treatment used and the 
groups treated by each — 
adults, teen-agers, cou- 
ples, engaged or divorced 
people, homosexuals, the

WASHINGTON — Nuclear power poses 


such a threat to safety, peace, civil liberties 
and sound economy that it may never devel- 
op into the worldwide energy source once 
envisioned, according to the assessment of a 
private study group. 
"WorldWatch Institute, a 
Washington-based re- 
search 
organization, 


Saturday released a study 
that posed a generally 
pessimistic picture of nu- 
clear power. 


Denis Hayes, author of 


the report, said worldwide 
sentiment against nuclear 
power is growing, adding, 
"the 
world is already 


beginning to rethink the 
consequences of a future 
Used on nuclear energy." 


Hayes told a news con- 


ference he was largely 
indifferent about nuclear 
power when he began the 
study. He said he has con- 
cluded conservation and 
development of such alter- 
native energy sources as 
wind and solar power are 
the best solutions for 
world energy needs. 


HAYES 
SAID 
the 


spread of nuclear power 
and proliferation of nu- 
clear weapons 'are in- 
separably linked. Nuclear 
material for peaceful 
power can be diverted for 
bombs because of inade- 
quate controls, he said, 
noting that India had done 
just that. 


At the end of 1975, there 


were 168 commercial reac- 
tors in 21 countries, and 
many more planned or 


under construction, the 
study said. 


"widespread weapons 


proliferation is sure to fol- 
low on the heels of com- 
mercial nuclear power fa- 
cilities," Hayes said. 
"With each additional fin- 
ger on the nuclear trigger, 
the chances of an acciden- 
tal or intentional nuclear 
war grows greater." 


A shortage of uranium 


fuel will increase costs 
and push the move toward 
planned plutonium-power- 
ed reactors, the report 
said. Plutonium, a radio- 
active byproduct of urani- 
um power, has been pro- 
posed as a fuel produced 
by so-failed breeder reac- 
tor to power other reac- 
tors, 


If nuclear development 


follows original plans, 
Hayes said, 44G million 
pounds of plutonium would 
be produced by the. year 
2020. The highly toxic sub- 
stance could be used to 
make bombs not only by 
governments but also by 
terrorists.

Hayes said this 
is likely to lead to more 
authoritarian societies in 
which civil liberties are 
violated in the name of 
security. 


Hayes said nuclear 


power costs more than 
most figures indicate be- 
cause many true costs are 
hidden 
by so much 


government-sponsored re- 
search and investment. 


Nuclear power will not 


be economical for wealthi- 
er industrial nations, he 
said, let alone developing 
countries with little capi- 
tal. 


Hayes said the debate 


over nuclear power has 


been dominated by techni- 
cal issues, but in' the fu- 
ture more of the debate 
will center on values and 
ethics. 


"The most 
important 


decisions to be made are 
political, and will be made 
on the basis of what kind 
of world people want to 
live in," he concluded.

Alaska pipe facing costly hassle

ANCHORAGE, Alaska 


(AP)-Completionof the $7 
billion trans-Alaska pipe- 
line could be delayed for 
an undetermined period 
because state and federal, 
overseers disagree with 
pipeline builders on the 
quality of about 1,700 steel 


pipe welds already install- 
ed. 


The varying interpreta- 


tions of pipe welds are 
contained in a $4.5 million 
audit of the 35,600 x-rays, 
or radiographs, of welds 
made to date on the pipe- 
line project. The audit was 
conducted by Alyeska 
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Pipeline Service Co., the 
consortium formed by 
eight major oil companies 
building the pipeline. 


A summary of the audit 


results . were obtained 
Friday by the Associated 
Press. 


State officials in Juneau 


said if the project's com- 
pletion is delayed three or 
four months beyond its 
scheduled target date of 
July 1977, AJaska has 
enough money in its treas- 
ury to meet the cost of 
running the government 
"but beyond that there 
will be some problems."

WASHINGTON-The 


Pentagon has begun a 
study, coordinated by for- 
mer South Vietnamese 
generals, of the final two 
years of the Vietnam war. 


The purpose of the 


study, according to U.S. 
Army Col. Paul Palmer, 
deputy commander of the 
Pentagon's Center for 
Military History, is to 
view the war through Viet- 
namese eyes and to look 
at the American effort 
from a Vietnamese per- 
spective. 


He denied that the study 


was an attempt to deter- 
mine what forces led to 
the U.S. defeat in Viet- 
nam. However, a U.S. 
Army officer familiar with 
the project said that the 
study could serve such a 
purpose. 


The study will draw on 


knowledge of Vietnamese 
refugees who have settled 
in the United States. "We 
feel it is very important to 
know their feelings on 
things," said 
Palmer. 


"And 
knowing them will 


be good for our histo- 
rians." 


According to Palmer, 


the Pentagon has contract- 
ed with a defense research 
group called General Re- 
search Corp. to carry out 
the project. General Re- 
search of Sterling, Va., 
has a "roughly $250,000 
contract" for the first 
year of the study, which 
began in March, said 
Palmer. 


Palmer says the study 


could run three or more 
years. He said it would 
initially cover strictly 
military aspects of the 
war, but it could be ex- 
panded into other areas 
such as the U.S. pacifica- 
tion program. 


He said that when the 


project is completed fu- 
ture American military 
officers can benefit from it 
by studying in military 
service schools the way in 
which American and Viet- 
namese military units 
worked together in battle. 


In all, according to 


Palmer, the Pentagon 
plans to study 14 topics. 
They include logistics, the 
U.S. adviser system and 
pacification among others. 


U.S. 'facing bondage9

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BOSTON -Samuel 


Eliot Morton, chronicler 
of his state, his Navy, his 
country and his college, in 
histories characterized by 
elegant prose, died Satur- 
day. He was 88. 


Morison died at Massa- 


chusetts General Hospital 
of a stroke he suffered 
May 1 at his home on Bea- 
con Hill, the house where 
be was born. 


Twice winner of the 


Bancroft Prize in history 
and the Pulitzer Prize for 
biography, Morison two 
years ago completed — to 
rave reviews — the two- 
volume work he yearned 
all his life to do: "The 
European Discovery of 
America."

"He had no truck for 


nonsense of any kind. He 
is the natural heir to Park- 
man and the greatest 
historian of that kind since 
Parkman," Meyer said.

Thrifty 


I'm interested in investing my 


money in the certificates of deposit 
offered by certain thrift and loan 
associations. How safe are such in- 
vestments? M.C., Paramount. 


Unlike virtually all bank and sav- 


ings and loan accounts, deposits 
with thrift and loan associations, 
which basically are finance compa- 
nies, are not federally insured, 
although they are insured by a pri- 
vate company. By state law thrift 
and loan companies must belong to 
the Thrift Guaranty Corp. of Cali- 
fornia, a private, nongovernment 
association. This corporation col- 
lects a fee from each member 
company to insure its accounts up 
to $10,000 each, according to a 
spokesman for the California De- 
partment of Corporations, which 
regulates such firms. Because the 
thrift and loan industry is self-in- 
sured, the spokesman said some 
investors believe there may be 
more risk involved than with banks 
and savings and loan associations. 
For this reason, state law prohibits 
such firms from using the term 
"savings" in their advertisements; 
they must refer to depositors' ac- 
counts as investments. Generally, 
thrift and loans pay slightly higher 
interest.

A year ago you helped me 


straighten out a problem with my 
Medi-Cal stickers. I need your help 
again. The stickers for my daugh- 
ter and me are supposed to be 
mailed to us each month, but for a 
long time I have had to go down to 
the Department of Public Social 
Services office monthly to pick 
them up. I don't have a car, and it 
is a hardship for me to go there. 
My daughter is 10 and has a heart 
condition, and I need the stickers 
for her, especially in ease of an 
emergency.

Then, in about four to six 
weeks, you should start getting 
your stickers in the mail.

Rockefeller sees 
victory for Ford 


FRANKFURT, West Germany 


(AP) — Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, completing a Bicenten- 
nial visit under tight security, reaf- 
firmed his support Saturday for 
President Ford and said he was 
confident that Ford would win the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. 


"I think he will be nominated 


and will go on to victory," Rocke- 
feller told reporters before board- 
ing Air Force II for the return to 
New York. 


Earlier, hundreds of German 


police sealed off St Paul's Church 
in downtown Frankfurt, where 
Rockefeller and Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt addressed 1,000 guests at 
the German celebration, of the 
American Bicentennial. 


Authorities feared that leftists 


would attempt to disrupt the event, 
which coincided with the funeral in 
West Berlin of anarchist leader Ul- 
rike Meinhof. 


Demonstrations were banned in 


Frankfurt, and only a few nonvio- 
lent protesters were seen outside 
the church. 


In a 35-minute speech, Rocke- 


feller appealed to the Western 
allies to beef up naval power be- 
cause of Soviet naval threats. 


"We are being challenged by 


the worldwide growth of the Soviet 
Union's naval power — in ships, 
submarines, in missiles and in 
technology," the vice president 
warned. 


He said the time was at hand 


"to greatly accelerate the rebuild- 
ing of the free-world- naval power" 
to counter the Soviets. 


Concorde due as 
bid for ban opens 


•-WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


controversial Concorde supersonic 
passenger jet will make its first 
trip,in two years to the United 
States on Monday when French 
President Giscard d'Estaihg begins 
a six-day visit. 


The flight will come only two 


days before a federal appeals court 
begins bearing arguments aimed at 
banning the fast but noisy aircraft 
from landing in scheduled service 
at two U.S. airports. It will come 
only seven days before the Con- 
corde is to begin regularly sched- 
uled flights into Washington's 
Dulles International Airport. 


Giscard d'Estaing is to travel 


on the Concorde to Andrews Air 
Force Base in Maryland, the same 
airport that President Ford uses 
for his travels aboard Air Force 
One. 


THE PLANE, which can fly at 


nearly 1,400 miles per hour, also 
will be used for the French presi- 
dent's trip from Washington to 
Houston and from New Orleans to 
the Caribbean Island of Guadeloupe 
and to Paris, the State Department 
said. 


Giscard d'Estaing will use con- 


ventional subsonic jets from Presi- 
dent Ford's fleet for trips from

1969.

quake of 3.5 on the Richter scale 
can cause slight damage in the 
local arts, 4 can cause moderate 
damage, 5 considerable damage, 6 
can be severe. A 7 reading is a 
"major earthquake, capable of 
heavy damage; 8 is a "great" 
earthquake, capable of tremendous . 
damage. The San Francisco earth- 
quake of 1906 registered 8.3 on the 
Richter scale.

Energy official 
blasts Prop. 15 
nuclear cutbacks

A federal energy official told a 


congressional subcommittee Satur- 
day that California "cannot forego 
the nuclear energy option.'' 


•Robert D. Thorne, chief of the 


Energy Research and Development 
Administration's (ERDA) San Fran- 
cisco office, cautioned against nu- 
clear cutbacks implied in Proposi- 
tion 15. 


He told the House subcommit- 


tee on Energy Research and Devel- 
opment and Demonstration: "If 
Proposition 15 passes, the utiliza- 
tion of nuclear power as a viable 
energy option will be deferred 20 to 
30 years. 


Considering our precarious 


energy position, I feel quite strong- 
ly that California cannot forego the 
nuclear energy option." 


ERDA Regional Administrator 


William Arntz told the five commit- 
tee members meeting in Los An- 
geles that California can't expect to 
fill its energy needs with oil and 
gas from other areas if it rejects 
nuclear power. 


"Unfortunately, California can- 


not rely on resources such as 
Alaskan oil, Northwest power, or 
the coal, water or,land resources of 
the Southwest All of these re- 
sources are already committed to 
meet increasing national or local 
energy needs," Arntz said. 


Arntz refuted the findings of a 


University of Texas study which 
concluded that restrictions in 
Proposition 15 would have minimal 
effects if California could secure 
adequate supplies of alternate ener- 
gy sources.

It all started back in the 


mid-1950s, when the na- 


tion's airlines were getting 
ready to enter the jet age 
and Howard Hughes, 
through Hughes Tool, 
owned 78 per cent of the 
stock of TWA. 


After Pan American 


World Airways placed the 
first order for jets in 1955, 
one airline after another 
began entering into con- 
tracts for the manufacture 
and delivery of the new 
equipment. The planes 
were scheduled to be put 
into service in 1959 and 
1960. 


The one major excep- 


tion in the scramble to 
order the jet aircraft was 
TWA. Hughes, as was his 
custom, procrastinated. 


When he finally decided 


the following year to place 


an order—a decision that 
represented a substantial 
financial commitment for 
say airline—Hughes de- 
vised a financial plan 
peculiar to bis personal 
business empire. 


The planes were to be 


purchased not by TWA but 
by Hughes Tool Co., which 
in turn would then lease 
theplanes to the airline. 


The plan, as outlined in 


court records, had two 
purposes: 


—To aOow Hughes to 


use the tool company's in- 
vestment in the jets to off- 
set the company's soaring 
profits, thereby sharply 
reducing Hughes' federal 
income-tax payments. 


-To allow Hughes to 


maintain firm control of 


tbe airline—a Jong-cher- 
ished Hughes busines* 
practice. If he were to bor- 
row money in the tradi- 
tional money markets, tbe 
lending institutions might 
impose restriction on tbe 
way be ran TWA. 


So it was 'Jat in 1961 


TWA went into U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in New York 
City and filed a damage 
suit against Hughes and 
Hughes Tool Co.

And even when the reclu- 
sive billionaire's attorney 
finally accepted the sub-

This overcapacity, par- 


tially a result of rapid 
expansion by the industry 
during the boom years of 
the late '60s, fed the in- 
tensely competitive .cli- 
mate of the early '70s. 
Payments 
to foreign 


agents became a common 
practice as the domestic 
market contracted and a 
scramble developed for 
sales abroad. 


At least $270 million in 


legal and illegal payments 
to promote sales abroad 
have been made by Lock- 
heed. Boeing and McDon- 
nell Douglas, according to 
recent public statements 
and the published results 
of a congressional investi- 
gation. Lockheed has ac- 
knowledged paying $25 
million abroad in bribes to 
"foreign officials and po- 
litical parties." More than 
$7 million was paid in 
Japan alone for the sale of • 
TriStars. 


Lockheed pushed not 


only the sale of commer- 
cial planes, but of war- 
planes as well, although 
the- company has not 
bftken down which pay- 
ments applied to which 
type of plane. It was re- 
ported last month that 
Lockheed paid $2 million 
to high Italian officials to 
arrange the sale of C130 
military transports. 


McDonnell Douglas has 


said that its payments 
were made only for the 
sale of commercial airlin- 
ers. Boeing has not pro- 
vided a breakdown but 
mnst of the planes it 
manufactures arc com- 
mercial airliners. 


• 
.All the commercial 


planes used by the world's 
airlines' arc produced by 
Lockheed, Boeing and 
McDonnell Douglas in the 
United States, and by a 


consortium of European 
companies known as the 
Airbus Industries. 


BOEING, which makes 


about 58 per cent of the 
commercial airliners sold 
worldwide, estimates it is 
using about 15 per cent of 
its manufacturing capaci- 
ty for these planes. It pro- 
duced 171 commercial air- 
liners 
last 
year. 


McDonnell, with 20 per 
cent to 30 per cent of the 
market today, manufac- 
tured 302 commercial 
planes in 1968 and 85 last 
year. Lockheed, which 
shares the rest of the mar- 
ket with Airbus, could turn 
Out 10 TriStars a month, 
but plans to produce only 
about 18 in the next two 
years. 


Sales of both military 


and commercial aircraft 
peaked around 1968. Since 
then, Defense Department 
procurements and orders 
from commercial airlines 
have steadily declined, 
industry sources agree. 


More than a half-dozen 


American companies pro- 
duced 4,481 military 
planes in 1967 and 4,440 in 
1968, according to the 
Washington-based Aero- 
space Industry Associa- 
tion. By 1973, the figure 
had slipped to 1,243. The 
latest AIA statistic avail- 
able, for 1974, is 1,000 
planes. Figures on 1975 
military aircraft produc- 
tion have not been com- 
piled. 


The AIA does not pro- 


vide yearly breakdowns of 
the number of commercial 
airliners sold worldwide. 
But the jetliner market "is 
our darkest cloud at the 
moment," said Carlyle 
Jones, AIA vice president.

tic carriers began to dry 
up in 1969 and 1970, air- 
craft manufacturers step- 
ped up their efforts 
abroad.

McDonnell estimate that 
about two-thirds of their 
sales in recent years have 
been to foreign airlines. 
Lockheed puts the figure 
at 60 per cent. 


"Our current sales are 


primarily foreign sales be- 
cause the U.S. lines are 
hurting, and they don't 
have the money to invest 
in equipment that they 
used to," said E.H. "Tex"

General Tire a unique 
SEC bribe probe case

NEW YORK - The three O'Ncil 


brothers — Thomas P., Michael G. and 
John — like to say they run the General 
Tire and Rubber Co. as a troika, with no 
particular dedication to such convention- 
al trappings of the executive suite as 
organization tables, flow charts and man- 
agement concepts. 


. That free-form style has made Gener- 


al Tire, founded by the late William 
O'Nei) 60 years ago, one of the industry's 
most profitable companies. 


At the same time, in the opinion of 


some securities analysts, General Tire is 
still so much of a family-run business 
that the company was particularly vul- 
nerable to the kind of charges the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
made against it last Monday. 


"THE O'NEILS EACH run their own 


show in their own separate areas of re- 
sponsibility." one securities analyst said. 
"You have to accept the possibility that 
some things happened underneath them 
that they didn't know anything about. On 
the other hand. General tends to take its 
tone from the top." 


The SEC's allegations included con- 


tentions that General, the industry's fifth- 
largest tire producer, had made illegal 
political contributions it home, bribed 
foreign government officials in an effort 
to get an edge on some of its American 
competitors abroad, breached foreign 


currency laws and filed financial reports 
that overlooked the existence of illegal 
slush funds. 


General Tire consented to an injunc- 


tion in which it neither denied nor admit- 
ted the validity of the SEC's allegations. 
As part of the settlement, General Tire 
agreed to assign a five-man committee of 
outside directors to make their investiga- 
tion of the charges. 


Many of the charges were similar to 


allegations the SEC had filed against 
other major corporations such as the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp., the Gulf Oil 
Corp. and the Minnesota Mining and 
Manufacturing Co. 


There are some distinct differences in 


the General Tire case, however. Some of 
the SEC's allegations about bribery of 
foreign officials in -Chile, Morocco and 
Rumania repeat charges that have been 
made before the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission. They were voiced by a 
group that is competing for the 
television-station license that a General 
Tire subsidiary, RKO General Inc., holds 
on WNAC-TV in Boston. 


The record in that case is still open. 


A judgment against RKO, based on the 
bribery allegations against the parent 
company, could cost General Tire its 
prosperous Boston TV outlet. An adverse 
ruling by the FCC could also conceivably 
lead to challenges of RKO's operation of 
its three other television stations (in New 
York, Los Angeles and Memphis) and 
nine radio stations.

IN CONSENTING to an 


injunction sought by the 
SEC, the company agreed 
to form a seven-member 
committee to investigate 
all its illegal activities and 
payments, with the find- 
ings to be made public.

considerable amount of 
money .on the Electra, 
which was outsold by Boe- 
ing's 707 and McDonnell's 
DC7.

The move was a major 


gamble and Lockheed 
went into it with disadvan- 
tages. For one thing, the 
company's long absence 
meant that it had to build 
a sales arid support staff 
from scratch. It also was 
offering a single product 
— the TriStar — while 
both Boeing and McDon- 
nell had "families" of air- 
planes — different models 
to meet varying needs of 
airlines around the world. 


"Our general policy has 


always been to blanket the

Of course Nimoy 
made his reputation play- 
ing less ail-American 
types, notably the angular- 
eared, part-extraterrestial 
Mr. Spock on television's 
"Star Trek" series. A real 
alien. Now Nimoy's on 
tour playing another 
character he considers 
just as much an alien as 
Spock—Sherlock Holmes. 
Nimoy has the title role in 
William Gillette's turn-of- 
the-century treatment of 
the sagacious 
sleuth,

rently at Chicago's Shu- 
bert Theater. 


"I've 
always felt I 


should dp Holmes some- 
day," said Nimoy, now 45. 
"I think my chemistry, 
my looks, my image all 
are helpful in playing that 
roie. Besides, I understand 
Holmes. 


"I guess the reason I 


relate so strongly to 
characters like that has to 
do with my feelings about 
myself, the way I perceive 
things. I've really always 
considered myself an out- 
sider, ever since I can 
remember. It wasn't by 
choice; it just happened. I 
don't follow trends the 
way a lot of people do. I'm 
not gregarious. I don't 
strike up conversations 
with people easily. I love 
my family, of course,'and 
I have some dear friends, 
but I don't enjoy being 
around a lot of people, and 
I've never enjoyed social 
chatter. 


"In some ways, it would 


be a lot easier for me as 
far as my career goes if I 
could go the small-talk, 
cocktail-party route. But 
that's just not how I am."

beauty of his speeches and 
the romance. The style of 
that character is sensa- 
tional. But I'm not really 
obsessed with playing any 
particular role the way 
some actors are. I feel 
pretty good about what 
I'm doing now—some tele- 
vision, some theater and 
some writing." 


His published writings 


include two books of poe- 
try, illustrated with photo- 
graphs he took and de- 
veloped himself. His third 
book, called "I Am Not 
Spock," was published last 
year. In it Nimoy writes 
about himself, his craft, 
and the character he 
played for three years on 
"Star Trek." 


"Between the writing, 


the photography, the act- 
ing and the occasional col- 
lege lectures I dp," Nimoy 
said with a sigh, "I've 
been going pretty con- 
stantly for the last couple 
of years. When I finish up 
the Holmes role, I'm 
scheduled for a two-week 
vacation. I plan, to do 
absolutely nothing. What I 
need now is time to re- 
charge my batteries and 
fii;rt out if there are some 
new values to explore in 
my life." 


This fall, he's scheduled 


to host a new show called 
"In Search of," a prime- 
time series of half-hour 
documentaries on unex- 
plained 
phenomena. 


Topics include voodoo, 


haunted houses, UFOs and 
the search for Atlantis. 


"I'm 
fascinated by 


things like that," said 
Nimoy. "I don't know if 
I've ever had any genuine 
psychic experiences my- 
self, but I've read quite a 
bit on the subject, and it 
intrigues me. 


"We're in a time when 


people are finding out 
things we once thought 
were so weird, like acu- 


puncture, aren't so bizarre-! 
after all. There are a lot ofi 
phenomena we need to ex-i 
plore, and maybe find new 
kinds of knowledge."

He cited bow filming 


costs have rises: 


"In 1957 we made 'I 


Was a Teen-age Werewolf' 
in black-and-white with a 
young, unknown actor 
named Michael Landon. 
Studios were on a six-day 
week then, and we shot it 
in two weeks for $100,000. 
That picture would cost 
between $500,000 and $600,- 
000 today. 


"The trouble with our 


business is that there have 
been no technological ad- 
vances to speed up 
production. Movies are 
made pretty much the 
way they have been for 50 
years, and the cost of 
making them has risen 
tremendously. The amount 
•of theater attendance 
doesn't change much from 
year to year, and ticket 
prices won't be rising 
wildly. That leaves the 
film company in a bind." 


"The public eats up spe- 


cial effects," he comment- 
ed, citing such successes 


as "The Towering Infer- 
no," "The 
Poseidon 


Adventure," 
"Earth- 


quake" and "The Hinden- 
burg." 


"Our first big success in 


1955 was a picture called, 
'The Day the World 
Ended.'" he remarked. 
"Now Lrwin Allen is going 
to spend $15 million mak- 
ing a picture called "The 
Day the World Ended.' So 
what's new? 


"What the studios are 


doing now are super-ver- 
sions of the same formu- 
las. That's 
necessary 


because there is tremen- 
dous( entertainment 
on 


television today. Televi- 
sion can't present any- 
thing too big; you rarely 
see longs hots on TV 
shows. Nor is there much 
action, outside of fistfights 
and car chases. Movies 
have to give the public 
something more."

He was escalating a 
non-war, even then an old 
American tradition. 


•Polk had been elected in 


1844 on a campaign to 
reannex Texas and reocc- 
upy the Oregon Territory. 
Reannex because Polk and 
others insisted it was part 
of the original Louisiana 
Purchase, an 1819 treaty 
between Spain and the 
United States to the con- 
trary 
notwithstanding. 


Reoccupy Oregon because 
Americans once had. 
Actually, a few coastal 
settlements aside, Oregon 
had been solely occupied 
throughout by beaver and 
grizzlies and the men of 
various nationalities who 


• .coveted their fur. 


•IT DIDN'T much mat- 


ter anyway. What Polk 
really wanted was Califor- 
nia. 


Polk was proceeding 


cautiously because of 
opponents, foreign and 
domestic, and because he 
thought he could settle the 
matter with cash and a 
show of force instead of 
blood. 


Texas had been in the 


smokehouse of American 
politics for some time, 
curing. Stephen Austin, a ' 
St. Louis land speculator, 
had begun bringing in 
•American settlers in the 
1820s. More followed, 
:Aftrmed. Mexico prohib- 
ited further settlement in 
1830. Then came the 
Alamo and the Battle of 
San Jacinto in 1836, where, 
defeated, but still devious, 
Antonio Lopez de Santa 
Anna agreed, at all but 
bayonet-point, to see What 
he could do about Texan 
independence. Since no 
one believed Santa Anna 
' but at his peril, the 


'Tcxans went ahead and 
Declared independence, 
and. the Lone Star Repub- 
lic was promptly recog- 
ifjized by the United States, 
Britain and France. 


Texas wanted to join the 


United States. Early on, 
John Quincy Adams had 
Iried to buy the territory 
for $1 million. Jackson 
lipped it to $5 million. 
Mexico said no. The issue 
was not pressed further 
•because of its domestic po- 
litical ramifications. Nei- 
ther North nor South want- 
ed a showdown over 
admission of another slave 
state. Yet many Southern- 
ers, among them John 
Calhoun, saw Texas as a 
safe haven for runaway 
slaves, particularly 
if 


Abolitionist Great Britain 
'gained influence there. 


THE DEMOCRATIC 


convention in-Baltimore in 
1844 figured to nominate 
Martin Van Buren. But 
Van . Buren had said 
annexation was divisive. 
Southern delegates vetoed 
him and, after smokirig a 
forest of stogies, nominat- 
ed Polk, former speaker of 
the House, governor of 
Tennessee and now Ameri- 
ca's first dark horse.

tionist vote in New York. 
Polk was president. 


There were all kinds of 


arguments to push Mani- 
fest Destiny along. Sen. 
Robert J. Walker of Mis- 
sissippi tried to assure 
Northerners by telling 
them that slaves would in- 
deed go into Texas, but 
that once the cotton fields 
there were exhausted 
they'd cross the border 
into Mexico and mingle 
with the half breeds, solv- 
ing the whole problem. 
Young Hickory, as fellow 
Tennesseans called Polk, 
was not concerned with 
slavery so much as he was 
the British getting to San 
Francisco and Monterey 
before the Americans did. 


First he tried money, 


sending John Slidell to 
Mexico City to negotiate. 
Biddinf was to start at $15 
million for Texas, New 
Mexico (which included 
Arizona) and California.v 


PRESIDENT Jose Joa- 


quin Herrera, who had 
succeeded Santa Anna, 
was not deaf to money. He 
knew his nation of 8 mil- 
lion people was no match 
for the United States, 
more than twice the size, 
even if Mexico's army of 
30,000 men was four times 
America's. War was ab- 
surd. But he had his 
honor. He had asked to 
negotiate with a commis- 
sioner, not a ful-fledged 
minister. Slidell said he 
was a minister. Herrera 
would not talk with him. 
His laureate was more 
than matched by leaders 
and generals of his coun- 
trymen who preferred a 
war they all knew Mexico 
would lose to the disgrace 
of annexation. 


But if Polk could some- 


bow save Mexican sen- 
sitivities, he could save 
some lives. Instead, Polk 
ordered Taylor to move 
his 4,000 men, more than 
half the regular Army, 
into the disputed border 
country along the Rio 
Grande. Polk was escalat- 
ing, hoping this would 
force negotiations. Taylor, 
"Old Rough and Ready," 
was not to fire unless fired 
on or war was declared. In 
early 1846, Taylor faced a 
Mexican army across the 
river, guns loaded, aimed 
but not yet fired. Folk's 
critics were to argue that 
the president, 120 years 
before Tonkin Gulf, bad 
already involved his na- 
tion in an undeclared war. 


REINFORCEMENTS 


came in from both sides. 
There were scattered kill- 
ings. On April 24, 1846, 
Maj. Gen. Mariano Arista, 
a onetime resident of Cin- 
cinnati, took command of 
the Mexican army on the 
border. He informed Tay- 
lor war had begun. Taylor, 
sr.id this was unfortunate 
and hoped negotiations 
could continue in Mexico 
City. 


But at the capital, the 


belligerent Gen. Mariano 
Paroles y Arillaga had 
succeeded Herrera. The 
government miscalculat- 
ed. It imagined America 
would stop short of war 
because of British threats 
in Oregon or intervention 
in Texas. Or that the 
Northern states would se- 
cede. It was just that — 
imaginary. 


To overcome consider- 


able resistance to the war, 
Polk called a mousetrap 
play not unfamiliar more 
than a century later. He 
coupled the war declara- 
tion in the same measure 
appropriating funds for 
Taylor's army. Opponents 
had to go along with Polk 
or vote against aid for 
American boys along the 
Rio Grande. Polk got his 
war. 


He also, eventually, got 


New Mexico, Arizona and 
California. It cost $58 mil- 
lion for the war, $15 mil- 
lion paid Mexico and $64 
million in veterans' pen- 
sions. Or 48 cents an acre 
for 529,017 square miles. 


Slidell had been secretly 


authorized to go to $40 mil- 
lion in the negotiations. 
The escalation on the bor- 
der had also escalated the 
price.

Gary Everhardt, direc- 


tor of the National Park 
Service, said the island 


and its structures had 
deteriorated since it was 
closed in 1954. But he 
added the Park Service 
was able to open the is- 
land because of a recent 
$1 million congressional 
appropriation for partial 
rehabilitation and cleanup 
of facilities. -

Residents form aiiticrime 
co-ops in N. Long Beach

Even ui its barest outline, the 


story carries a dull edge of terror 
to it. 


It happened on a weekend 


afternoon at Coolidge Park in 
North Long Beach. A baseball 
game was in progress on the park's 
only diamond when a group of 
young men came onto the field in 
long overcoats and threatened the 
players if they didn't break up the 
game and leave. 


This is the first of a three-part 


series. 


There was something palpably 


menacing about the coats, not to 
mention the weapons they possibly 
concealed; and the players wisely 
decided that the better part of 
valor lay in quiet retreat 


If they didn't know it then, they 


learned it later. The interlopers 
were members of the Crips, a gang 
of Compton-area toughs whose long 
coats are their trademark. 


MORE recently, members of 


the Crips intimidated a number of 
youngsters at Hamilton Junior 
High School, according to Sgt. Mel- 
vin Bailey, head of the Long Beach 
Police Department's diversion unit, 
which deals with youthful offend- 
ers. 


Gang intimidation is not a fre- 


quent occurrence at North Long 
Beach recreational facilities, but it 
has taken place often enough, says 
Stan Penland, a district supervisor 
of the City Park Department, that 
many residents are fearful of send- 
ing their youngsters alone to the 
parks. 


"There's no pattern to their 


showing up," says Penland of the 
young hoodlums, not all of whom, 
of course, are members of the 
Crips. "They drop in occasionally 
here and there." 


A month ago, they assaulted a 


park director. At other times 
they've bullied park-goers. "It's 
been going on in North Long Beach 
for about three years." 


' YOUTH GANGS are hardly an 


extraordinary phenomenon these 
days. Nor are Americans generally 
surprised by the news — issued 
periodically by the FBI — that 
crime is on the rise throughout the 
country. What may be surprising, 
though, is their response to it — at 
least in selected communities 
across the land, where, neighbor- 
hood organizations and block clubs 
are springing up in surprising num- 
bers. North Long Beach is one of 
those communities. 


Crime is by no means the only 


reason for the formation of the 
groups. 


The compelling issue varies 


from community to community; In 
some cases it's racial cooperation, 
in others a desire to improve the 
physical condition of a neighbor- 
hood. Sometimes it's simply a need 
to "get to know each other," says 
Ann Schreuder, who has done a 
study of neighborhood groups for 
the Calvin College Social Research 
Center in Grand Rapids, Mich. 


Still, crime is so prevalent that, 


in most cases, a sense of mutual 
protection either accompanies or 
underlines the other goals and 
strategies. And it's that underlying 
concern that was responsible for 
the formation of two North Long 
Beach groups: Concerned Citizens 
of North Long Beach and the Col- 


lege Square Neighborhood Associa- 
tion. 


Six months ago, Concerned Citi- 


zens of North Long Beach rose like 
a phoenix out of the smoldering 
anger of a community that felt 
threatened at once by crime and 
pornography. But there was an 
accompanying anxiety to the anger 
— an anxiety born of the fear that 
increasing numbers of blacks were 
moving into the area and. bringing 
crime along with them. 


Whatever the explanation for 


the crime, whatever the social and 
economic roots of it. many North 
Long Beachers could only see what, 
to them, seemed like an inescapa- 
ble correlation— as the area's 
black population grew, so did the 
incidence of burglaries, robberies 
and assaults.

Keep debate sensible 


,r, A few weeks back, Hubert 
-Humphrey told us that candidates' 
attacks on Washington are "a dis- 
guised new form of racism." 
;E; This is a variant on the old 
'Charge that opponents of busing 
as the way to school integration 
are racists. 


THE RATIONALE in the old 


case was that busing was the only 
way to achieve school integration; 
therefore, the reasoning went, 
anyone who was against busing 
must be against integration. In 
Humphrey's case, the reasoning 
was that government aids blacks 
.and other minorities and that at- 
tacks on those who have been in 
power are therefore attacks on 
blacks and others who have been 
helped by government programs. 


Since nobody runs as an out- 


and-out racist, it is true that rac- 
ists have to find other ways to get 
their message across. But it does 
not follow that all, or even most, 
opponents of busing programs or 
Of welfare chiselers or of big gov- 
Irnment are racists. Some may be 
unconscious racists, but many are 
Consciously opposed to racism, 
favor integrated 
neighborhoods, 


and favor government programs 
to help the poor and to ease unem- 
ployment. They simply also favor 


neighborhood schools, feel that 
present welfare programs are 
badly thought out, and see — or 
think they see — that government 
is insanely bloated and unrespon- 
sive. 


THE QUALITY of public de- 


bate is not helped by analyses 
such as Humphrey's. Legislative 
debate is not helped by such talk, 
either. It was pleasant, conse- 
quently, to discover that in British 
Columbia the provincial legisla- 
ture has decided to try to 
eliminate certain kinds of lan- 
guage from official debate. The 
list of proscribed language bars 
legislators from calling each other 
guttersnipe or buffoon or similar 
things. It also forbids the lawmak- 
ers to describe each other as 
paranoid or senile or cowardly. 


In the United States, the prob- 


lem is rather different. That kind 
of personal attack is not much in 
evidence here. But it would be 
wholesome, we think, for our poli- 
ticians to abandon all talk of 
"code words" or "hidden mean- 
ings" or "secret racism" or "cov- 
ert sexism." It would be better, 
we think, if politicians stuck to 
debating the merit of what oppo- 
nents said without undertaking lay 
psychoanalysis in an attempt to 
find unconscious meanings.

' Gus Edwards was a New York 
grade school dropout who worked 
in a cigar factory and sang at 
night in lodge halls and on excur- 
sion boats. He made his way into 
Vaudeville, and in 1906 wrote a 
musical comedy: School Days. 

"School days, school days, 
dear old golden rule days," its 
title song began. "Readin' and 
'ritin' and 'rithmetic, taught to the 
tune of a hick'ry stick."

Later, Edwards became ,an 


'educator of sorts. His proteges in 
the fine arts of vaudeville in- 
cluded Eddie Cantor and George 
J'essel. 
: Vernon A. Hinze made it all the 
way through Custer High School 
in Milwaukee and Wisconsin State 


College in the same city. Later he 
received a master's degree from 
the University of Wisconsin and 
the doctor of education degree 
from USC. Seventy years after 
Edwards defined the role of 
education, Hinze presented a 
"Statement of Philosophy" to the 
Long Beach Unified School Dis- 
trict Board, which had just named 
him superintendent. 


"We must," Dr. Hinze de- 


clared, "give priority attention to 
the basic skills — reading, writ- 
ing, communicating, 
and the 


mathematical processes — in all 
grades." 


The more things stay the same,

SACRAMENTO - One of the stranger 


aspects of the debate over nuclear energy 
prompted by Proposition 15 is the disagree- 
ment about whetner the California Legisla- 
ture should have review authority over 
nuclear power plant decisions of the State 
Energy Commission. 


Strange after what' we've learned and 


are still learning about the dangers1 of 
allowing government agencies — such as 
the CIA and FBI - to function without 
legislative review, 


BUT STRANGE ALSO because the 


illogic of the arguments against legislative 
review of nuclear energy matters seems so 
obvious. 
• Both the initiative and the legislative 
package introduced as an alternative to 
the initiative provide for legislative re- 
view, and opponents of that provision 
make two arguments. 


First, they say, the Legislature lacks 


the expertise to deal with what is an in- 
credibly complex technical subject, and 
the Energy Commission possesses, or can 
acquire, that expertise. 


And second, since the Legislature is a 


political body, what should be a purely 
technical subject is 'certain to become 
mired in politics. 
. 


There is one response to both argu- 


ments, and that is that there are sociologi- 
cal as well as technological aspects of 
nuclear energy. The two cannot be sepa- 
rated, and a political evaluation and 
consensus is as necessary and as valid as a 
purely scientific evaluation and consensus. 


AS AN ANALOGY, virtually every 


scientific study made validates the conten- 
tion that children who drink fluoridated 
water generally have better teeth than 
children who do not. 


If scientific considerations were the 


only considerations to have weight, then 
state and local health departments would 
long since have ordered that fluorides be 
added to drinking water. 


But the citizenry has determined that 


there are other considerations to be weigh- 
ed, and so it is elected entities which ait, 
directly responsible to the people who have 
the next-to-final say. The final say, of 
course, is reserved to the people. 


Nuclear energy is no less a subject for 


political consideration. 


For openers, all the "experts" have 


brought to the debate is a balance of 
scientific jargon oh both sides of the issue.

Bicentennial terror planned 


WASHINGTON — A terrorist group 


has rebuilt a common tanker truck into a 
modern Trojan horse to infiltrate Ameri- 
ca's Bicentennial celebration and Canada's 
Olympic games. Confidential, law enforce- 
ment reports show many terrorists have 
now fixed on these two events as their next 
battleground. 


The terrorists have transformed the 


tanker truck into a rolling headquarters.

On the outside, the truck looks perfectly 
normal. It even has spigots which can drip 
oil. 


BUT INSTEAD of petroleum products, 


the tank holds a terrorist office, dormitory 
and arsenal. It can accommodate 15 to 20 
raiders from the hellish side of politics. 
American agents know about this mobile 
terrorist command post, but they haven't 
caught up with it yet. 


Modern terrorists come from all sides 


of the political spectrum, but they share 
the concept that their cause will profit 
from disruption, disorder and bloodshed. 
Some are highly trained commandos, skill- 
ed in the nightmarish uses of our modern 
technology. The government reports warn 
onimously that terrorists might even use 
"nuclear materials" as radioactive poisons 
'or to build bombs. 


The United States and Canada are 


working together to prevent the terrorists 
from spoiling the Bicentennial and Olym- 
pic spectacles. Both the FBI and Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police are redoubling 
their efforts to stop the terriorists before 
they strike. The customs services of both 
countries are watching for smuggled weap- 
ons. The State Department has appointed a 
"coordinator for combating terrorism." An 
informal White House task force and the 
Canadian Ministry of External Affairs are 
also working on the counterierrorist cam- 
paign. 


THE CLASSIFIED working papers of 


the two governments read like grim text- 
books on insurgency warfare. The official 
documents show how the terrorists plan to 
follow classic guerrilla warfare strate- 
gems, mixing with the local populace be- 
tween hit-and-run attacks. The terrorists 
also employ smuggling techniques from 
the worlds of international crime and 
espionage to move their weapons across 
borders. 


The official reports discuss a variety of 


disguise and diversionary tactics the ter- 
rorists are known to use. They convert the 
ordinary into a camouflaged weapon. For 
example, camera-laden tourists are a 
standard sight at such events as Bicenten- 
nial pageants and Olympic games. But the 


official reports warn some "tourists" may 
be disguised terrorists and their cameras 
may be deadly weapons. 


Lawmen have discovered, for example, 


that the new Polaroid cameras with large 
film packs can conceal small pistols whose 
grips have been removed. The ordinary 
Kodak film box, one intelligence report 
says, may be used by terrorists to hide 
tiny lethal devices known as "Dutch mini- 
grenades." 


GOVERNMENT AGENTS have also 


learned that terrorists may conceal small 
machine guns in attache cases. Trigger 
extensions protrude from the case. What 
appears to be an ordinary briefcase can be 
held "under the arm (to) fire into a crowd- 
ed area," according to one document. 


Intelligence reports suggest the terror- 


ists are most likely to strike in July, the 
month that the Bicentennial celebrations 
reach their climax and the Olympic games 
open. Enormous numbers of tourists are 
expected at these events. 


U.S. and Canadian officials have pin- 


pointed some of the terrorist organizations 
which are expected to cause trouble. The 
Japanese Red Army, as a prime example, 
is described in the confidential reports as a 
group of no more than 30 anarchists. Yet 
they have succeeded in shocking the world 
by massacring 28 people at the Tel Aviv 
airport in 1972, hijacking a Japan Air Lines 
plane in 1973, bombing Shell Oil tanks in 
Singapore in 1974 and seizing the U.S. 
Embassy in Kuala Lumpur in 1975. 


There is also the Fuerzas Armadas de 


Liberacion Nacional Puertorriquena, 
which ostensibly seeks Puerto Rican inde- 
pendence from the United States. Accord- 
ing to the official documents, this terrorist 
group blatantly claims credit for 10 U.S. 
bombings in October 1975. The official re- 
ports warn this group may work with the 
Puerto Rican Socialist Party, controlled by 
Fidel Castro, to disrupt the Bicentennial. 


AN ANTI-CASTRO terrorist group, the 


Frente de Liberacion Nacional de Cuba, 
may "cause problems" at the Olympics 
because of Cuba's participation in the 
games. This group, according to the docu- 
ments, "is known to possess a large 
amount of C-4 explosives, which it may use 
against pro-Castro and Soviet targets." 


Perhaps the strangest group of terror- 


ists, identified as a Bicentennial and Olym- 
pic threat, is the "Rastafarian Move- 
ment." The intelligence data says the 
group is also known as "the Niyabingi 
Order, the Miyamen, the Beardsmen, the 
Locksmen, the Rude Boys and the 
Dreads." 


The Rastafarians, one of the oldest of 


the terrorist groups, is an. all-black cult 
originating in Jamaica in 1930. They be- 
lieve "that the past Emperor of Ethiopia, 
Haile Selassie, was the living God ... and 
that the ways of the white man are evil." 


The documents say that the Rastafar- 


ians advocate the liberal use of marijuana 
and have been associated increasingly with 
violent rebellion and terrorism. In New 


York City alone, they have an estimated 
3,000 members of varying levels of activi- 
ty. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT agencies on 


both sides of the border are beefing up 
their antiterrorist campaign. But the key 
to defeating the terrorists lies with the 
populace. Terrorists need confusion, chaos 
and a submissive populace to operate suc- 
cessfully in any country. They describe 
themselves as the "fish" who will hide this 
summer in the sea of tourists. 


If the people of the United States and 


Canada deny thi terrorists the strategic 
hospitality they need, the fanatics among 
us will have more trouble and less success.

Where Concerned Citizens 


made it» point to demand munici- 
pal and police action to rid the area 
of crime and pornography, the Col- 
lege Square people shunned the 
pornography issue and set them- 
selves the task of encouraging 
home security measures while 
trying to establish a sense of com- 
munity in the area. 


It was not a new strategy, but it 


made sense to a lot of people, in- 
cluding leaders of Concerned Citi- 
zens. The theory behind it is that 
by knowing their neighbors and 
watching out for one another, resi- 
dents of an area can discourage 
criminals — especially burglars — 
from operating in the neighbor- 
hood. 


In integrated areas like College 


Square, where there are four 
blacks to every six whites, the 
promotion of neighborliness 
inevitably lends itself to improved 
race relations — a side effect that's 
hard to ignore in the face of what 
seems to be an uneasy peace in 
many northern cities. In more than 
a few neighborhood groups, the 
promotion of integration is a 
deliberate strategy — or what Ann 
Schreuder calls "a positive orienta- 
tion." 


"It's as though people are say- 


ing 'Look, before things get worse, 
let's get together and do something 
about it. Let's make integration 
work. Let's stop waiting for City 
Hall to act, and let's do something 
about crime ourselves.' 


"What we're really seeing," 


says Miss Schreuder, "Is a save- 
the-city movement" What we're 
also seeing, say other observers, is 
a realization on the part of whites 
that they can't keep running. In a 


sense, it's an acknowledgement of 
the fact that the suburbs are 
becoming too remote and too 
expensive to make continued flight 
a realistic alternative — especially 
for those whose resources have 
been outstripped by the price of 
bousing. 


Terry HcKeag and her hus- 


band, for example, are a working 
class couple who have lived in 
North Long Beach for the past six 
years. They have four children. 
And even if they were of a mind to 
flee, which they're not, they'd have 
nowhere to go, says Mrs. HcKeag. 


In addition to their bouse, 


which they bought for $20,000, they 
put an additional $7,000 into a pool, 
a wooden fence, an extra bath and 
a couple of additional bedrooms. 


"We did a lot of the work our- 


selves," she says. "I can't afford to 
move now. I don't want to lose the 
investment we have in this house, 
and we can't afford to make the 
$300 or $400 monthly payments on a 
new bouse." 


In the view of Mrs. Jean Gregg 


Milgram, executive director of Na- 
tional Neighbors, a Philadelphia- 
based federation of 83 interracial 
neighborhood groups, the wide- 
spread efforts to make integration 
work on a neighborhood basis 
represent an incipient grass roots 
movement in the country. The 
movement may in fact be spawning 
"a (new-found) sense of community 
in the cities," she says. 


There's little doubt that the Col- 


lege Square association, even 
though it is not a member of Na- 
tional Neighbors, is part of that 
larger movement. Yet, hopeful as it 
sounds, the movement is not with- 
out its pains and problems, as the

College Square people have discov- 
ered. 


Two and-a-half decades of 


racial turmoil may have given the 
Mack man a healthier image of 
himself and knocked the underpin- 
nings out from the system of white 
supremacy. But it has also left 
white city dwellers with a confused 
mixture of fear and anxiety — and, 
in the case of many, a hostility 
toward blacks that is only faintly 
disguised by polite deference. 


The meeting room of the Starr 


King Presbyterian Church in North 
Long Beach is painted a pleasant 
pastel green. For some reason — 
perhaps because the weather was 
nice, perhaps because it was Sun- 
day — the 40 to 50 persons attend- 
ing the monthly meeting of the Col- 
lege 
Square 
Neighborhood 


Association seemed to reflect the 
mood of their surroundings. For 
there was an air of subdued friend- 
liness in the room. 


After the minutes of the last 


meeting were read and a number 
of other items taken up — including 
a membership report and the an- 
nouncement of a yard sale — a 
short film was shown to demon- 
strate the various safeguards 
against burglary in the home. 


The film concluded with the 


statement that crime is a com- 
munity problem, and that only a 
community can solve it. "Keep an 
eye on your neighbor's house," it 
advised. "Be your neighbor's keep- 
er." 


"That's what we're all about," 


said Tim Closs, adding his own 
epilogue to the film. "Neighbors 
can do more for each other than 
the police...." But then he smiled 
and 
interrupted 
himself."Okay, 


that's the end of my sermon for 
today. It's time for the guest speak- 
er." 


Herbert Leyi, assistant affirm- 


ative action officer for the City of 
Long Beach, had been invited to 
discuss redlining — the practice of 
denying home loans in so-called 
high-risk areas regardless of a bur- 
rower's credit rating. The high-risk 
areas are usually black or integrat- 
ed neighborhoods. 


As Levi conceded the next day, 


though, redlining wasn't the best 
subject to discuss before a group

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more interested in crime preven- 
tion than lending practices. "After 
I saw the -movie," he said, "I 
thought to myself: 'how do I tie in 
redlining to crime'?" 


But he took a crack at it in a 


talk that ranged from housing dis- 
crimination and racial prejudice to 
job discrimination, poor schooling 
and upward mobility among 
blacks. Approaching the conclusion 
of his talk, he posed a rhetorical 
question: what happens when 
'members of a minority move into 
an otherwise all-white neighbor- 
hood? 


But before he had a chance to 


say any more, a man in one of the 
middle rows interrupted him. The 
man, in his mid-fifties perhaps, 
was obviously agitated. He had sat 
through Levi's talk, quietly shaking 
his head; and now, unable to con- 
tain himself any longer, he blurted 
out his own response. 


"I'll tell you what happens," he 


said. "The crime rate goes up. We 
get ripped off. So what's a civil 
rights lecture got to do with it?" he 
demanded. 


Levi was taken aback, but he 


kept his composure. A couple of 
persons chided the man for inter- 
rupting, saying be could have a 
chance to speak later. But it was 
too late. The man's anger had risen 
to the point where there was noth- 
ing left to do but let it run its 
course. 


"We don't like getting robbed 


and raped," he shouted. "The only 
reason I'm here is to keep my wife 
from being raped." With that, he 
rose and slammed the door behind 
him. 


Levi, meanwhile, was urging 


him to stay. "I'm getting to that... 
." he said. But the rest was anticli- 
mactic, and a little embarrassing. 


Later; however, Closs reassert- 


ed bis optimism. "We're going to 
make it," he said. "We're going to 
have a good community." 


Closs, who is black, also dis- 


closed what he had just leafred- 
that a friend of the man's wife had 
recently been raped by a young 
black man just outside the church 
they were meeting in. 


"I can understand his anger," 


Closs said sympathetically.

From the first, the 


record shows, people of 


many races and colors 
moved into a desirable 
real estate development. 
Its sturdy roots were 
planted well before World 
War I amidst willow 
clumps then dotting a 
tidal-flood plain. 


As people arrived, and 


houses — many of them 
California Spanish bunga- 
lows — arose, the willows 
disappeared while an 
occasionally rampaging 
Los Angeles River was 
brought under permanent, 
concrete control. 


Today there seemingly 


are no extremes of wealth 
or poverty, although the 
district, until about 1950, 
ranked with Bixby Knolls 
as two of Long Beach's 
"better" neighborhoods. 


"No one is starving 


here," dryly commented a 
veteran Wrigley watcher. 


"Here" is a nearly rec- 


tangular are* bounded on 
the east and west, respec- 
tively, by Long Beach 
Boulevard and the Los An- 
geles River flood control 
channel. The southerly 
limit — depending on 
who's talking — either is 
Anaheim Street or, more 
often.

Wardiow Road marks

about the wallpaper for 
the foyer-lounge," he said. 
"And would you believe I 
found it at a supply house 
right here 
in Long 


Beach?" 


Which is something for 


a man who has made a 
dozen trips around the 
world in the past five 
years, plus eight trips to 
Europe and several to 
South America. "That was 
to get the company inter- 
nationally accepted," he 
said. 


His big coup came last 


December, though, when 
he made 
international 


headlines by flying off 
with an Air Vietnam Boe- 
ing 707 which he bought in 
Hong Kong from Pan 
American World Airways. 


Reputedly carrying 


some top government offi- 
cials and several million 
dollars in gold bullion, it 
was one of the !ast com- 
mercial flights to leave 
South Vietnam before the 
government fell in April 
1975. 


Cannady's part in the 


incident was loaded with 
mystery, international in- 
trigue and a touch of 
humor. He still will not 
reveal how much he paid 
for the aircraft. 


It all started as a 


straightforward 
business 


deal similar to a bid he 
made in New Jersey on 
the plush 707 formerly 
owned by fugitive finan- 
cier Robert Vesco. 


While attempting to ne- 


gotiate that transaction, 
he heard about the Air 
Vietnam aircraft, which 
had been seized when it 
landed in Hong Kong from 
Saigon. 


. 
The British crown colo- 


ny's government seized it 
because of liens, including 
some placed over unpaid 
service and storage fees 
owed by the South Viet- 
namese 
government, 


which had just gone out of 
business. 


The former owner, Pan 


Am, which held a mort- 
gage on the plane, asked 
the Hong Kong govern- 
ment for a court order to 
allow it to sell the plane 
and settle a $4,869,933.80 
claim. The court agreed. 


While the countries in- 


volved feuded about "air 
piracy" and international 
law and the new South 
Vietnamese 
government 


demanded return of the 
craft, Cannady went about 


his business of buying the 
plane and preparing to 
bring it back to Long 
Beach. 


That wasn't easy. By 


international treaty, no 
country can register an 
airplane until the previous 
country issues a certifi- 
cate of deregistry. But the 
previous government did- 
n't exist. 


So Cannady took his 


case to the U.S. State De- 
partment. 


"We used a little trick

called the Cuban Proce- 
dure," he said. "It was the 
same procedure applied 
when an aircraft was 
flown out of Cuba when 
Castro took over." 


The humor came when 


Cannady took five Chinese 
out to Kai Tak Airport in 
Hong Kong one dark night 
and painted "Signal Hill 
Airlines" on the sides of 
his new purchase. It land- 
ed in Long Beach a couple 
days later. 


"Since Signal Hill does- 


n't have an airplane or an 
airport, and we could 
name the airplane any- 
thing we wanted to, we 
just decided to call it Sig- 
nal Hill Airlines," he 
joked at the time. 


When owned by Pan 


Am, the craft was dubbed 
Clipper Defiance. Air Viet- 
nam named it Wings of 
Peace. 


And where is Defiance- 


Peace-Signal Hill now? 


Sans wheels, the craft is 


propped up on cradles just 
outside Cannady's tempo- 
rary quarters, an old 1920s 
hangar behind his new 
building site on Spring 
Street. 


There had been some 


talk that a Mideast or Per- 
sian Gulf sheik might buy 


it for a playboy-type air- 
plane. Or that it might be 
used for pilgrimage trips 
to Mecca. 


Those didn't material- 


ize. 


"We're dismantling it 


for spare parts," Cannady 
said. "We can never get 
enough of those. In fact, 
our company keeps track 
of virtually every U.S.- 
manufactured jet airliner 
in the world. We know who 
buys them, who leases 
th-jin and who sells them 
to whom.'

Cannady said he hopes 


to have the new Westwing 
Center open for business 
by next January. He an- 
ticipates that it will gener- 
ate $25 million annually 
for the local economy in 
sales and service volume. 


He lauded the Long 


Beach Economic Develop- 
ment Corp., a nonprofit 
unit comprised of local 
civic leaders, for help with 
site development.

article — now," says 
Ward, president of a 
family-owned furniture, 
appliance and carpet 
company. "Then, we were 
angered..." 


Letters he sent out in 


the first angry flush to 
rally other Wrigleyites re- 
suited in the formation of 


a new association to 
spearhead the CMnterat 
tack. Strong and enduring 
foundations were laid for 
what would become- the 
Wrigley Business-and 
Professional Association. 


His biggest fear today 


— and one shared by other 
area activitists - i» that 
"we may get complacent, 
stop fighting for improve- 
ment.

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Millions made eligible for federal loans 
:ri. -iRevised Veterans Housing Act provisions clarified

>' Many provisions of the revised 
•Veterans Housing Act, which went 
•into effect a year ago, still seem to 
'be unknown to a vast number of 
eligible U.S. service veterans. 


; The act now allows millions of 
veterans to obtain federally guar- 
anteed home mortgages, who were 
formerly ineligible, either because 
they had previously used up their 
benefits or because they were not 
covered under the old law. 


C Significantly, a recent survey of 


older veterans and widows reveal- 
ed that a staggering 35 per cent 
reported haying problems obtaining 
or maintaining adequate housing. 


. The first major construction 


arising directly from the act ap- 
pears to be Veterans Village, a 


subdivision being built in New Port 
Rkhey, Ha., about 30 miles north- 
west of Tampa. 


Although Veterans Village is 


open to anyone, veterans are enti- 
tled to federally guranteed mort- 
gages which include no down pay- 
ment and no closing costs. 


According to the developers, 


this allows veterans to purchase a 
retirement home without putting 
too much of their savings nest'egg 
in their new home. Plans for the 
development in Florida call for 
about 2,000 homes to be built, with 
a current price range of $14,000 to 
$25,000. 


The builders have put up five 


models, and report that a full-page 
ad which ran in the American Le- 
gion magazine drew more than 12,- 
000 requests for information. 


The major changes in the new 


law include: Renewed eligibility for 
veterans who already have utilized 
their original GI mortgage; an in- 
creased maximum home loan 
guarantee from $12,500 to $17,500 
(raised to $25,000 for certaim sen-" 
ously service-connected disabled 
veterans); and an extension of the 
eligibilty for insured loans to veter- 
ans whose service in the Armed 
Forces occurred after Jan. 31,1955. 


The eligibility requirements of 


the Veterans Housing Act, as taken 
from VA pamphlet 26-4, revised 
March 1975, are as follows: 


1. Veteran must have served at 


any time between Sept 16, 1940, 
and July 25, 1947, and must have 
been discharged under conditions 
other than dishonorable after at 
least 90 days active service (or for 


service-incurred disability in less 
than 90 days). 


2. Or veterans whose entitle- 


ments are derived from active 
service between June 27,1950, and 
Jan. 31, 1955, inclusive. 'The mini- 
mum term of active service for the 
Korean conflict is the same as that 
for World War II vets. 


3. Surviving spouses of persons 


who served during either of the 
periods and who died as a result of 
service. 


4. Any member of the Women's 


Auxiliary Corps who served for at 
least 90 days and was honorably 
discharged for disability incurred 
in the line of duty. 


5. Certain U.S. citizens who 


served in the armed forces of a 
government allied with the United 
States in World War II. 


I. Veterans who served on ac- 


tive duty for 181 days or more, any 
part of which occurred after Jan. 
31, 1955, and were discharged or 
released for other than dishonora- 
ble conditions, or for a service- 
connected disability. 


7. Service personnel who have 


served at least 181 days in active 
duty status, even though not dis- 
charged, while their service 
continues without a break. 


8. Surviving spouses of the 


above eligible persons who died as 
a result of service. 


J. The spouse of any member of 


the armed forces serving on active 
duty who is listed as missing in 
action or is a prisoner of war and 
has been so listed for at least 91 
days.

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Rich or poor, you need estate plan 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the first in a three- 


part series dealing with the importance of estate 
planning at all income levels. Subsequent articles will 
discuss joint, ownership of property and trust pro- 
grams.)

Dying is not as easy as you think, at least not the 


kind of dying that leaves everything in order and 
your family well provided for. 
; 
But thinking about the financial well-being of 


your family after you are gone involves thinking 
about your own going, a topic most people are less 
than eager to approach. 
; 
And the few who face the inevitable usually skip 


lightly over getting their affairs in order, figuring a 
life insurance policy and a bouse in the suburbs is 
about the best their families can expect 


But it isn't. A little time and planning now can 


save your heirs a great deal of trouble and possibly 
thousands of dollars in unnecessary death taxes. 
Trust funds, adequate life insurance and general 
estate.planning are not only for the rich. Anyone who 
has a family and a modest amount of property can 
benefit. 


Yet many middle-income people don't know 


about estate planning nor recognize the need to find 
out about it Their vague, usually mistaken assump- 
tions about the laws of inheritance place in jeopardy 
a lifetime of hard earned savings: 


1. "If I die without a will, all my property will go 


to ray wife anyway." 


2. "My husband and I have all our property in 


joint ownership. So when one of us dies, the other will 
get everything and not have to pay any death tax." 


3. "There's no point in setting up a trust for my 


children — middle-class people like me don't have 
enough money to make it worthwhile." 


Wrong on all counts. 
If you die without a will, leaving a wife and 


children, division of your estate probably will depend 
on state laws. In some states, for instance, a wife 
would get one-third of the estate while the other two- 
thirds would go to your children. 


If you have all your property in joint ownership, 


you may be able to avoid state inheritance taxes, 
which are extremely Sow, anyway, in many states, 
but it won't help with federal tax. 


The IRS will assume that the spouse who died is 


the actual owner and tax it accordingly. The only 
exception is property the survivor can prove he or 
she paid for with the survivor's own money. And the 
IRS does not include the labor of a lifetime house- 
wife. Cash contributions are all that count. 


The IRS allows a surviving spouse half of the 


entire estate tax free, plus an additional deduction of 
160,000 that every estate may claim regardless of the 
heir. 


Spouses who cannot prove they contributed to 


the estate will have to pay death taxes on the 
remainder. But because of the exemptions, this tax 
will be felt only by the relatively well-to-do. 


A SURPRISING number of middle-income peo- 


ple will leave an estate large enough to pay estate 
taxes on, and therefore large enough to justify a trust 
to reduce those taxes. 


"The $120,000 estate is a middle-class reality 


today," says Sylvia Porter, the financial columnist 
And a great many fairly ordinary people who never 
had very much money during their lifetime are 
leaving estates of $200,000 and up. 


But because people often fail to realize then- true 


financial situation, they do not put their money where 
it can work best for their families. 


Most people accumulate their estates in a hap- 


hazard way. They pick up an insurance policy here, a 
little property there, a few shares in General Motors 
or participation in an employer's profit sharing pro- 
gram. 


They rarely sit down and decide exactly what 


they are aiming for, either in terms of their own 
retirement, or what they want to leave then- spouse, 
or whether they have adequately provided for their 
school-age children, says Donald Levitt, a financial 
planner for Massachusetts Mutual Life Insurance Co. 
Yet without such planning people can waste many of 
their resources. 


A man could leave a successful business to his 


children, for example, but if he failed to leave them 
enough cash to pay death taxes, they would have to 
sell the business to raise the money. 


The first thing people need to do, says Levitt, is 


to total up exactly what their estate would be if they 
died right now. Then they need to decide, given then- 
particular circumstances, what they need to leave 
their families to ensure their weD-being. 


It is not difficult to figure how much you are 


worth. Total up your life insurance, the market value 
of your house minus the mortgage, the value (resale, 
not replacement) of the furnishings, your automobiles 
and other personal items with cash value, real estate 
holdings and stocks and bonds. Then figure out what 


the income on this property would be. Many people, 
for example, will not want to sell their home to invest 
the money for income. 


The next step is to decide what kinds of condi- 


tions you want to cover. If you have young children, 
their education must be considered. If your spouse 
works and earns enough to support the family with- 
out you, then your family will probably need less 
income from your estate than you might think.. 


If the income from your current holdings would 


be less than your family will need, you have some 
planning to do. 


MOST ESTATE PLANNERS say you should 


leave your family in roughly the same economic 
position they are in with you here. If you deduct 
Social Security payments and the cost of your living 
expenses, your family should be able to manage on 
roughly 80 to 75 per cent of your current income. 


If you are wealthy, 50 or even 35 per cent would 


probably be enough. 


Part of this income may come from investments, 


but for- most middle-class families, it will come 
mostly from a combination of life insurance and 
Social Security payments. 


Social Security pays benefits to surviving 


spouses over 60 or those with dependent children 
under 18, to totally disabled spouses over 50, to 
children under 18 who are unmarried or under 22 if 
they are fulltime students, to toally disabled adult 
children whose disability predates their 22nd birthday 
and in some cases to dependent parents 62 or older.

Lewis J. Arthur bad beans for lunch

It has solved a 
lot of problems for him and provided 
him with a balanced diet as well. 


There are thousands of persons in

the harbor area who, like Lewis Arthur, 
have special problems of low vision, 
according to Dr. Orville W. Cole, Long 
Beach ophthalmologist who is the guid- 
ing force behind the establishment of 
the center. 


Who qualifies for the center? Any- 


one who can't perform his normal ac- 
tivities with eyeglasses. 


Do you have to live hi Long Beach? 


Not especially. The second person to 
visit the center was a woman who re- 
sides in Missouri. 


And what does the center do? It 


provides magnification and lighting de- 


vices, holding equipment for reading 
materials, and special large-type peri- 
odicals and books. 


One of the most spectacular devices 


available in the center is a visual aid to 
assist persons with moderate to severe 
visual limitations. It's a closed-circuit 
television arrangement that can magni- 
fy up to 60 times and enable the individ- 
ual to read and write. 


The lettering on the TV screen can 


be reproduced as black on white or 
white on black. The latter is easier on 
the eyes of a light-sensitive person. 


Three such devices are to be made 


available at the St. Mary center. 


SMALLER AIDS will be given free 


to the person attending the center. 
These will include items such as hand 
magnifiers, stand magnifiers (both fixed 
focus and adjustable focus), headborne 
magnifiers, visorettes (fits glasses to 
eliminate glare), reading stands, large- 
print telephone dials, large playing 
cards, bold-ruled writing paper and a 
check-writing guide (stencil that fits 
over check to make writing easier). 


Information about large-print publi- 


cations will be made available. About 
300 books, records and tape cassettes 
are obtainable from the Library of Con- 
gress.

Dr. Cole says that among the eye 


patients who may benefit from the Low 
Vision Center are those who have a 
disorder known as senile macular 
degeneration or disorders such as reti- 
nal hemorrhages, opacities in the vitre- 
ous, retinitis pigmentosa, diabetic reti- 
nopathy or congenitally poor vision. 


Although services at the Low Vision 


Center are free, patients must first 
undergo a medical eye examination by 
a physician and then be referred to the 
center. 


One or two technicians will be 


present at the center. Currently the 
facility, located in two third-floor 
rooms, is open three half days a week, 
but the goal is to be operational five 
days a week. 


At the center there will be an hour- 


long eye examination In an endeavor to 
select the best possible visual aids for 
the patient. A follow-up visit about a 
week later will be given to those who 
reuuire it. 


The Low Vision Center was made 


possible by a substantial gift to the St. 
Mary Foundation from the estate of the 
late Nancy and Bill Brooks. Mr. Brooks 
was a prominent Long Beach industrial 
realtor. Mrs. Brooks had expressed to 
Dr. Cole a desire to leave funds for eye 
care. A recognition plaque honoring the 
Brooks is to be erected in the center.

ited MGM discovered old musicals lying fallow in the 
studio vault, the result was "That's Entertainment!", 
an'.-.all-star compilation of musical film clips that 
reaped a bonanza. It was like discovering oil in the 
parting lot outside Louis B. Mayer's office. 


Well, it was inevitable. If so many old movies 


excited so many people, there was more where that 
came from, wasn't there? So they went back into the 
vaults and came up with a sequel called "That's 
Entertainment 2." 


It was also inevitable that, like all overnight 


successes, "That's Entertainment!" and its glittering 
sequel would spawn a swarm of rather hateful little 
kissing cousins who would emerge from the wood- 
work uninvited to fight for scraps, like all the mys- 
terious claimants now scratching around for pieces of 
Howard Hughes' will. 


"The first to show its ugly head is an anthropo- 


morphic ripoff called "It's Showtime!", which is a 
kind of four-legged "That's Entertainment!" passing 
itself off as an entertainment for children. My advice 
is to keep it on a high shelf, away from reach, with a 
skull and crossbones on its label. But more about that 
anon. 


"That's Entertainment 2," which opened last 


week in New York and then unfolds as the opening- 
night gala at the Cannes Film Festival, is everything 
it claims to be. While it is easy to find fault with most 
. sequels, I-cannot imagine anyone being too disap- 
pointed with this one. 


It's a glittering extravaganza of music, dancing, 
; comedy and Technicolor excitement Neither can I 
; imagine two .more reliable hosts than Fred Astaire 
• and Gene Kelly, who sing and dance together in 


brand new numbers for the first time since "Ziegfeld 
Folliei." 


There are special lyrics for the title song that 


enable these Terpsichorean marvels to lead us in a 
time-step through the various phases of the movie, 
and enough rhythm and pizazz in the old boys to 
reiqtod one »d all that they could easily make a 
penny-bright new musical tomorrow if all the heads 
were in all the right places. 


IF I HAVE ANY reservations about "That's 


Entertainment 2" they concern the structure of the 


film, not the content. There is too much introductory 
material when we want to skip the dialogue and get 
to the musical numbers. At tunes, the whole enter- 
prise looks more like a TV special than a nostalgic 
tour through the great moments in movie history, 
and unless I'm wrong, I could even spot the commer- 
cial breaks. 


The sections of the film have been extended to 


include not only musicals but also comedies, romaii- 
tic teams and favorite one-liners from MGM classics. 
I would have preferred some of the more obscure 
musical numbers, even from bad movies, to the 


rex 
reed 


familiar, tried-and-true numbers from "Easter Pa- 
rade" and "Annie Get Your Gun." 


Everyone will have a particular favorite that is 


missing (mine is the "Stanley Steamer" number from 
"Summer Holiday"). But that is mere carping in a 
dazzling movie with more than enough to go around 
for all. Besides, they had to leave something for 
"That's Entertainment 3!" 


You'll see what I mean. There's the indefatigua- 


ble Eleanor Powell, clomping her way through "Fas- 
cmatin' Rhythm"; Jimmy Durante, growling his way 
through the immortal "Inka Dinka Doo" with Harry 
James; Jeannette MacDonald chirping to Nelson 
Eddy "Oh, Charles, you can't fight the whole French 
fleet!" before swooning her way into "Lover Come 
Back To Me" ("New Moon"); and Judy, Mickey, the 
whole Tommy Dorsey orchestra and hundreds of 
rope-twirling Busby Berkeley cowboys doing "I Got 
Rhythm" (from "Girl Crazy"). 


Bobby Van stops the show with a number from 


"Small Town Girl," in which he jumps through an 
entire town and ends up in the traffic followed by 
cheering mobs and dogs doing the same dance steps. 
Bob Fosse, Ann Miller and the late, great Carol 
Haney leap through walls in "Kiss Me Kate" as 
though their feet had wings. The amazing Oscar 


Levant plays Gershwin's "Concerto in F," acting out 
the roles of each member of the orchestra and the 
conductor, too! 


Ethel Waters shows what legends are made of in 


a number from "Cabin in the Sky." Gene Kelly 
dances with cartoon genies in the "Sinbad" number 
from "Invitation to the Dance," then sails through 
the streets of New York on roller skates in "It's 
Always Fair Weather." Ah, they sure don't make 
them like they used to. Today he'd get mugged. 


GRETA GARBO will surprise and delight her 


fans doing a wild dance called "La Chica Chaca" 
("Two-Faced Woman"); Rodgers and Hart, who we 
all know looked like Tom Drake and Mickey Rooney. 
show us how they wrote "Manhattan" ("Words and 
Music"); Judy Garland breaks Margaret O'Brien's 
heart on,Christmas Eve singing "Have Yourself a 
Merry Little Christmas" ("Meet Me in St. Louis"); 
and it wouldn't be a show without Esther Williams, 
wet and wonderful, leading an entire flotilla of water- 
skiers through Cypress Gardens before an airplane 
lifts her into the sky and plops her into the Atlantic 
as thousands cheer. 


Lassie comes home, Tracy punches Hepburn, 


GaMe tells Scarlett he doesn't give a damn, the Marx 
Brothers stuff a flotilla into a closet-size stateroom, 
and all of Fred Astaire's socks and accessories 
match. (When I was a tid, I used to march around 
the South, in and out of haberdashery stores, trying 
vainly to find yellow socks and yellow sweaters like 
Fred's, not realizing that MGM was designing them 
that way.) 


Intellectual weight-watchers who thrive on lean, 


sparse movie material are advised to forget the 
calories and gorge. This spectacular, finger-snapping 
sequel to "That's Entertainment!" is a Baskin-Rob- 
bins special, with 40 flavors of mouth-watering sur- 
prise. It will make you feel full, rich and happy to be 
alive. 


"IT'S SHOWTIME!" is a sleazy affair, produced 


by Fred Weintraub and Paul Heller, whose research- 
eft combed through miles of film going back to early

On the other hand, earnings from investments 


can reach the millions and not affect Social Security 
payments. 


Women who are widowed should be aware that 


the Social Security system leaves them without in- 
come between their children's coming of age and the 
year the wives reach 60. The fact that jobs are not 
always easy to find for widows in their 50s who have 
not worked outside the home'should be part of any 
estate plan. 


Another element in most estate plans is a pen- 


sion. But women, who typically live longer man men 
and are less likely than men to have pensions in their 
own right, often find themselves without this added 
income when their husbands die. The men had failed 
to sign up for survivors' benefits. 


In order to protect widows, Congress ordered all 


pension programs to make this option available. A 
participant may sign up for survivors' benefits and 
thus provide his wife with continued pension pay- 
ments after his death, although pension income 
before his death will be slightly reduced. 


But many people fail to take advantage of the 


plan. In one company, for example, only about seven 
per cent of the retiring employes chose this plan, 
^even though law requires that they specifically sign 
-away the right. 


Even when a surviving spouse qualifies for a 


pension and for Social Security payments, survival 
without an outside job may be difficult' 


So most men providing for a dependent wife and 


young children supplement their estates with life 
insurance — to cover inflation, unexpected expenses 
and the inevitable costs of college education and 
other expenses normally considered part of middle 
class life. 


And most people with or without dependent 


spouses or young children buy life insurance to 
provide themselves and their spouses with a ready- 
made savings account for retirement and the special 
expenses of old age.

person buy? According to many experts, there is no 
average person when it comes to life insurance.

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Assume for a moment you are a man in your 30s 


with a wife who stays home with two small children. 
If you earn $25,000 a year, you will need to leave 
them an income of about $16,000 in their present 
circumstances. 


Social Security will pay your wife and young 


children about $8,500 a year providing she doesn't go 
to work. Since you have not reached retirement age, 
your pension will not be a factor right now. 


Assuming you do L:I nave large sums of money 


invested in real estate and stock, life insurance is the 
likeliest way to bring your family's income up to 
$16,000, to provide capital to withstand inflation and 
special expenses such as college, and to cushion your 
wife over the years before she reaches 60 and after 
the children reach 18 in case she can't find work 
then. 


To provide an adequate vet not lavish support 


for this family, a man would need to carry about 
$200,000 of life insurance, says Don Levitt — and that 
coverage would be very expensive. 


Whole life insurance of this amount would cost 


$4,000 a year — rather more than most people earn- 
ing $25,000 a year can afford. 


So what are the tlternatives? 
A mixture of whole and term insurance, says 


Levitt. For as little as $600 a year intitially, a man 
could get the same $200,000 in term insurance. 


Whole life insurance is a permanent policy. It 


pays benefits when you die or, if you prefer, you may 
cash it for what you have paid in. 


Term insurance provides a death benefit only. It 


cannot be cashed in, and it is effective only for a 
specified time, such as three years. It may be re- 
newed at the end of that period but the premiums 
increase as you grow older. It is usually bought to 
cover the time when the surviving family's needs are 
greatest. 


But Levitt also recommends some whole life 


insurance just because it represents a good way to 
force savings — "Even the most careful person tends 
to play tricks with his savings, investing it here and 
there, and often losing it," said Levitt — and because 
term insurance becomes prohibitively costly at later 


• ages. 


. Now that you have a rough idea of what your 


estate will be, you need to figure out what to do with 
it.

The business of estate planning is 


a complex one. Here are a few gener- 
al guidelines to help your heirs. 


1. No estate inherited by a 


surviving spouse .is charged estate 
taxes unless it is in excess of $120,000. 


2. Anyone inheriting an estate 


from a spouse is entitled to a tax 
deduction of one half its value. 


3. Every estate, regardless of the 


heir's relationship to the deceased is 
entitled to a deduction of $60,000 in 
addition to whatever other deductions 
are claimed. 


4. If one's estate consists of a 


business, real estate or some other 
substantial property besides cash, 
provision should be made for a cash 
supply to pay the death taxes without 
having to sell the property. 


5. Don't bank too far afield. When 


you die, it is much easier for your 
lawyer and heirs to locate accounts if 
you use banks near at hand. This 
applies to people who fail to keep 


records of all their financial transac- 
tions. 
. 6. Leave a letter somewhere 
handy and visible listing your assets, 
bank accounts, insurance policies and 
other important financial documents 
so your family can find their inheri- 
tance without too much trouble. 


7. To get advice on estate plan- 


ning, check with your bank: Experts 
there will help you plan your estate 
and they can recommend reliable 
insurance people and lawyers to pre- 
pare trusts and wills. 


8. Heirs can find out whether or 


not they have missed any insurance 
policies by checking with the institute 
of Life Insurance, 277 Park Ave., New 
York 10017. The institute will check 
its members for you to see if you 
have any payments coming from 
overlooked policies. Their member- 
ship includes companies handling 90 
per cent of the nation's life insurance 
business.

period of 60 years will go on exhibit Tuesday at Los 
Angeles County Museum of Art 6906 Wilsidre Blvd. 


The woman it Madame Helena Rubinstein and 


the portraits are from the Helena Rubinstein Founda- 
tion; they will hang through June 20. 


Offering insight Into the personality of the cos- 


metics industry pioneer — as interpreted by 20th 
century artists such as Rene Douche, Count Emman- 
uele Castelbarco, Salvador Dali, Raoul Dufy, Marie 
Laurencin, Louis Marcoussis, Roberto Montenegro, 
Candldo Portinui, Graham Sutherland and Pavel 
Tchelitchew — the paintings reflect a variety of 
styles. 


Highlights include Laurencin's very feminine 


portrait of 1943; a gouache by Raoul Dufy painted in 
1935 showing Rubinstein in a blue sailor suit with a 
bright red bow; Salvador Dali's surrealistic portrait 
of IMM3 depicting her chained to a cliff by ropes of 
her famous Jewels; and probably her most famous 
portrait of all by Graham Sutherland. This one, 
showing her wearing a red brocade Balenciaga gown, 
was painted in 1959 when she was 88 yean old. 


Aside from the portraits, Rubinstein's taste in 


art ranged from Impressionist, School of Paris, and 
contemporary painting and sculpture to decorative 
arts. Her African and Oceanic art is one of the 
greatest private collections known.

fetus. The ultrasound procedure is easier to perform. 


Sometimes the condition.can be corrected by 


therapeutic abortion. 


Invariably there is a maternal history of previ- 


ous stillbirths or death of the newborn soon after 
birth. 


Dr. Larson believes these families should not be 


given false hope. Five of her mothers had undergone 
at least one pregnancy with no infant that could live. 
One woman had produced three affected babies. 


When such a medical history is present, Dr. 


Larson advises testing of both parents for the alpha 
thai trait.

1- And it's well known that Alcoholics Anonymous 
anfl some of the similarly structured organizations 
WB drug addicts have been more effective in recov- 


ery efforts with fellow sufferers than some 
professionally-run treatment programs. 


IT IS REGRETTABLE that under such stress, 


people tend to think of themselves in a self-centered 
way, assuming that "no one else can be like me." It 
is at such times of hurt and disappointment that the 
sense of alone-ness can be crushing. 


Thus it can be extremely reassuring to encounter 


someone who has lived through the same travail and 
survived; indeed, often one finds that the .person has 
not only survived, but become a'better person be- 
cause of the adversity. 


One of the special values of the sharing is that 


both the helper and the helped benefit; it is generally 
a mutually rewarding encounter.

American Journal of Obstetrics and Gynecology. 
Combating diarrhea 


A.combination of the drugs trunetboprim and 


sulfamethoxazole has proved to be the "best current- 
ly available drug" for the treatment of shigellosis, a 
disorder that causes diarrhea. 


The finding is highly significant since the drug 


ampicillin trihydrate, which usually is used to treat 
this disorder, is sometimes failing to knock out the 
causative germ. 


Resistance to strains of Shigella, the causative 


organism, to ampicillin is becoming an increasing 
problem in the United States. 


The combination of these two medications cus- 


tomarily is used to treat urinary tract infections. 


A liquid suspension form of the two drugs was 


used in a trial against shigellosis among 28 infants 
and children hi Parkland Memorial Hospital, Dallas, 
Tex. 


When the bacteria were susceptible, there was 


no difference in response to ampicillin or to the 
combination preparation, researchers report But pa- 
tients who were resistant to ampicillin and then 
treated with the combination responded well! 


Researchers were affiliated with the Southwest- 


ern Medical School of the University of Texas at 
Dallas. 
Brucellosis on increase 


The largest number of cases of human brucello- 


. sis, in six years occurred in 1974, reversing the 


gradual decline of the disease noted in the last 27 
years. 


The Center for Disease Control, Atlanta, Ga., 


says there were 246 cases in 1974 — an increase of 78 
cases from the previous year. 


Brucellosis is an infectious disease characterized 


by an acute feverish stage and later by a chronic 
stage marked by relapses of fever, weakness, sweats 
and vague aches and pains. It is also known as 
undulant fever. 


Although slaughterhouses have long been consid- 


ered a prime focus of infection, the government's 
latest figures show that less than half of the affected 
workers were in the meat processing industry. 


Even so, contact with infected swine is still the 


greatest source of infection. But 65 cases were at- 
tributed to infection from cattle, 21 to eating unpas- 
teurized dairy products, and four cases were at- 


tributed to contact with pet dogs. Ope case in Arkan- 
sas occurred in a hunter who had killed and cleaned' 
a deer.

Pollution is culprit 


The increased death rate among women because 


of lung cancer is not due to cigarette smoking but 
rather to air pollution, says a doctor. 


Dr. Geoffrey Myddelton of Vaud, Switzerland, 


says the "obvious" answer to the increase in lung 
cancer is air pollution by cancer-causing particles. 


"The most likely cause of this is the internal 


combustion engine, especially the diesel," he says. 


"Enthusiasm for the cigarette theory should not 


be allowed to hold back the thorough investigation of 
everypoftsible factor." 


The doctor adds: 
"Whatever the truth may be on the causes of 


male lung cancer, it is clear that four out of five 
cases among women have nothing to do with ciga- 
rettes, and the steady rise in the disease must have 
some other cause." 


He notes that in one study of 2,002 female cases 


of lung cancer, about 83 per cent were not associated 
with smoking. 
Risk to babies 


The use of even the most carefully monitored 


oxygen treatment to prevent brain damage to prema- 
ture babies still carries a risk of causing blindness. 


This is the finding of a team of specialists who 


make their report in a special supplement of Pediat- 
rics, the monthly journal of the American Academy 
of Pediatrics. 


The complication that can follow oxygen use is 


known as retrolental fibroplasia. This is scarring of 
the eye's retina resulting from changes in the blood 
vessels of the retina, causing permanent blindness in 
some cases. 
s 


Even though studies 20 years ago linked oxygen 


with the disorder, "the problem of oxygen therapy 
for premature infants is far from being solved," the 
specialists report "There appears to be no concen- 
tration of oxygen in excess of that in air that is not 
associated with the risk 'of developing retrolental 
fibroplasia." 
• 


As to whether oxygen therapy should be used, 


the physician must use his best judgment, the doctors 
say. Definite conclusions await further research.

burrito with meat, beans, spices, cheese and 
guacamole...Poor Pedro's ground sirloin stuffed with 
ortegas and cheese...the Rosa Deigada (Skinny Rosy), 
ground sirloin steak for dieters...and such fascinating 
cocktails as the Pina Colada, Sonora Sling, Sombrero, 
'''equila Sunrise, Coco Loco and Tequila Maria as 
well as sangria (wine with fruit juices.) 


El Paso Cantina is a comparatively new Mexi- 


can restaurant, but it tries to look old with a nostal- 
gia decor reminiscent of cantinas of the early 1900s. 
It attracts many patrons from Long Beach because 
they know it serves superb Mexican specialities at 
reasonable prices and has excellent service by pretty 
waitresses. The new menus, in the form of news- 
papers, offer a big variety of 18 combinations, $2.60 
to $3.85. There are also elaborate gourmet entrees 
called "especialidades." 


The Sunday champagne brunch, 10:30 a.m. to 3 


p.m., is unusual because the guests are invited to 
.have all the champagne they wish at no extra charge. 
"The entrees, $2.50 to $3.95, range from fancy 
Mexican-style scrambled eggs to fine omelettes, fies- 
ta cakes and huevos rancheros (ranch eggs fried in 
butter topped with sauce.-) 


One of the new dinner entrees is the whitefish 


Vera Cruz-style, $5.50, with a fine sauce made with 
shrimp, fresh mushrooms and capers. It comes with 
soup or salad, Spanish rice and tortillas. Other "es- 
pecialidades" include the carne asada steak, $5.95, 
the finest corn-fed eastern beef, and the crab enchila- 
das rancheras, $4.40. Each comes with a different 
kind of mild sauce and other items. 


Construction has started for a second El Pasa 


Cantina in Long Beach's new Marina Pacifica devel- 
opment on the west side of Pacific Coast Highway a 
few blocks north of East Second Street. It will have 
boat access from Los Cerritos Channel. Jim, who has 
lived in Long Beach 20 years, has planned the new 
restaurant on a big scale, with 16,000 square feet of 
floor space. It will have many dining and banquet 
rooms and six cantinas (cocktail lounges.)

Andy Jr.'s wife Camilla, young and industri- 
ous, does the baking, turning out the biggest 
cloverleaf rolls in town. Included with the luncheons 
and dinners, those rolls are as fresh and wonderful in 
their way as Andy's hotcakes. Camilla also bakes 
muffins, cakes, breads and rich, thick cream or fruit 
pies of the best quality. 


Taught by his fattier to serve only the best, Andy 


Jr. buys only the most costly items for his meals, 
such as corn-fed beef, Alaska halibut and the tender- 
est turkeys. The dinners range from delectable, fresh 
meatloaf, $2.80, to baked, sugar-cured ham, $2.95; 
tender, juicy roast beef, $3.20; corned beef, $3.10; loin 
roast pork, $3.25; roast turkey, $3.25, and Swiss steak 
with gravy, $2.90.

CHEF'S COQ AU VIN 


1 good size chicken fryer cut-up 
2 tablespoons butter" 


Salad herbs: a bit of oregano or celery seed, or 
any other tasty seasoning 
Salt and pepper to taste 


1 cup white wine, dry or sweet, according to taste 
2 tablespoons floor 


Use a metal container (I use the bottom of a 


broiler pan). On top of the stove, melt the butter in it. 
Roll the cut-up pieces of the fryer in butter; then 
season on both sides with herbs. Bake for 45 minutes 
at 325-350 degrees, turning once. Take chicken, from 
oven and set aside on plate which can be placed in 
oven to keep warm. Put the broiler pan on stove top 
over low heat. Add a bit of wirie to drippings and stir. 
Add flour, stirring with a whisk to avoid lumping, 
and add remainder of wine, as in making white 
sauce. When done, return the baked chicken pieces to 
the sauce, coat and serve.

Computing commute 


DEAR MR. SMITH: After four years of semi- 


unemployment, I acquired a position in • the Los 
Angeles area, 110 miles from my Santa Barbara 
address. Construction engineering can be unstable 
and at 61 years of age it would be too risky to have 
my wife quit her position and relocate in this area. 
We would be burning our bridges. 


To maintain an additional residence costs $5,400 


a year for rent, utilities outside meals, plus 9,000 
miles to go home on weekends. In order to be 
gainfully employed I can accept this expense, but if I 
have to pay $1,500 federal tax on this added expense, 
I feel I am being penalized. It certainly kills incen-

live for wanting to work. What can I do? — N. McG. 


All of your car mileage and other job-hunting 


expenses are fully deductible. I believe you will also 
be allowed your present mileage if your position can 
be shown to be temporary employment, rather than 
permanent or for an indefinite term. 


Although you and your wife will suffer from the 


duplication of expenses, if you move to Los Angeles 
while she remains in Santa Barbara, the IRS and the 
courts are not sympathetic. They have each ruled 
that you must separately meet the requirements for 
deducting living expenses while away from home on 
business. 
. 


It would seem inadvisable to burden yourself 


with large amounts of additional expense, unless you 
are willing to accept the possibility of disallowances 
if IRS should choose your return for audit. However, 
if you decide to move to Los Angeles, you may have a 
deduction for moving expenses. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: My wife and I are both past 


65 years of age and our income consists mainly of 
social security. Our gross taxable income has been 
well under the $4,900 stated in the enclosed news- 
paper clipping. 


How do I go about getting our names removed 


from the federal and state mailing list? Tax forms 
continue to arrive each year as they have for many 
years and even though we owe no tax, I do not feel 
that these forms should be ignored. — D.F.W. 


Here are some options: 1) keep filing as before. 


Some taxpayers do this because they feel better if 
they preserve the continuity; 2)'let the blanks come, 
.but file only when required; or 3).send back the 
blanks with the notation: "not required to file." 


Tax laws change constantly and a radical tax 


reform program is always a possibility. There may 
be some comfort in staying on the list if only to see 
what Washington has been up to lately. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: Two years ago, after hip 


replacement surgery, my orthopedist recommwded 
that I exercise by swimming daily. I found it imprac- 
tical from a time standpoint to swim at a club, so this 
year, after getting a letter from the orthopedist so 
suggesting, I had a backyard pool installed, My 
question relates, of course, to writing off a portion of 
the pool's cost of about $13,000. What would be a 
reasonable formula and where in the return should it 
be?-S.H.B. 


Any deduction of this type is listed with your 


other medical expenses on Form 1040. First deter- 
mine how much your residence increased in value 
solely by reason of installing the pool. If, for exam- 
ple, the increase in value was $7,000, you subtract the 
$7,000 from the $13,000 spent. The balance of $6,0001s 
your medical deduction. You can also deduct for pool 
utilities, supplies, water and maintenance. Here 
again, you must reduce the total spent by the amount 
which is the percentage of use by other people.

DEAR MR. SMITH: I own 700 shares of corrtmon 


stock which I bought in 1937 at $48 per share. There 
was a split of two for one later on. I had to report all 
dividends and pay tax. If I sold these shares at'the 
current market ($65) how would I report this sale for 
federal income tax purposes? — E.A.H.

The 700 shares at $48 cost you $3,360. Assuming 


that the split was non-taxable, you now own ,1{400 
shares at a cost of $24 per share. If sold for $65« you' 
have a long-term gain of $41 per share to be-reported 
on Schedule p. You may add to the $24 costKper 
share, any related broker's commissions and other 
expenses relating to the purchase, exchange and sale. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: I earned $500 on some^Sojlth 


Central Bell Telephone Company debentures I,pur- 
chased last year. My Form 1099-Div for 1975 shows 
this income as 1) gross dividend and other distribu- 
tions on stock $500 and 2) dividends qualifying,'for 
exclusion. I was surprised as I expected this income 
to be shown as interest. Although I used to handle my 
late employer's investments this was my first "ven- 
ture for myself. I mentioned it to our company 
auditor and he said it was a mistake and that I 
should report the income as interest. What do., you 
advise?

Stop the rat race, I want to get off at Sark

SARK, Channel Islands — "Stop the world, I 


want to get off." 


Everybody knows the feeling, but not everybody 


knows where to indulge it. 


How about a feudal fiefdom where no cars or 


ulcers are allowed. Where the climate is relatively 
balmy. Where you can walk from one end to the other 
in a morning. Where charm drips from every •hedge- 
row and cozy cottage. Where the food is rich as 
cream and has a French accent. And where the 
gorse, bluebells, primroses and bracken take turns 
painting the hillsides yellow in April, blue in May, 
pink in June and russet in the fall. 


Fantasy tripping? Not at all. This little piece of 


Paradise is called Sark, and it sits in the English 
Channel with its larger and smaller sister islands, its 
remoteness and diminutive size having precluded its 
leap into the 20th century. 


Horsedrawn carriage is the means of transporta- 


tion it one chooses not to go by foot or bicycle. The 
island's stalwart equities, which resemble Clydes- 
dales, clop, clop down tiny lanes which have never 
been violated by the automobile. 


Among the nice things about Sark is that it 


comes in two — Big Sark and Little Sark which are 
connected by a dramatic carriage road rising 300 feet 
above the sea. Far below a deserted cove and blue 
water beckon and a winding cliff path provides a way 
if you decide to accept the invitation.

SINCE THE entire island is a mere 3'/2 by !',£ 


miles, it's not difficult to imagine the petiteness of 
Little Sark which, nonetheless, has its own village 


. and hostelry. 


Sark is an immoveable feast for nature, lovers. 


In adddition to island flora, there are rock pools in 
wild settings, magnficent ciffs for bold climbers and 
a series of unusual caves, most of them accessible. 


The island ruler — and of course it has one — is 


a former London engineer who inherited Sark from 
his grandmother, 'the legendary Dame of Sark, who 
died a year and a half ago. 


Now Le Seigneur (the overlord), as he is called, 


and his down-to-earth spouse have moved into Le 
Seigneurie, a small but magnificent manor house 
surrounded by impressive gardens. Le Seigneurie is 
open to the public several days a week. 


Why the French titles? A logical reason. AlTthe 


Channel Islands were French before the Norman 
Conquest united them with England, and the French 
have tried a number of times since to reclaim them. 


Le Seigneur rules through a legislative body, the 


Court of Chief Pleas, which is composed of 40 land- 
owners, 12 people's deputies and an executive body of 
island officials. There is one member of the Chief 
Pleas for every 10 inhabitants so, although feudal, 
Sark does have democratic overtones. 


... THE GOVERNENT was formed to 1563 when 
Queen Elizabeth I appointed Heller de Carteret of 
Jersey as its first Seigneur. De Carterets still popu- 
late the island, several of them operating hotels and 
boarding homes today. 


Sark has a court conducted by the seneschal or 


judge, a prevot or sheriff and a greifier or clerk. 


Th court can send felons to the island's prison — 


a-quaint stone, building — for up to three days! 
j4v' 'Sark has a sprinkling of small hotels and bed 


and board places plus farmhouses that take in guests. 
. But since the entire island can accommodate only 250 
• visitors at a time, reservations are a must. July and 
August are the busy months; the spring and fall are 
the ideal times to visit. 


In addition to banning cars, Sark also has the No 


Welcome Mat out for airplanes, and access is only by 
' boat. A motor launch runs back and forth from St. 
Peter Port, the capital of nearby Guernsey, several 
times each morning and afternoon, the trip taking an 
'hour. Guernsey is easy to reach by air or-boat-rail 
from Great Britain and people coming from France 
can Teach Sark by sea from St. Malo and other 
channel ports or by air via Guernsey.

;SlY MOST overwhelm- 
ing impression, though, 
wa? of the majestic Grand 
Hotel rising above the city 
from its hilltop perch. 


I Looking like a red and 
gold pagoda palace, this 
splendid hotel is architec- 
tufally-unique in the 
w;orld. Its lobby is a 
veritable museum. Spec- 
tdeular Chinese rugs, or- 
najely carved woodpanel- 
irjg. and elaborate hand- 
made furniture reflect the 
most exalted dynasties of 
ancient China. 


A .shopping arcade on 


the lower level is similarly 
representative of the best 
in Taiwan with window 
displays of Chinese opera 
•masks, jewelry, jade ob- 


ts, ceramics and mand- 


erin jackets. I was unable 
to stay here because the 
hotel was filled, but a new 
wing is almost completed, 
which will provide more 
rooms in the future. 
'" 1O ter spending two days 
in Taiwan, the "yeasty" 
part.still eluded me, but I 
was more than compensat- 
ed by its cultural aspect. 
.-The National Palace 
.Mus.eum is the place to 
begin. Articles carried in 
most of the shops are 
replicas of museum treas- 
ures, so it is good to see 
the originals and learn of 
their ancient uses before 
Chopping. 


THE MUSEUM is a 


copy of one in Peking, the 
Forbidden City. Its treas- 
ures date from the oldest 
time. 
„. ijuring the Sino-Japa- 
nese conflict in 1937, 
China's treasures 
were 


stored on Taiwan for safe- 
keeping. When that war 
was 'followed by the 
Communist takeover the 
treasures remained with 
trie' hew Republic of China 
and the museum was built 
to house them. 


You will see the origi- 


nals of the chic, three-leg- 
•ged ice buckets so popular 
Jwith American shoppers 
that are copied from 
shang dynasty ritual ves- 
sels. 


Later, when you visit 


|the shops of Taipei, you 
-will appreciate more the 
[marble incense burners 
'copied from ancient porce- 
lain ones, the Han dynasty 
pi pendants in jade worn 
today as Jewelry, Ming dy- 
nasty carved lacquer 
plates and bowls rcpro- 
T r 


duced today by artisans 
still using age-old methods 
and the hand-painted 
china executed in today's 
factories by descendants 
of the artists who created 
it for Emperors. 


• 
Displays of carved Ivory 


in the museum are incred- 
ible in detail. One multi- 
storied pagoda supports 
tiny bells at each corner of 


its upturned fieri. It re- 
quired three generations 
of carvers to complete the 
piece. 


THE JADE rooms are 


most impressive to Ameri- 
cans. Among the valuable 
pieces is the famous Chi- 
nese cabbage carved from 
a hunk of white and green 
jadeite with tinges of red. 


The artist spent 18 


years transforming the 
natural contours of the 
hard stone into the vegeta- 
ble, all the time perplexed 
about what form to give 
two protruding knobs from 
one side. Finally he ceas- 
ed work to meditate on the 
problem for three years. 


When inspiration finally 


came, it was in the form 


of two grasshoppers that 
appear to have alighted 
upon the lovely sculpture. 


Lest you think that Tai- 


pei is all art and culture, 
don't fail to attend a 
Mongolian barbecue. It 
won't be what you thought 
— no beef on a spit — out 
you will experience a dis- 
tinctive Taiwanian dinner 
that is absolutely superb.

I'm willing to go out and do a lot of 
things, that winning means a lot to me, 
as opposed to some other guy who goes 
out and has a good night and doesn't give 
a crap what the team does." 


So despite an injured knee, Bonds hit 


32 homers, stole 30 bases and drove in 85 
runs, while batting only three points 
below his career average of .273. 


He doesn't mind playing hurt. It's 


worse not to play at all, as he discovered 
when he fractured a finger sliding into 
home plate against the Dodgers a week 
before the '76 opener. 


"I don't think I've ever felt so bad in 


my life . . . don't think I ever hurt so 
much inside over anything. I've played 
hurt—pinch hit, pinch run or something— 
but this time I couldn't do anything. 


"That part really got to me. The 


season's starting and the organization 
and my teammates are looking for me to 
play, and I'm on the bench with a cast on 
my hand." 


APPARENTLY, Bonds is a fast heal- 


er, considering his performance of the 
past several days. 


"The whole thing about having a good 


year is trying to keep your head on 
right," he says. "The least little problem 
around the home or any type of dissen- 
sion can cause you to stop thinking about 
baseball. 


"Anytime I have a particular prob- 


lem I can get rid of it in a day. All I have 
to do is go fish. When I'm upset, uptight 
or just bugged, I head straight for the 
water. 


"Sometimes I'll just go down and 


walk along the beach . . . walk out on the 
pier. .. just look at the water. Water is 
peaceful. Water doesn't fuss at you, does- 
n't do anything. There's always a nice 
breeze, and to me it's just beautiful. This 
is the way I find relaxation and peace." 


It's been said that Anahein^Stadnim 


is a peaceful place, even when the Angels 
are playing. Especially when the Angels 
are playing. This is a condition Bonds 
intends to change. He doesn't believe that 
losing comes with the franchise, nor does 
he indulge in silly superstitions when he 
is going well, such as wearing the same 
jock or socks as long as he is hot. 


"I've never had a jock on," he con- 


fesses, "and I don't wear the same socks 
because they stink. 


"If I have a superstition, it's only if I 


go oh-for-2 I won't use that bat a third 
time . . . like, it's not my fault I missed 
the ball, it's the bat's fault. Stupid, 
right?" 


THERE ARE some things Bonds 


never changes, though—the crucifixion 
and Santa Barbara medals on the gold 
chain around his neck, as well as the 
puka shell necklace. 


"My kids gave me that," he says. "I 


never take any of them off." 


Bonds has three sons, ages 12,10 and 


6, "one wife," he adds, "and one dog." 


Two trades in the last two years have 


created some upheaval in the family, 
which is only now becoming settled 
again. 


"I guess my wife and I couldn't be- 


lieve it because I did have a respectable 
season in New York last year," Bobby 
says. "My kids were very, very delighted 
because they were going to be close to 
their grandparents. 


"Now I think coming back to Califor- 


nia has relaxed me a lot. I was born and 
raised thirty-some miles from here (in 
Riverside), and people down here have 
seen me play since I was 10 or 11 years 
old. It's not like I have to go out and 
prove anything." 


BONDS HAS been proving himself 


since he broke in under the wing of Mays, 
the heir apparent to Willie's role as the 
leader of the Giants. 


"I wasn't a threat to Willie," Bobby 


says. "Willie and I were friends. We still 
are personal friends. I admire the man; I 
love the man. 


"Willie helped me more than anybody 


that's put on a uniform in this game. He 
taught me things I probably wouldn't 
know right now if I hadn't been with him. 
I more or less try to play the game the 
way he used to play it. I run the bases 
like him. I've tried to pattern myself 
after him—not that I can be him, because 
there's only one Willie Mays. 


"The whole world knows what a great 


player he was, but the world doesn't 
know Willie Mays the man. I know him 
both ways. He's helped me on and off the 
field. 


"A lot of people didn't get to see 


Willie when he was doing a lot of things 
that I was able to see, playing with him 
and watching him day in and day out. 
Later, he wasn't performing like Willie 
the 25-year-old, but he was playing at an 
age when most people aren't even able to 
put on a uniform.

2/5, just one tick off the stakes record. 


An Act's seven-man ownership combine voted after 


the Hollywood Derby to replace Laffit Pincay with 
Marco Castaneda for the El Dorado and the Colombian- 
born jockey handled him flawlessly to gain his first 
HoUypark stakes triumph. 
; "When I asked him to move, coming to the quarter 


pole, he gave me a good run," said Castaneda, who has 
been working and galloping An Act in the morning for 
the past two weeks. "No, I wasn't worried when Crystal 
Water came up on us, because I felt my horse had 
plenty left and he did." 


Bill Shoemaker rode Crystal Water and he com- 


mented afterward that he liked his chances all the way. 
"We were laying perfect down the backside and I 
honestly thought I could take the leaders any time. He 
finished strongly, but so did the winner." 


An Act' was lapped on pace-setter Sure Fire through 


a 22*/s first quarter, but Castaneda was able to rate him 
about a length off the lead on the backstretch. 


An Act and Crystal Water, who had been racing 


third, moved together mid-way around the far turn, but 
tbr- favorite was not gaining an inch on the winner 
through the final yards. 
*' .This was the fifth victory in seven career starts for 
ATI Act, a $100,000 yearling purchase. The $31,600 he 
earned Saturday increased his bankroll to $179,150. 
'•'. Trainer Ron McAnally said afterward that he 
doubted An Act would be shipped east for the Belmont 
Stakes. 


"He acted like he loves the turf when he worked on 


it last week and I would hope to run him next in the Will 
Rogers."

Winds Of Thought and Pass The Glass, who finished 


heads apart in the recent $111,500 Cenury Handicap, 
head a potent Lakeside field that also includes Top 
Crowd, Zanthe, El Tarta, Riot In Paris, Antique and 
Victorian Prince, al! stakes winners on the turf during 
their careers. 


Winds Of Thought and Antique will race coupled as 


the Ross Gilbert-owned entry, while Mrs. Marjorie L. 
Everett's El Tarta and Mary J. Bradley, and Charlie 
Whittingham's Riot In Paris will race as the 
Whittingham-trained entry. 


With 11 starters, the race will carry a net purse to 


the winner of $34,600. 


Winds Of Thought was the longest priced horse on 


the board in the Century, but came flying in the stretch 
to out-photo Pass The Glass. The son of Hail To Reason 
previously had taken a classified race over the Lakeside 
turf course and has more than justified the $115,000 that 
trainer Evan Jackson advised owner Ross Gilbert to 
spend for the horse last fall at the Rokeby Stable 
dispersal sale. 


Antique, a gelding which Gilbert purchased private- 


ly from Daniel Schwartz last summer, subsequently won 
the Cortez Handicap over the local lawn and has ranked 
as one of California's better turf runners since. 


Most recently, Antique finished strongly to be sec- 


ond behind King Pellinore in a division of the Inglewood 
Handicap. 


Pass The Glass also was a Rokeby castoff, although 


trainer Tom Pratt didn't have to go six figures to obtain 
the son of Buckpasser last year. 


Pass The Glass was voted Hollypark's grass horse 


of the meeting last year while racing in Sarkowsky's 
orange and black silks. This year, the five year old 
horse won the Golden Gate' Handicap in course record 
time before his narrow defeat in the Century.

injured her ankle during 
the final warm-up period 
and was forced to with- 
draw. 


With 30 seconds to spare 


and no warm-up at all, 
Leslie found herself run- 
ning to join the USA con- 
tingent as they marched 
into the arena to compete.

office at the Elysfe Palace. "As you re- 
member, France fought alongside the 
American Colonies against the British. 
We did this not so we could pat our- 
selves on the back two centuries later, 
but because it was the right thing to 
do." 


As it happens, the Bicentennial is ac- 


tually something of a family celebration 
for Giscard d'Estaing. A distant cousin, 
Count Charles d'Estaing, commanded 
the first French expedition support- 
ing the American Colonies and was 
wounded in battle. Thus, when the 
French first couple go to Yorktown to 
commemorate the spot where French 
and American forces met in the cam- 
paign against the British, the occasion 
will take on a personal as well as an 
historical significance. Adds Giscard: 
"What we will be honoring is the fact 
that after two centuries, our people 
still share the ideals of freedom and 
independence, and that we continue to 


• travel down parallel paths, through 


thick and thin." 


As America's oldest ally, France has 


indeed remained with us on a "parallel 
path, through thick and thin"; one has' 
only to think of the two world wars in 
which we fought together. But, as Gis- 
card is well aware, it was only a decade 
ago that this historical connection was 
at its thinnest. Throughout the 1960's, 
under the leadership of Charles de 
Gaulle, France was constantly acting 
in ways that American leaders found 
irritating—or "galling," as it was some- 
times put. Against American wishes, 
de Gaulle insisted upon developing 
France's own nuclear arsenal (force de 
frappe); he withdrew.France from the 
NATO command structure and had 
NATO forces quit France; and he never 
let up in his criticism of U.S. involve- 
ment in Vietnam. 


In de Gaulle's cabinet 


"These were not the easiest years," 


admits Giscard, who at the time was 
de Gaulle's Minister of Finance. "But 
today, I can frankly telj you that the 
state of relations between France and 
the United States is better than it has 
ever been. We have no bilateral dis- 
putes between us. So when I meet 
President Ford on this visit, unlike what 
usually happens when two heads of 
state meet, there will be no major dis- 
agreements to iron out" 


At this point, Giscard says, there are 


only minor differences of opinion, ones 
that certainly can be managed. For in- 
stance, there issomedisagreement about 
how our countries should relate to the 
Third World and certain Communist na- 
tions. (France has taken a different 
stance, as in their greater support of 
Palestinian nationalism and their recog- 
nition of Cuba and Vietnam.) And there 
is some concern on the French part over 
American willingness to fully support 
the Franco-British Concorde. ("Landing 
rights in the U.S. will be decisive for the 
success of our supersonic," states Gis- 
card, who pointedly will be coming 
here on the Concorde.) 


'We like Americans' 


Then, reaching down to pet his black 


English hunting dog at his feet, Giscard 
quickly adds that these minor disagree- 
ments notwithstanding, he personally 
is satisfied with the good relations be- 
tween our two countries. "Moreover, I 
can tell you that speaking for the 
French, we like the Americans. We do. 
I want to point this out because some- 
times one hears of an irritation on the 
part of some French, say, towards the 
Americans. But this is never on the per- 
sonal level. And really, in my opinion, 
what it comes down to is the historical 
fact that until the 18th century, France 
was the most important power in the 
known world. Now you are. You see, it's 
not always easy to give a hearty wet-

come to a young and influential new- 
comer." 


That Giscard should see French- 


American relations in this perspective 
is, perhaps; not surprising., For, within 
the French political scene, he, too, is 
something of a "young and influential 
newcomer." 
In fact, when he was 


whisked into the Presidency two years 
ago (for a seven-year term), he became' 
France's youngest head of state since 
Napoleon. And as one veteran French 
journalist told me: "Everything about 
Giscard smacks of youth, vigor and suc- 


cess. He's one of those enviable people 
who seem to come into the world with 
—how do you say it?—a tilver spoon in 
the mouth." 


As a matter of fact, Giscard was born 


with more advantages than most. One 
of five children of a wealthy and prom- 
inent economist, young Valery was 
raised in the comfort of his family's 
countryside estate in Auvergne and 
their house in Paris. Throughout his 
youth he was surrounded by culture 
(he plays the piano and writes fiction). 
And, naturally, he was sent off to the 


best schools, where he gravitated, like 
his father, towards economics. 


However, as with all other French- 


men, rich or poor, when World War II 
came, he went and served: first, as a 
messenger and ..gun-runner 
in the 


French Resistance under the German 
occupation and then, after enlisting in 
the regular army, as an officer in the 
tank corps. He fought in France and 
North Africa and was severely wounded 
by a bazooka shell that struck his tank. 
Of his war experience, which brought 
him into contact with the gamut of his 
countrymen, he says it is an event in his 
life that deeply influenced and tem- 
pered him. 


Career in government 


After the war Giscard finished col- 


lege and then went off on his solo 
jaunt to America. ("My family insisted I 
pay for it out of my own pocket, which 
is why I had to sell my motorcycle.") 
When* he returned, he settled down in 
Paris and began to carve out a career— 
one that combined his bent for eco- 
nomics with a flair for politics. Hence, 
he became an assistant in the Ministry 
of Finance (1952); was elected to parlia- 
ment (1956); formed his own small po- 
litical party, a Gaullist offshoot known 
as the Independent Republicans 0962), 
and was appointed to two terms as the 
Minister of Finance (1962-66 under de 
Gaulle and 1969-74 under Pompidou). 
Finally, with the death of Pompidou in 
1974 and the need to vote in a new 
President, Giscard rallied the liberal- 
conservative coalition around him and 
in a close vote beat out the Socialist- 
Communist candidate for his country's 
No. 1 job.

"His status as a liberal artistocrat who 


might be able to change France with- 
out disrupting things too much ap- _ 
pealed to the majority of Frenchmen," 
explains Jean-Francois Kahn, a well- 
known French political commentator. 
"What also helped his image was the 
fact that he has a lively, attractive fam- 
ily, and, contrary to French tradition, 
they took an active part in his cam- 
paign, very much like you do it in Amer- 
ica. In fact, overall, Giscard came across 
like your former-President Kennedy: a 
prince that is not out of touch with his 
people. And as you may know/Kennedy 
is still quite popular here." (Asked 
about the comparison to Kennedy, Gis- 
card added: "I think Kennedy's attempt 
to bring spontaneity and gaiety into 
public life was, and still is, something 
the public expects—and also slightly 
distrusts. Personally, I admired him very 
much, and, yes, I have tried to do the 
same type of thing.") 


New, informal image 


Thus, right from his first day in office, 


Giscard began, as he put it, "to dust off 
the Republic" He wore a business suit 
instead of the customary white tie and 
tails to his inauguration at the Elysee 
Palace, and, unlike his predecessors 
who arrived by limousine, he chose to 
come by foot. Once installed in the 
palace, he further set about informaliz- 
ing the image of the Presidency—most 
dramatically, perhaps, by inviting a 
number of "ordinary" Frenchmen to 
come dine with him there and, in turn, 
going to visit people in their homes. 


Says Giscard of these unprecedented 


visits: "In the U.S. you are accustomed 
to the idea that the head of state is a 
person like everyone else, but here the 
President has always been somewhat 
remote, off on a pedestal. By visiting 
typical French families in their homes 
—my wife and I have enough invita- 
tions to last for every day until my deaW" 
—we can demonstrate that the Presi- 
dent is someone with whom ordinary 
contact and conversation are possible." 


Conservative opposition 


Apart from these shifts in style, Gis- 


card has also brought about some 
changes in the country's structure. 
Though France is predominantly Catho- 
lic, he has pushed through measures 
which have legalized abortion, liberal- 
ized the sale of contraceptives, and 
made divorce easier to obtain. In addi- 
tion, he has reduced the voting age to 
18, ended police wiretaps, and—in-i? , 
move that has been opposed by con- 
servatives within his coalition—he has 
attempted to introduce progressive re- 
forms in worker-manager relations and 
to levy higher taxes on the rich.

1.' ?hts gorse over? "Unfortunately for Giscard, 


not as well as he hoped/' answers political commentator Kahn. 
"The. conservatives say he is trying to do too much, and the 
Socialist-Communist coalition says he is doing too little. You 
see, France today is a divided society, and the fact that we are 
in a recession with 1 million people out of work makes the 
division even greater. For Giscard's part, in keeping with his 
campaign motto of 'Change Without Risk,' he has tried to 
bridge the gap. But more and more it appears that he may 
not make it. The possibility of a Socialist-Communist victory, 
sooner or later, begins to look very real, and right now, it's 
got Giscard scared." 


Indeed, in recent weeks, with the victory of left-wing can- 


didates in local elections and with students and workers tak- 
ing to the streets to demonstrate, Giscard would seem to have 
quite a problem on his hands. And some American spokes- 
men have gone so far as to issue public warnings about the 
possible danger of Communist participation in the French 
government and elsewhere in Europe. Yet, at least for the 
moment, Giscard seems to feel he can handle the situation. 
Somewhat philosophically, he muses: "When there is a dark- 
ening of the political scene, people sometimes forget that in 
the end the sun comes back again." As for the public expres- 
sions of concern on the par} of American leaders, he makes it 
clear that it would be better if they kept their worries to 
themselves. "It is up to us," he says, "to handle our own 
affairs. And we will." 


Worry over U.S. intent 


But if Giscard prefers America to be publicly silent with 


regard to France's domestic affairs, he makes it equally plain 
that he by no means wants the U.S. to withdraw militarily from 
Europe or other areas in the world. On the contrary, he hopes 
the U.S. will continue to take an active role, and he is con- 
cerned that, in the post-Vietnam period, there may be some 
hesitation to do so. Says Giscard, quite bluntly: "There is a 
feeling in the world today—in all of Africa and part of West- 
em Europe—that the U.S. is less committed to its foreign par- 
ticipation than it was before. This is not desirable, and while 
in the long run we in Europe have not lost faith, we are con- 
cerned." 


Accordingly, he supports detente but with the proviso that 


the U.S. continue to maintain its military strength and not fall 
behind the Soviet Union. (His view of detente advocate Kis- 
singer: "He's the man with the most penetrating vision and 
the best analyst of the world situation I have met since taking 


office.") As for France's, and Europe's, place in this world of 
competing superpowers, he believes they must continue to 
play a somewhat independent role. Says Giscard: "While we 
recognize the major responsibility of the U.S. in the Westeriv 
world, we must continue to maintain a level of security of our 
own, which is why we in France have stepped up our military 
expenditures." 


However, Giscard says he considers himself to be hopeful 


about where the World is going. It is not in his nature, he says, 
to be pessimistic. In fact, he has some positive ideas about 
the future. He feels that his own country has a special contri- 
bution to make as a model of a relatively small (France has 
53 million people), progressive society—or societe liberal 
avancee, as he calls it. "The world today suffers from a lack 
of vision and purpose," he says. "It has some practical solu- 
tions for problems, but it lacks a conception of the future. 
Hopefully, we in France can make a contribution there."

And what about the U.S. role in the 


future? "Well, during this, your Bicen- 
tennial year, that certainly is a question 
worth asking," says Ciscard, as he rises 
and walks slowly over to the large win- 
dow looking out on the lush Elysee 
Palace lawn. 


Then, smiling broadly, he concludes: 


"Look, the U.S. is in many ways the 
most important country in the world to- 
day, so it is only natural that you will 
have a tremendous influence on where 
the world is going. For 200 years, you 
have had a history of freedom and in- 
dependence, and, yes, you've been a 
model in this way. But while we in 
France come to pay our respects to you, 
to share your Bicentennial, it is not for 
us to predict what role you will actu- 
ally play in the future. That answer, as 
I've suggested in our talk and as I will 
suggest again in my speech to your 
Congress, is something that still remains 
to be heard. Meanwhile, I assure you 
of this:We are all listening."

At UCLA Medical Center in 
Los Angeles, Dr. Andrea Cracchiolo III 
has reported on 19 patients receiving 25 
implants to relieve foot pain and im- 
prove toe alignment. Ten now walk 
without limitations, while five others 


both ends. After a deformed joint is 
removed, the ends of the implant are 
positioned in channels in bones with 
the thickest part of the device lying be- 
tween and keeping the bones aligned. 


Dr. Alfred B. Swanson, a hand sur- 


geon at Blodgett Memorial Hospital, 
Grand Rapids, Mich., who developed 
the joints, has reported that they pro- 


vide 75 percent of the efficiency of 
natural healthy joints. They are now 
being used by many medical centers. 


Within the last year, successes with 


new prosthetic knuckles have.been re- 
ported by Dr. Robert J. Schultz of the 
Hospital of the Albert Einstein College 
of Medicine, Bronx, N.Y. They, are for 
patients with hands so deformed that 


gripping, pinching and open- 
ing the hands widely to grasp 
large objects are no longer 
possible. 


The replacement knuckles, 


of stainless steel and poly- 
ethylene, are implanted in 
two hours, and patients-be- 
gin to use their hands in four 
days. In the first 150 im- 
planted and followed for as 
long as 2'/2 years, there have 
been no undesirable effects, 
and the joints, reports Dr. 
Schultz, "are not perfect, but 
close." 
SHOULDERS AND ELBOWS: 
The Chicago woman men- 
tioned earlier was one of the 
first to benefit from a new 
shoulder joint developed at 
the Michael Reese Medical 
Center in Chicago by a team 
headed by Dr. Melvin Post. 


Somewhat like the Charn- 


ley hip, it replaces damaged 
shoulder surfaces with a met- 
al-to-plastic ball-and-socket 
joint. And, because the shoul- 
der is subject to extreme 
twisting, the device has a 
plastic collar to prevent dis- 
location.

Frederick C. 'Ewald of Bos- 
ton's Robert B. Brigham Hos- 
pital and Harvard Medical 
School reported remarkable 
success with a new elbow 
joint. 


Previous elbow-joint proto- 


types could provide only lim- 
ited motion and tended to 
loosen. The new one is a cup- 
like plastic element with a 
ladlelike metal component. 
The cup goes on top of the 
ulna bone on the inner side of 
the forearm; the handle of 


the ladle fits into the long humerus 
bone of the upper arm. Cemented into 
place, the two elements work like a 
natural elbow. 


The first patients to receive it were 


24 women and four men, aged 44 to 74, 
all with complete elbow-joint destruc- 
tion and in intractable pain for three to 
10 years. Now their pain has been re-

lieved, better than 90 percent normal 
arm function has been restored and, re- 
ports Dr. Ewald, all the patients have re- 
sumed "the tasks of daily life, and some 
have returned to their occupations." 
NEW HOPE: Arthritis, of course, can 
affect more than one joint. Not all af- 
fected joints require replacement But 
now when more than one joint causes 
extreme and intractable pain and no 
longer can function, more than one can 
be replaced. 


Often, the most troublesome may be 


replaced first and others later. The or- 


der may also depend upon the particu- 
lar joints. When, for example, hip and 
knee joints require replacement, reha- 
bilitation is easier if the hip is replaced 
first. Once use of the hip is regained, 
the knee joint can be replaced. 


The great needs in arthritis, of course, 


are for better understanding of causes 
and improved means of medical con- 
trol and even prevention. Until they're 
met, however, the development of re- 
constructed joints makes rehabilitation 
possible for many patients once con- 
sidered virtually hopeless.

JENNIE DALEY: A BUSINESS DEAl 


Jennie Daley would like to buy a 


husband for $1000 before July 2, 1976. 


"I want the man to marry me for the 


money, nothing else," says Jennie, 23, 
a student at Portsmouth Polytechnic in 
England. "It will be strictly a business 
deal, no sex, no honeymoon, just a 
quick marriage followed by a quick 
divorce." 


Jennie's problem is that she was 


bom in Zambia and has a South Afri- 
can passport. Her visa to stay in Great 
Britain expires in July. She does not 
want to return to South Africa because 
of apartheid, which she opposes. 


"It's tragic," she says, "that I should 


be put in this position, but I will have 
to leave England unless I find a British 
husband. I've asked about this sort of 
arrangement, and I've been told thdt 
500 pounds ($1000) is a fair price for 
a husband. Divorce proceedings can 
begin at once, and after two years the 
marriage can be dissolved." 


Jennie, who is majoring in computer 


sciences, has appealed over the local 
Portsmouth radio for a husband, and 
perhaps by this time she has found one. 


Many of the books kids love to read— 


"Little Women," "Treasure Island," 
"The Arabian Nights" and the story of 
"Rip Van Winkle"—are not "approved" 
reading.

These books "treat 
boys and girls as people who have the 
same kinds of frailties and strengths," 
says actor and feminist Alan Alda in the 
introduction. 


Mary Jane Anderson of the American 


Library Association says, "We encour- 
age lists of this kind." But, she cautions, 
books excluded from the guidebook 
should also be in the library. 


"Some groups in our society— 


blacks, Chicanes, feminists—have be- 
gun to use children's literature the way 
the moralists did 100 years ago—as a 
means to mold children's thoughts," 
she explains. 


Fortunately, she says, parents and 


children still have the option to read 
what they want. But if any group begins 
to dictate which books a child should 
read, "we will run into serious prob- 
lems."

That's the opinion of Marco ff Era- 


mo, an Italian sociologist and journal- 
ist, writing in "Cultures," a publication 
of UNESCO. 


ffEramo, based in Paris, claims to 


have made a thorough study of Dylan's 
works for his thesis, "The Rhetorics of 
Protest," in which he writes: "He 
[Dylan] is now a variety act, a profes- 
sional spinner of melodies—nothing 
more, nothing less." 


ffEramo claims that Dylan's career 


has plummeted sharply from the early 
'60's, when popularity potts rated the 
singer-composer directly behind Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. "At age 34" 
D"Eramo writes, "he [Dylan] is al- 
ready on the downgrade slope, ex- 
ploiting the success he enjoyed for- 
merly when he was at the height of his 
popularity.... He. is no longer the 
spokesman of those youngpeople who 
stormed American political life, fought 
for the civil rights of black people, re- 
volted on the university campuses and. 
saw Dylan as a prophet." 


Today, ffEramo concludes, Dylan 


has accepted his role in "the system."

Liquor may have reestablished itself 


on college campuses but other drug use 
remains high, especially during examin- 
ation period. Academic pressures may 
have forced many "straight" students 
who would not ordinarily think of taking 
drugs to consume large numbers of 
uppers to get their work done. 


"There has been a big rise in am- 


phetamines at Yale," states David Zweig 
of the Yale Daily News. "More and more 
students are staying up late and speed- 
ing to get good grades." The use of 
amphetamines is another product of 
academic pressure. 


A recent survey of 811 Yale under- 


graduates found 78% had tried mari- 
juana, 20% LSD, and 45% hashish. 
Other drugs used included cocaine, 
mescaline, and laughing gas.

N 


ight fires have always been among 
the most dangerous to human life 
because they strike when people 
are asleep. 


Now, often fed by modern materials, 


night fires have become more deadly 
than ever. The vastly increased use of 
plastic furnishings and some fibers has 
produced a dramatic rise in deaths and 
injuries. At the present rate, 60,000 
Americans will be killed and 3 million 
injured in home fires during the next 
10 years. 


Some plastics help bring on home 


fire casualties in two ways. Because of 
their use in wall coverings, carpeting, 
drapes and furniture, many fires no 
longer spread from room to room in 
the old familiar pattern. Instead, they 
often explode in bursts that engulf 
whole buildings before firemen arrive. 


"We used to figure you needed at 


least two minutes' warning to escape a 
night fire," says Paul Sawin of the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association. "To- 


day when you wake up you may have 
20 seconds." 


Moreover, today's fires can also 


prove deadly when they don't flare up, 
but only smolder unnoticed. All such 
fires pour out deadly carbon monoxide. 
But today, to make matters worse, plas- 
tics-fed fires emit "chemical smoke" 
and invisible lethal fumes that can turn 
a home into a poison-gas factory while 
the occupants sleep on unaware of the 
peril. 


Only a small fire 


That may be what happened recent- 


ly in Norwalk, Conn., when William 
Paulovic, his wife and two children 
died of fumes from a small living room 
fire that never spread and caused little 
property damage. 


Usually the invisible fumes come 


first. Then comes the terrible chemical 
smoke—black, choking clouds that 
block the rescuers' vision. "We have to 
find victims by feel," says one fireman. 


"We pass our hands over the beds." 


The suffocation danger is heightened 


in today's tight, "climate conditioned" 
homes where little fresh air enters. The 
oxygen is quickly used up, sometimes 
snuffing out the lives of the occupants 
before they even know there is a fire. 
Some 75 fumes can be emitted by poly- 
vinyl chloride (PVC), a material used in 
curtains, carpets, furniture, packaging, 
drain pipes, wiring, shower curtains— 
even baby pants. Other plastics are 
used in insulation, paneling and paints. 


Even the flame-retardant chemicals 


pose dangers. "When you force any 
fabric, such as a curtain or a rug, to 
bum slowly, it pours out more fumes," 
says one investigator. "And such fumes 
can asphyxiate you or even cause an 
explosion. So we trade one danger for 
another." 


But if modern technology has in- 


creased the hazards of fires, it has also 
produced an ultrasensitive new warn- 
ing device that can virtually erase the 
chance that you or your family will ever 
be trapped. 


Uncanny ability 


It's a remarkable gadget that has 


uncanny ability to know—sometimes 
within seconds—when fires start. It's 
not a "heat detector"—an older device 
which is usually hung directly over a 
possible fire source (such as a furnace 
or oven). It's more sophisticated—a first 
cousin to the fire-detection devices 
used in spaceships and nuclear plants. 


Called an "electronic smoke de- 


tector" (ESD), it is an inexpensive ($25 
to $50 and up) electric-powered device 
roughly the size of a candy box. A few 
costly ESD's appeared on the home 
market about 1970. Today there are 18 
brands. 


There are two basic types—photo- 


electric and ionization—but each con- 
tains a small leather-lunged horn in- 
tended to rouse the soundest sleeper. 
Most photoelectric ESD's contain a mi- 
nute electric bulb (visible at night). If 
smoke enters, it scatters the light to- 
ward a photoelectric cell, triggering the

alarm. The ionization devices utilize a 
tiny bit of radioactive material (less 
than a watch dial's) that "ionizes" air 
in a small pocket, causing a faint elec- 
tric current to flow through the air itself. 
More sensitive than light, the current 
is disturbed if very fine (invisible) smoke 
enters. The interrupted current triggers 
the alarm. There is little difference be- 
tween the two types in appearance or 
price. A device combining both meth- 
ods is expected to reach the market in 
July. In addition, there are gas detec- 
tors today which sound an alarm when 
carbon monoxide forms. 


Some ESD's can send electric waves 


rushing through house wiring to touch 
off small "remote" horns in each bed- 
room. They are pocket-sized ($17.50 
and up) plastic boxes that plug into any 
electric outlet. 


Help from neighbors 


In addition, "broadcasting" models 


(which may cost a few dollars extra) can 
simultaneously send signals over the 
outside utility wires and into your 
neighbors' homes to set off alarms 
there, too. Thus, if you have a fire, your 
neighbors know instantly and come 
rushing even before firemen arrive. 


Experts warn that some ESD's are 


poor. It helps, they say, to be sure yours 
has an "FM" (Factory Mutual) or "UL" 
(Underwriters Laboratories) label. 


Among the best customers for ESD's 


are scientists whose specialty is investi- 
gating fires. Richard Bright, who heads 
the U.S. Bureau of Standards' special 
Fire Protection Project, has installed five 
ESD's in his home. According to the 
bureau, a single ESD close to the ceiling 
outside your bedroom increases by 46 
percent your chances of getting the 
precious two minutes' escape time. 
With an ESD on every floor, your 
chances go up to 86 percent. 


His wife's pizza 


One problem with the ESD's is their 


extreme sensitivity. Bright says ruefully 
that his ESD's went off when they 
were triggered by invisible fumes from 
a pizza his wife was cooking at 550* F. 


But the risk of an occasional false 


alarm is worth taking, the scientists say. 
"Even a couple of false alarms a" year 
are small price for your family's safety," 
says Jack Abbott of Factory Mutual. 


U.S. Fire Administrator Howard D. 


Tipton estimates they could save eight 
out of every 10 persons who now die 
in night fires. He recommends them for 
all American homes. Laws requiring 
their use in new houses have been en- 
acted in Ohio, Massachusetts and else- 
where. The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration demands them in every new 
home it helps finance. Some insurance 
companies have begun to offer a slight • 
cut in premium rates for homes with 
ESD's.

Scoville declared.

Our plans affect you.You can affect our plans. 


Public Participation founded this nation. And Public 
Participation is needed now. This Thursday, May 20, there 
will be important public hearings sponsored by the 
Sanitation Districts of Los Angeles County and the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). By reading this, 
then letting us hear from you, either in person or by letter, 
you'll have helped guide your government to a decision 
that will affect you and nearly 4 million of your neighbors 
through the year 2000. It's an important decision, one 
we'll all have to live with. 


Why should sewers interest you? 
Because your land, air, water and 
pocketbook interest you. 


We need a wastewater management 
plan to serve a large portion of Los 
Angeles County through the year 
2000. If you live within the area 
served by the County Sanitation Dis- 
tricts (see map), the plan will affect 
you. And it will also affect energy 
consumption, water conservation, 
public health, land use planning, air 
quality, the ecology, and your pocket- 
book. And that's why we invite you to 
a public hearing. You have a right to 
help form a plan of action. A right to 
be heard. But first, a little background. 


Today: Serving 3,650,000 people. 


We convey, treat and discharge about 
415 million gallons of wastewater 
(sewage) daily. We service a network 
of over 1,000 miles of large trunk 
sewers. And to connect users to the 
trunk sewers takes over 7,000 miles 
of smaller sewers. Currently we 
operate and maintain six treatment 
plants. Pipes, pumps-and treatment 
plants all working together. Our sys- 
tem is one of the largest in the world 
today. To understand how it works— 
and the problems we face tomorrow 
—you'll have to understand (gulp!) 
what happens to wastewater after it 
reaches a sewer. 


Wastewater: Repulsive... or 
a resource? 


Drinking water starts out clean and 
pure. Once used, whether by industry, 
(historically about 1/3 of the flow) or 
residents, it has to be cleaned up and 
then disposed of... somewhere. The real 
questions start to crop up here...how 


clean is. clean, where' do- we treat it, 
where dp we put it? Currently the 
Sanitation Districts utilize two differing 
systems of treatment and disposal. 


Coastal vs. Inland 


Right now four-fifths of our waste- 
waters go to one coastal plant, it's one 
of the largest in the world—our Joint 
Water Pollution Control Plant, in 
Carson. The Carson plant provides 
primary treatment to some 335 million 
gallons of wastewater daily. Primary 
treatment consists of settling tanks 
which remove solids by gravity. 
The removed solids are stabilized by 
digestion and some are recycled—and 
sold commercially as nitrohumus or 
organic soil conditioners. After primary

treatment and chlorination, the water 
is sent two miles out into the ocean off 
Palos Verdes, through two under- 
water pipes (one 7-1/2 and the other 
10 feet in diameter) and discharged at 
a depth of 200 feet. There the ocean 
continues the purification process. 


Importantly, our coastal plant creates, 
captures, and uses energy generated 
from biological digestion...it currently 
produces as much energy as it con- 
sumes! A consideration of growing 
importance, especially when you know 
that it takes the equivalent of a 30 
watt bulb burning 24 hours a day, 
everyday, in every home in the District, 
just to treat wastewaters. 


The remaining one-fifth of our waste- 
water is treated and discharged 
differently. At our five inland plants 
the water receives primary and then 
secondary treatment—biological action 
purifies the water after most of the 
solids are removed. This secondary 
treated wastewater has up to 95% of 
the solids removed. 


Inland treatment provides reusable 
water, currently one-third of it is reused 
for irrigation or replenishment of 
ground water supplies. In effect, waste- 
water is recycled. The remainder of the 
water flows down the San Gabriel 
River and Rio Hondo River Flood 
Control Channels to the ocean. 


That, very briefly, is the way the sys- 
tem works—today. 


Tomorrows System 


Our existing collection, treatment and disposal network is 
a good one. But it doesn't meet recently enacted Federal 
and State standards. So, like many districts around the 
country, we've already begun adding to our treatment of 
wastewaters. Construction is underway, many of the 
improvements will be in operation by 1977. 


Clean water is costly water 


Improvements already underway will 
cost some $181 million for construction 
through completion. A lot of money. 


And while Federal and State agencies 
will pay 87-1/2% of the construction 
costs, your County Sanitation Districts 
will pay 100% of the operation and 
maintenance costs for the improved 
facilities... adding six or seven dollars 
a year to your sewer bill. While these 
decisions have already been made, we 
want you to know what you'll be 
getting for your money." 


Coastal plant improvements 


Our large coastal plant, now providing 
primary treatment to 335 million gal- 
lons of wastewater daily, will, by 1977, 
be providing advanced primary treat- 
ment. We'll be taking out 80% of the 
solids. Under previous treatment 
methods some solids have built up on 
the ocean floor immediately adjacent 
to the outfall pipe; by 1977 the deposits 
should stop and the build-up reverse 
itself. A distinct improvement. 


Another improvement will come with 
the addition of secondary (biological) 
treatment at our Coastal plant. The 
first module, designed to secondarily 


treat 100 million gallons a day, will 
soon be under construction. This will 
reduce solids discharged to the ocean 
by 40 tons a day. Secondary treatment 


also will further 
reduce the amounts 
of heavy metals and 
chlorinated hydro- 
carbons (like DDT) in 
the wastewater before 
discharge to the ocean. 


Altogether, the 
improvements to the 
coastal plant mean 
that a greater degree 
of treatment will occur 
prior to discharge. 
Let's now take a brief 
look at what's 
planned "upstream." 


Inland plant 
improvements 


We've told you about 
primary and secon- 
dary treatment. Our 
inland plants will be 
required by the new 
laws to provide ter- 
tiary treatment. That 
means the construc- 
tion of a sophisticated 
filtering system at 
each of the plants. 
Basically, what pri- 
mary treatment 
doesn't settle out or 
secondary treatment 
digest out of the 
system, tertiary treat- 
ment filters out. In 
a way we're the 
victims of our own 
success. As we've 
increased the quality 


and quantity of wastewaters discharged 
by inland plants we've made the San 
Gabriel and Rio Hondo River channels 
more appealing for recreation. To not 
jeopardize the public's health, the State 
Water Resources Control Board has 
mandated the construction of filters 
at each plant. 


Thafs where we've been 
and where we're going. 
Now, on to where 
we've got to be. 


If you've read this far, you may think 
you know more about "sewers" than you 
wanted to know. We've told you a lot 
about how your Sanitation Districts 
have worked. But now we have new, 
urgent, decisions to make, now we 
want you to tell us how you want the 
system to work in the future, through 
the year 2000. We want to hear from 
you. So read on. 


Water reclamation: Boon or Bust? 


The ocean plant reclaims no water. 


The inland plants treat their water and 
release 70% to flood channels, 30% 
for water table replenishment or irriga- 
tion. In a sense, either inland use is a 
reuse; the water discharged to flood 
control channels provides recreation 
and a desirable flowing action during 
dry weather. 


Federal and State agencies also 


believe that reuse is an important con- 
servation objective. And there are many 
forms of reuse—including irrigation, • 
industrial uses and water table replenish- 
ment. Early studies indicate that reuse 
in Los Angeles County would decrease 
energy consumption and costs...every 
gallon reused is one less gallon to be 
pumped to our area. And remember, 
water is_ a basic resource. History tells 


us that any, resource, no matter how 
plentiful it appears, can be abused. - 
And today's abundant resources have 
a way of becoming scarce in the future. 
But water reuse has some disadvantages. 
Use of reclaimed water may require a 
new distribution system—there could 
be construction impacts. Would recla- 
mation spawn growth in the area, 
bringing social and' air pollution 


Alternative: Emphasize ocean disposal. 


Under this alternative we would plan 


no additional capacity for our inland 
treatment plants. Instead, we will 
upgrade our Carson plant to full 
secondary treatment. Discharge will 
continue to the ocean through existing 
outfall pipes. By the year 2000 this 
single plant would provide secondary 
treatment to 400 million gallons a day; 
the remaining 100 million gallons a 
day would receive tertiary treatment 
at inland plants. 


• It is not now nor will it be practical to 


reclaim1 treated waters from the Carson 
plant. Because it receives heavier 
industrial input the salt or mineral con- 
centrations are too high to permit 
reuse without desalting, a prohibitively 
expensive process. Also the low eleva- 
tion of the plant would dictate expen- 
sive and energy-consuming power to 
transport the water to potential users. 
If this alternative is adopted the 
amount of treated wastewater available 
for reuse will remain at current levels 
through the year 2000. 


Impacts 


Energy. 


Under Ocean Disposal Emphasis sub- 
stantial amounts of energy will continue 
to be recovered during the treatment 
process. Gross energy use for the total 


system is estimated at 484 million kilo- 
watt hours a year. Net energy use is esti- 
mated at 213 million kilowatt hours a 
year at probable levels of reuse. 


Water Quality. 


Full secondary treatment. Total discharge 
to the ocean: 400 million gallons a day. 
Swimming and shellfish standards met 
by chlorination levels same as inland 
discharge alternative. Virus control, 


suspended solids removal and chlorinated 
hydrocarbon reductions, same as inland 
discharge alternative. 100 million gallons 
a day available inland for reuse. 


Growth and 
Air Quality. 


These are related impact areas as growth 
historically has brought more air pollu- 
tion. Population growth projections used 
in these plans assume a condition of no 
growth which is consistent with current 
population trends in the districts. The 
system's direct emissions will be equal 


under both alternatives, contributing 
between 1/10 and 1/2 of one percent of 
total Air Basin emissions through the 
year 2000. Construction will create 150 
permanent jobs, 7,500 construction jobs, 
45,000 peripheral jobs. 


Costs. 


Capital: $368 million (87-1/2% Federally 
and State funded). Operations and 
maintenance: $23.4 million yearly 
(100% locally funded). Increase in 


average annual sewer taxes and assess- 
ments by $16 per household, raising the 
total to $31. $9-10 million additional 
from industrial users. 


Other Impacts. 


Construction nuisances: 8 to 28 miles of 
urban trenching. Public Health: Improve- 
ment. Biological: No known areas of 
special significance are threatened. 
Archaeological: No impact on known 
sites. Historical: No impact on known 
sites. Paleontoloaical: Possibility of 


uncovering artifacts, adverse impacts 
can be avoided. Rare or endangered 
species: No significant impact. Recrea- 
tional: If channel flow decreased because 
more of the 100 million gallons a day 
was reused that could alter recreational 
uses in the channels. 


impacts? Then there's the money 
needed for reclamation. Most of it up 
front—while the benefits are long 
range. Not only that, users have to 
want the reusable water. How quickly 
that market develops is another good 
question. Lastly, there's Public Health. 
What happens, if minute quantities of 
chemicals survive tertiary treatment 
and somehow ultimately enter a muni- 


cipal water supply? No one knows for 
sure—there are no Federal or State 
standards. Confused? You're not alone. 
But try to sort out those arguments 
and give us your ideas about reclama- 
tion. Either on page 7 or on May 20. 


Over the past few years, we've exam- 


ined dozens of alternative plans for 
wastewater management. We've held 
public workshops to get more input. 


And now we have a final two impor- 
tant choices before us. Below, you'll 
find our best arguments for empha- 
sizing ocean disposal in the future. 
And our best arguments for empha- 
sizing Inland disposal in the future. 
Read them carefully—please. Then let 
us hear from you. 


Alternative: Emphasize inland disposal. 


Under this alternative we would plan 


no additional capacity for our ocean _ 
treatment plant in Carson. Instead we 
would expand the capacities of our five 
inland plants. By the year 2000 these 
plants would provide tertiary treatment 
for 200 million gallons a day; our 
plant at Carson would provide secon- 
dary treatment to the remaining 300 
million gallons a day, discharged to 
the ocean. 


The increased flow of waters treated 


inland are practical to reclaim. Because 


the wastewaters come largely from 
suburban, residential areas they're 
lower in mineral salt concentrations. 
No expensive desalting processes 
would have to be employed. Addition- 
ally, because these plants are located 
at higher elevations, and scattered 
throughout the potential reuse area, 
distribution costs and energy consump- 
tion would fall within practical limits. 
Under this alternative, water for avail- 
able reuse would increase 100% over 
the ocean disposal alternative. 


Impacts 


Energy. 


Under Inland Disposal emphasis maxi- 
mum amounts of energy will be recovered 
during the treatment process. Gross 
energy use for the total system is esti- 


mated at 500 million kilowatt hours a 
year. Net energy use is estimated at 154 
million kilowatt hours a year, at probable 
levels of reuse. 


Water Quality. 


Full secondary treatment. Total discharge 
to the ocean: 300 million gallons a day. 
Swimming and shellfish standards met 
by chlorination levels, same as ocean 
discharge alternative. Virus control, 
suspended solids removal and chlorinated 


hydrocarbon reductions, same as ocean 
discharge alternative. 200 million gallons 
of reclaimed water a day available for 
reuse. Under this alternative ammonia 
control on the river system may be 
more important in the 1980's. 


Growth and 
Air Quality. 


Costs. 


These are related impact areas as growth 
historically has brought more air pollu- 
tion. Population growth projections used 
in these plans assume a condition of no 
growth which is consistent with current 
population trends in the districts. The 
system's direct emissions will be equal

taxes and assessments by $17 per house- 
hold, raising the total to $32. $10 million 
additional from industrial users. Reuse 
distribution costs would be separate. 


Other Impacts. 


Construction nuisances: up to 13 miles of 
urban trenching. Possibly a major reuse 
distribution system. Public Health: 
Improvement Biological: No known areas 
of special significance are threatened. 
Archaeological: No impact on known 
sites. Historical: No impact on known 
sites. Paleontological: Less possibility of 
uncovering artifacts than under Ocean 


Emphasis Alternative. Rare or Endan- 
gered Species: Increases in the flow for 
the San Gabriel River could, in principle, 
affect the feeding habitat of the California 
Least Tem. Recreational: The initial 
increased flow to inland flood channels 
could alter recreational uses of the 
channels. 


Decisions, decisions, decisions- 
heres where we need your help. 


As you've seen, no matter what plan we adopt there will be environ- 
mental and other impacts. The County Sanitation Districts and the 
Environmental Protection Agency have written a report assessing 
these impacts, each County library has a copy. The Environmental 
Protection Agency has been, and will continue to be very much involved 
in all aspects of our plans that touch upon their Federal responsibilities, 
including among others air and water pollution, drinking water purity, 
and waste disposal management. No'matter what plan we choose, 
we'll impact all of those areas—and more. 


What do you want to get, 
what are you willing to give? 


As you know from reading the pre- 
ceding pages, we're faced with impor- 
tant trade-offs. Our job is to lessen 
(mitigate) impacts. To get one thing 
(purer discharge water, for instance) we 
have to give up other things (money 
and energy, as examples). And that's 
where you come in. What are you 
willing to give up? And what are you 
willing to give? 


There are no "right" answers. But your 
answer, regardless of what it is, has 
importance to us. Because it will help 
guide us to the plan that's best for 
most of us.

Old killers poised for 
L.B. dance of death

Southland cities are in a race 


against time to beef up or tear 
down the unreinforced masonry 
buildings that will be mass killers 
in the next major earthquake. 


Long Beach has a chance of 


winning. But in most cities the race 
will probably be lost, because city 
officials are just beginning to ac- 
knowledge that they're in a race, 
like it or not. 


And no one is sure when time 


will run out and a major temblor 
will strike. Earthquake prediction 
is still an infant science. 


"Most cities are doing nothing 


to get rid of these buildings," said 
Robert Olson, executive director of 
the state's Seismic Safety Commis-

sion. "I'm afraid that they'll even- 
tually pay a heavy toll in both 
money and human misery." 


Edward M. O'Connor, chief of 


Long Beach's Building and Safety 
Department, said that the Palm- 
dale Bulge, recent earthquake 
predictions, and earthquakes in 
Guatemala and Italy, .have made 
more people think about quake haz- 
ards in their own cities. 


"But we've always known that 


we'll have another major quake 
and a lot of smaller ones," he said. 
"We've known since 1933 that these 
old buildings will be death traps in 
a major quake. People just tend to 
forget about it when it's not in the 
news." 


Anyone who has seen O'Con- 


nor's films of downtown Long 
Ueach dancing in the throes of the 


disastrous 1933 temblor would have 
a hard time forgetting about it, 
however. 


Walls of unreinforced brick 


buildings smashed into city boule- 
vards, parapets toppled off build- 
ings, and scores of people died of 
head injuries from chunks of the 
structures they'd trusted—or taken 
for granted—for years. 


It was the same story in Santa 


Barbara in 1925, Bakersfield in 1952 
and parts of the San Fernando Val- 
ley in 1971. 


Although it is possible 
for 


modern buildings to collapse with 
enough shaking—the soil beneath 
them can betray them—it's the pre- 
1934 unreinforced masonry struc-

Court order 
ties up assets

When billionaire industrialist 


Howard Hughes died April 5 he did 
not have the legal authority to give 
away one penny of the assets of his 
wholly owned Summa Corp. 


In fact, Hughes was barred by 


an obscure court order—and his 
estate remains barred by that 
same order—from distributing the 
assets of Summa to charity, rela- 
tives, friends, business associates 
or anyone at all. 


The court order—handed down 


by a Delaware state judge in 1962 
and upheld by the Delaware Su- 
preme Court—placed all Hughes' 
stock in Hughes Tool Co. under the 
control of the Delaware court. 


In 1972 Hughes sold off Hughes 


Tool Co., which makes the famous 
oil-drilling bit invented by his fa- 
ther, and re incorporated all his 
other interests under the name 
Summa Corp. It is those other 
interests that are now enjoined by 
the Delaware order. 


That little-known order has 


been in effect now for more than 1-1 
years and could remain in effect 
unlil a long and bitter legal battle 
between Hughes, and now his es- 
tate, and Trans World Airlines, a 
company he once controlled, finally 
is resolved. 


That could lake years. In the 


meantime, Summa's assets cannot 
be given away, notwithstanding the 
provisions of any will or probate- 
court action directing the distribu- 
tion of Hughes' estate. 


Summa Corp. is the wholly 


owned holding company through 
which Hughes controlled his gam- 
bling casinos and hotels in Las 
Vegas and Reno, massive land 
holdings, in Nevada and California, 
a helicopter-manufacturing plant, 
gold and silver mining properties, 
Hughes Airwest, a Las Vegas tele- 
vision station and other assorted 
investments. (While Hughes main- 
tained some assets in his own 
name, the bulk of his estate was 
and is held by Summa Corp.)

position to tie up Summa assets. 


If TWA should ultimately win 


the Delaware case and a judgment 
is entered, then the airline the 
eccentric billionaire once owned 
could in fact become a major ber.e- 
ficiaryof the Hughes estate.

'Paid less 
than most'

WASHINGTON - Former Gov. 


Ronald Reagan of California al- 
most certainly paid no federal in- 
come tax in 1910, despite an income 
in excess of $13,000. In at least two 
other recent years, he also appears 
to have paid less federal income 
tax than most people with a small 
fraction of his income. 


These conclusions are based on 


an analysis of information about 
his income and taxes for the years

1370 through 1975 that Reagan has 
made public since the start of his 
formal campaign for the Republi- 
can presidential nomination. 


The data he released do not 


contain enough details to make it 
possible lo determine with certain- 
ty either the exact amount of in- 
come he had in any of those years 
or the amount of income (ax he 
paid for any year except 1975. 


Reagan refused last wee!;, 


through his press aide, James H. 
Lake, a request from the New York 
Times that he provide this informa- 
tion. 


President Ford, Reagan's com- 


petitor for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination, has made much 
more detailed disclosures of his 
financial and tax records. They 
show that Ford paid substantial 
amounts of federal income tax in 
each of the last 10 years. 


Analysis of the limited informa- 


tion that Reagan has so far made 
public indicates that what he has 
done is within the law. It appears 
that he has made investments that

(riding campaign trains) 
for 50 years," Tuck told 
him, "and this is the best 
train I've been on — this 
week." 


Ford smiled. White 


House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen cleared a path 
for passengers who had 
gathered around, and the 
President made his way 
down the aisle. 


Dick Tuck was a cam- 


paign worker for several 
past Democratic presiden- 
tial candidates. He is 52 
now and he has a little 
paunch. There is some 
gray in his curly hair. But 
his light brown eyes still 
twinkle. 


Over a cup of coffee — 


20 cents on the "Presiden- 
tial Express" — Tuck said 
he didn't really don a rail- 
road cap and wave Rich- 
ard Nixon's train out of 
Tulare, Calil., years ago 
when Nixon was seeking 
votes for tlie vice presi- 
dency.

Tuck's eyes twinkled. 


He recalled the shapely 


young lady he managed to 
sneak aboard Barry Gold- 
water's campaign train in 
1964. She distributed a 
newspaper Tuck published - 
called "The Whistlestop" 
which she slipped under 
every compartment door 
at night. 


It cautioned against 


walking off the edge of the 
earth. And it reassured 
that the water abroad the 
train was not fluoridated. 


And he recalled the for- 


tunes he slipped into some 
cookies Nixon distributed 
in Los Angeles' Chinatown 
during his 1962 campaign 
for the governorship of 
California. 


They said: "Richard

busing activists here were 
encouraged Saturday by 
reports that Atty.

dy school desegregation 
fostered by local author- 
ities. The case involved 
schools in Charlotte, N.C. 


Boston Mayor Kevin 


White, who has said that 
busing is causing white 
flight from the schools and 
the city, said Saturday 
that the possibility of Jus- 
tice Department interven- 
tion was "welcome news 
to the city of Boston" 
which he said had been 
"sorely tested" by the 
busing order. 


The city council presi- 


dent, Louise Day Hicks, a 
leading opponent of bus- 
ing, hailed the possibility

Student tries to teach 
streetwalkers a lesson 


MIAMI (AP) - A 27-year-old student 


majoring in social work at a small Chris- 
tian college here has set-up an organiza- 
tion for prostitutes and is trying to (each 
them that "streetwalking is a short-lived 
career." 


Barry College student Evelyn Young, 


with the approval of law enforcement and 
college officials, began by visiting prosti- 
tutes in jails and now has taken to the 
streets, bars and hotels to recruit women 
for membership in her group, called 
Health and Happiness of Women. 


"Our major goal is decriminalization 


of prostitution," said Ms. Young. "But we 
also want to improve the physical and 
psychological well-being of these women. 
We want them to know of their rights." 


About 30 women, most of them cur- 


rent or former prostitutes, are members 
of the organization. 


"We help prostitutes in any way that 


we can," said Ms. Young. "I teach a 
class Tuesdays on health and body care, 
and we have rape-awareness and voca- 
tional training. We try to make them 
realize that streetwalking is a short-lived 


Ms. Young decided to establish 


:i'-alth and Happiness of Women alter 
working in a "participant-observation 
study — that's where you live and mingle 
with those you are studying." 


She said that "as a feminist, I was 


very involved in NOW (National Organ- 
ization for Women). Abortion was already 
taken (as a study subject) and this'was 
the only untouched subject." 


Miami and other resort areas are 


favorite gathering spots for prostitutes, 
said Ms. Young, who has been working 
on her project now for two months. 


"The only way you can gel a prosti- 


lutc to change is if she is too old, too sick 
or in trouble," she said. "That's whyiwe 
can attract them in jail and (he sick ones 
on the street." 


Ms. Young, who graduates in two 


years, said she plans to continue her 
work. 


"I'm dedicated to this job," she said. 


"I Ihink lhat within three to five years, 
prostitution will be legal, but we-still 
want to help the girls find something 
else."

concentration of 


women in those two tradi- 
tional areas on: 


—The failure of Army 


and Marine Corps recruit- 
ers to fully describe to 
women their occupational 
options. 


—The tendency of some 


women to seek specializa- 
tion in those areas even 
when other choices were 
offered. 


—Restrictions 
on 


women-'s participation in 
combat-reialed activities. 


GAO collected data 


showing that by December 
1974, nearly 22,000 of the 
Army's 33,525 women 
served in administrative 
or medical jobs, as did 
nearly 9,000 of the 15,114 
enlisted Navy women and 
nearly 14,000 of the 22,198 
Air Force women. 


The Navy provides 


medical services for the 
Marine O/ -ps, but 2,000 or 
72 per cent of the corps' 
2,574 women were involv- 
ed in administrative work. 


The GAO, an auditing 


and investigative agency 
of Congress, said virtually 
every non-combat special- 
ty has been opened to 
women in the military. 


But the performance by 


women and men has been 
different in some cases 
where they were assigned 
to the same 
physical 


tasks. 


The GAO said some 


women have been assign- 
ed to specialities in which 
they cannot perform effec- 
tively because of strength 
limitations or because of 
the combat-related nature 
of the job. Some others 
have not been assigned to 
specialities for which they 
were trained because of 
combat restrictions or be- 
cause their supervisors be- 
lieved they could not do 
the work. And others have 
not been required to meet 
the same training and per- 
formance requirements as 
men. 


"We believe the serv- 


ices 
should 
develop 


physical and operational 
standards for potentially 
troublesome 
specialities 


as well as procedures for 
measuring the ability of 
both men and women to 
satisfy the standards," Ihe 
GAO said. 


The Air Force is the 


onlysseryice that has 
begun taking steps in this 
area, it said. In developing 
standards in 1974 for 
evaluating men's and 
women's capabilities, 
representatives from the 
Air Force Office of the 
Surgeon General asserted 
that an average woman 
has 60 per cent of the 
strength of an average 
man. 


The standards were de- 


veloped over the next year 
and have been applied to 
all new Air Force recruits 
since January 1976 to 


determine what jobs they 
arc eligible to fill. 


The 
armed 
services 


intensified I h e i r recruil- 
mcnt of women and began 
to diversify their job'as- 
signments because the end 
of the d r a f t m e a n t a 
reduction in the number of 
men in the services. These 
steps were also taken in 
anticipation of passage of 
the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment. 


The Navy and the 'Air 


Force are limited by law 
to assigning women non- 
combat positions, but the 
GAO said its investigators 
could find no similar writ- 
ten prohibitions for the 
A r m y and the Marine 
Corps. 


The Defense Depart- 


ment said it concurred 
with the GAO's findings 
and has set up a study 
group to address the 
issues raised by the agen- 
cy. 


Calley, convicted of

- William Calley Jr. and 
Penny Vick, daughter of a 
Columbus jeweler, were 
married Saturday night in 
a candlelight ceremony at 
St. Paul United Melhodist 
Church. 


Calley, 32, met his 28- 


year-old bride several 
years ago when he was a 
customer in one of her fa- 
ther's stores. She is a 
buyer for her father. It 
was the first marriage for 
both. 


Five years ago this 


spring, the former Army 
lieutenant was convicted 
of Ihe murder of-22 Viet- 
namese civilians in the 
longest court-martial in 
U.S. history at nearby Ft. 
Benning. 


U.S. District Judge. J. 


Robert Elliott of Colum- 
bus, who reversed Galley's 
conviction in 1974, »nd for- 
mer Macon Mayor Xonnie 
Thompson were among 
the several hundred wed- 
ding guests. 


Calley was sentenced to 


life 
imprisonment 
in 


March 1971 for the murder 


of unresisting Vietnamese 
citizens. 


President Nixon ordered 


him removed from 
the 


Fort Benning stockade 
and placed under house 
arrest, where he remained 
for three years. 


Later, Galley's sentence 


was reduced to 10 years 
but a court appeal won 'a 
reversal of his conviction.

A l l e n and other earthquake 


scientists say that such a quake is 
inevitable. The last big one occur- 
red in 1857 and they seem to occur 
every 100 years, Allen said. The 
Palrndale Bulge may be a precur- 
sor of such a quake. 


BUT A MUCH smaller quake, 


slightly larger than the 1971 tem- 
blor or centering closer to old 
sections of Los Angeles, could pose 
almost as serious a threat. 


"The 1971 quake lasted 1114 


seconds," Williams said. "If it had 
lasted another five seconds or so. a 
lot of these old buildings in the 
downtown area would have come 
down:" 


Ninety-three per cent of those 


buildings arc in the metropolitan 
Los Angeles area bounded by Cen- 
tury Boulevard, La Cienega Ave- 
nue, Griffith Park and the eastern 
city limits. 


Three per cent are in San 


Pedro and the rest are scattered in 
West Los Angeles and the San Fer- 
nando Valley. 


THERE ARE thousands more 


unreinforced masonry buildings in 
other older cities such as Giendsle, 
Pasadena, Compton, San Gabriel 
and Santa Ana. 


If it's been known for so long 


lhat the buildings are hazards, why 
hasn't concern for human life caus- 
ed them to be torn down? 


When hearings were held on the 


proposed Los Angeles ordinance, 
mnst theater owners whose build- 
ings were involved opposed remedi- 
al action, Williams said. ' 


Long Beach officials said that 


when O'Connor was trying to draft 
tougher laws, the Downtown Long 


Beach Association and the United 
Properly Owners Association suc- 
ceeded in watering them down. 


IT'S USUALLY appeals by 


property owners—often accompa- 
nied by considerable political clout 
—lhat keeps the unsafe buildings 
standing and occupied, Southland 
building officials agree. 


There's no douhl lhat property 


owners lake a loss—often a major 
loss—if their buildings are demol- 
ished or reinforced, Williams said. 


THE SOLUTION may be to ar- 


range somehow for owners, lending 
agencies and government agencies 
to share the cost in reducing the 
hazards, he said. That's the direc- 
tion Ihe commission's Thursday 
resolution pointed. 


O'Connor said that because city 


building officials know they're in 
for a fight if Ihey try to acl against 
earthquake hazards, many don'l 
even fry. 


"Most building officials just use 


the ostrich approach," said the 63- 
year-old building official, a 30-year 
veteran in the department. "They 
don'l have the guts to take on such 
a bucket of worms. And it is a 
bucket of worms." 


HE SAID THAT building offi- 


cials must be willing to do battle 
and they must have the "right envi- 
ronment"—support from other city 
officials, businessmen and 
the 


media— if they're to succeed. 


That right climate has existed 


in Long Beach, by and large, O'C- 
onnor said. 


It existed in Santa Rosa after 


that city's 1969 earthquake, accord- 
ing lo Olson, of the Seismic Safety 
Commission. 


But Santa Rosa and 
Long i 


Beach are Ihe exceptions, Olson 
said.

Thosj patches — hanging up

— could prove more dangerous 
than the bricks thai tumbled down 


' in 1933, according to Ed O'Connor, 


the city's building and safety chief. 
They will come down in large 
chunks. 


The apar'jnent building and 


more than 800 like it were built 
before 1930 of brick or hollow clay 
tile with wooden floors, joists and 
roofs. They were desiped to bear 
only the vertical load of the build- 
ings themselves. 


No one considered how well the 


structures would survive the sharp 
baek-and-forth molion of a major 
earlhquake. 


A 1933 report by one of O'Con- 


nor's predecessors, C. D. Wailes 
Jr., describes how such buildings 
were put together. 


"...The 1913 building code per- 


milled a straighl lime morlar 
(unmixed with cemenl) for all walls 
except isolated piers, foundation 
walls, parapets and chimenys on 
the roof line... 


"During the period when this 


code was in effect much of the sand 
used for both mortar and concrete 
was a dirty, fine sand comparable 
lo beach sand...workmanship was 
decidedly inferior..." 


A 1933 report by Caltech's Rob- 


ert A. Millikan notes that such 
methods were an "all too prevalent 
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class of construction (used in Long 
Beach): the stores and apartment 
houses...were built as cheaply as 
the inadequate building codes 
would permit by those who were 
interested only in speculative 
profits." 


Modern building codes call for 


high-quality mortar, reinforced 
walls and better ties of floors and 
ceilings to the walls. 


And not all pre-1933 buildings 


are unsafe, O'Connor said. Most of 
the old wood-frame homes built in 
the teens and 20s throughout Long 
Beach pose no serious hazard. The 
steel-reinforced public utilities 
building, built before 1933, survived 
the quake nicely. 


Many old brick buildings have 


been reinforced. 
Steel-reinforced 


vertical concrete ribs have been 
implanted in the sides of the struc- 
tures. 


Large sections of decaying 


brick have been scalloped out and 
replaced with cement. 


"You can't blame property 


owners for being unhappy when 
you (ell them they have to do that," 
O'Connor said. "If I came and told 
you lo spend thousands of dollars 
on your building or tear it down, 
you'd be unhappy loo. 


"But on the other.hand, if I 


took you into one of these buildings 
and said, 'if a moderate earthquake 
struck right now we'd have a slim 
chance of getting out alive,' you'd 
demand that I do something about 
it." 


Hundreds of persons — many of 


them poor and elderly — still live 
in the old apartments. Hundreds 
more go in and put of small busi- 
nesses in such buildings each day.

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New jobs, tax cuts 
planned by Demos

WASHINGTON - The 
Democratic 


majority in the House of Representatives 
.has proposed a massive realignment of 
legislative priorities for the next five 
years aimed at restoring national eco- 
nomic prosperity by creating 12 million 
new jobs and cutting taxes by $10 billion. 


The program envisions a Democratic 


president and a Democratic Congress

working together starting next year to 
Ifring about a revitalised economy that 
would produce federal budget surpluses 
by 1950 that in turn would be invested in 
national health, educational, energy and 
environmental programs. 


The 271-page proposal, prepared over 


the last nine months at the direction of 
the House leadership, will be offered to 
the meeting starting here Monday of the 
Democratic platform committee, which 
is expected to incorporate large sections 
as planks in the Democratic presidential 
platform. 


In addition to the views of the Demo- 


cratic leadership, the proposal includes 
ideas from all the Democratic committee 
chairmen in the House. It will be the first 
time that such a coordinated effort is 
presented to the Democratic platform 
committee. 


The plan is expected to be the key- 


stone of the Democrat's legislative pro- 
gram starting next year and was drawn 
up, in part, as a result of their frustration 
in dealing with two successive Republi- 
can Presidents who have in the last eight 
years vetoed 86 pieces of legislation 
drafted by Democratic Congresses. 


The proposal has a decided new deal 


flavor, emphasizing that only through the 
creation of new jobs will budget deficits 
be reduced, the economy restored and 
the quality of life improved. 


"Attainment of full employment is 


our primary objective," according to the 
proposal, a copy of which was obtained 
by The New York Times. 


While large parts of the proposal are 


political in nature, several economists 
familiar with its content have stated that 
they believe it makes fiscal sense and is 
not, as one put it, "merely pie in the 
sky." 


Its drafters urge on what they foresee 


as the future Democratic administration 
a detailed list of domestic proposals in- 
cluding: 


— Passage and implementation of the 


Hawkins-Humphrey full employment bill 
now before Congress to reduce unemploy- 
ment to 3 per cent of all adults by 1981. " 


— A ?10 billion tax cut effective in 


July 1978, that would be structured to 
give the most relief to low and middle 
income workers. 


— Stepped up antitrust action by the 


Justice Department as part of an effort 
to damp price increases and constrain 
inflation. 


— Redrafting the tax code to simplify 


returns and increase federal revenues by 
plugging the loopholes whose costs are 


expected to rise to $135 billion a year by 
1981. 


— Improving (he efficiency of local 


governments by encouraging through 
legislation the consolidation of jurisdic- 
tions, even across state lines. 


— The offering of low-interest loans 


and tax incentives to small businesses in 
an effort lo make them more competitive 
with the major corporations. 


— Assisting consumers through the 


federal testing of products and ending 
price fixing in, for. example, the drug 
industry. 


— Enactment of standby wage and 


price controls that could be used in the 
event of a sharp increase in the inflation 
rate. 
\ 


Some proposals, such as one calling 


for the passage of "workable handgun 
control legislation," are bound to run into 
opposition and could cither be left out of 
the platform or ignored if a Democratic 
administration does come to power next 
year. 


One of the weakest sections of the 


proposal is what it terms "reform in the 
public sector" through selective over- 
hauls of the federal bureaucracy to'im- 
prove its performance, curtail its cost 
and make it more responsive to the needs 
of the people. 


"We must eliminate dead weight, out- 


moded, inoperative, wasteful and 
inefficient programs," the document 
states but no where does it specify which 
programs would be ended and who 
among the federal government's 2.8 mil- 
lion workers would be discharged. 


The recommendations run to 124 


pages, of which 115 are devoted to domes- 
tic problems. But a section on foreign 
and defense policy does call for increas- 
ing efforts to control both nuclear and 
conventional arms, seeking the reduction 
in Europe of both American and Soviet 
armed forces and attempting to smooth 
out the on-again, off-again nature of de- 
tente. 


Included with the proposal are three 


appendices that together form a partisan 
critique of the Nixon and Ford adminis- 
trations which arc accused of gross 
inefficiency, corruption and abuse of 
power. 


These appendices contain scores of 


examples of what the Democrats consid- 
er to be Republican wrong doing and, in 
the language of the proposal, are "a 
veritable catalogue of malfeasance in of- 
fice, bad policies, poor administration, 
improper and illegal actions, bad judg- 
ment and downright criminality." 


The proposals were drafted by what 


has been called the "speaker's task force 
on the Democratic platform" which was 
assembled by Speaker Carl Albert, D- 
Okla., and placed under the direction of 
John E. Barriere, the executive director 
of the Democratic Steering and Policy 
Committee. 


Yet the package will be formally 


presented to the Platform Committee on 
Tuesday by Majority Leader Thomas J. 
O'Neill, D-Mass., rather than Albert, 
another indication that Albert intends to 
retire at the end of this year. O'Neill is 
regarded as his probable successor.

were specifically designed for their 
tax-avoidance potential. 


In addition lo his apparent com- 


plete avoidance of both federal and 
state income taxes in 1970, Reagan, 
who is assumed to file a joint tax 
return with his wife, appears to 
have paid only about $2,200 in 
federal income tax in 1971. This is 
about the same amount that a typi- 
cal married couple with an income 
of $16,000 would have paid. The 
Reagans had an income in 1971 that 
exceeded $87,000. 


In 1973, with an income of more 


than $110,000, they appear to have 
paid around $7,800 in federal in- 
come tax, or about what a typical 
couple with an income of $36,000. 
would have paid. 


In 1972 and I9H the Reagans 


appear to have paid a federal in- 
come tax that was only about half 
as large as that paid by typical 
taxpayers in their over-$100,000 tax 
bracket. 


In 1975, the only year for which 


Reagan has disclosed his federal 
income tax payments, the $65,000 
he paid on an adjusted gross in- 
come of $252,000 is about $20,000 
less than the average tax paid by 
thosqathis income level. 


It has been known for some 


lime that he paid no California 
state income tax for 1970. That fact 
was disclosed in 1971 by a college 
radio station hi California and con- 
firmed by Reagan, who was then 
governor. 


He declined to provide any de- 


tails at that time or any explana- 
tion, other than a statement that he 
had suffered "business reverses" 
in 1970. 


He continued to refuse to dis- 


cuss his financial and tax affairs 
until February this year. Then, in 
an apparent response to prodding 
by Ford, he made an abbreviated 
disclosure covering the years 1970- 
1975.

come taxes, local property taxes, 
sales taxes and 
miscellaneous 


taxes. 


Records of the property taxes 


that he has paid on three pieces of 
expensive real estate that he owns 
in California are, however, avail- 
able for public inspection. 


By subtracting the property 


taxes he paid from the figures pro- 
vided by Reagan on his "total taxes • 
paid" and then making certain 
standard calculations, it is possible 
to estimate about what he must 
have paid in federal and state in- 
come taxes. 


In 1970, Reagan paid $12,201 in 


property taxes. His financial state- 
ment of Feb. 25 said that his total 
taxes paid for that year were $12,- 
536. 


Thus the difference between his 


property tax and his total federal, 
state and local taxes was only $335, 
a figure that almost certainly 
represents state and city sales 
taxes. 


It therefore appears that Rea- 


gan paid neither federal nor state 
income taxes for 1970. 


In 1971, he paid $14,319 in 


property taxes. He said that his 
total tax payments for (hat year 
were S17.853. That leavces a total of 
12,73^ for fcdeial and state income 
taxes, sales and miscellaneous 
taxes. The amount of federal in- 


come tax almost certainly could 
not have exceeded $2,200 and might 
have been less. 


Similar calculations indicate 


that he paid, at most, $10,000 feder- 
al income tax in 1972 on an income 
of more than $116,000; $7,800 in 1973 
on an income of more than $110,000, 
and $25,00(1 in 1974 on an income of 
more than JKO.OOO. 


All of these figures might be off 


slightly (but in a way that would 
make Reagan's estimated federal 
income tax payments even smaller) 
if he followed the practice of 
prepaying part of his California 
property tax, as many citizens do. 


It is possible that he had con- 


siderably more income than he has 
indicated. 


What Reagan has disclosed is 


his adjusted gross income, which 
does not necessarily include all of 
his real economic income, plus 
other proceeds that he calls "tax- 
exempt" income. 


It is not clear what kinds of 


income are and are not included 
under the heading "tax-exempt in- 
come." 


Questions concerning this mat- 


ter were among those that Reagan, 
through Lake, the press secretary 
for Citizens for Reagan, refused lo 
answer for the New York Times. 


Lake said that the income and 


tax data that Reagan previously 
had made public "is all that he 
cares to submit to the press." 


"The information is all derived 


from his federal tax returns and he 
feels it more than meets his obliga- 
tion to the public," he added. 


The heading "tax-exempt 


income" may cover only interest 
from municipal bonds. Reagan re- 
ported holding $200,000 worth of 
such bonds in his February finan- 
cial statement, and the interest in 
1975 on those bonds, which is ex- 
empt from both federal and Califor- 
nia tax, would have been $8,980. 


He reported $15,704 in tax-ex- 


empt income for 1975, however, and 
it is not certain whether this all 
represented interest on tax-exempt 
bonds. 


His statements show (hat he 


had had almost $40,000 in tax-ex- 
empt income in each of three suc- 
ceeding years, 1970, 1971 and 1972. 
In 1973, the amount rose to $43,000.

Sued doctor wins 
own suit against 
drug company 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - A 1968 medical treat- 


ment that caused brain damage to a 7-year-old girl 
has resulted in an unusual jury finding in favor of a 
doctor who blamed a drug company. 


A Superior Court jury ruled Friday that Astra 


Pharmaceutical Products is liable for harm to Dr. 
Gordon Runnels, who says he was forced to give up 
his Sacramento medical practice because of the inci- 
dent. 


The family of the girl, Kimberly Gerringer, 


already has collected a $l,3-million malpractice set- 
tlement, with Astra's insurance company paying 
$550,000, Runnels' insurance company $100,000, and 
others the rest. 


RUNNELS SAID THE girl suffered permanent 


brain damage after he used an Astra-recommended 
procedure in treating her for a severely cut leg at a 
Sacramento hospital in September 1968. 


He said he bound her leg, as the drug company 


recommended, and injected Xylpeaine solution, an 
Astra product, into her ankle vein in an attempt to 
anesthetize the cut. 


The anesthetic seeped through the binding and 


Miss Gerringer went into convulsions for 26 minutes, 
suffering an oxygen loss to her brain and permanent 
niental retardation, Runnels said. 


The 10-2 jury vote, sufficient for a verdict in a 


civil case, followed six months of testimony. The jury 
.returns Monday to consider Runnels' request for $6,55 
million from Astra in damages to him.

household occupations and 
work standards for 14 
industries and occupations 
in effect since 1968. 


Carver said the new 


minimum wage would af- 
fect 1.6 million workers 
primarily in retail trade, 
eating and drinking estab- 
lishments, hotels and 
motels, amusement and 
recreation and the apparel 
industry. 


Also, new standard 


overtime provisions would 
require employers to pay 
premium wages after 
eight hours work in a sin- 
gle day and 40 hours in a 
single week. These would 
apply for the first time to 
agricultural workers, in- 
cluding field workers. 


The proposals would 


allow a 40-hour,,, four-day 
week with overtime re- 
quired for any additional 
days worked in the week. 
But 10-hour days must be 
consecutive and by mutual 


consent of employer and 
employe.

Tornadoes, heavy rains hit 
Caroliiias; four left dead

A violen! spring storm, triggering 


tornadoes and torrential rains, swept 
across the Carolinas on Saturday, killing 
four persons, including three children 
a nd injuring al least eight others. 


Three cf the dead were children kill- 


ed in Pembroke, N.C., when a tornado 
overturned their family's mobile home. 


The children's mother, Molly Loek- 


lear, 29, was reported in critical condition 
at a hospital, and another child, Bobbie 
Gail Loeklear, 7, was 
in satisfactory 


condition. 


A hospital spokesman identified the 


dead children as Francis Loeklear, 5, 
Mickey Loeklear, 9, and Anna Loeklear, 
15 months.

Dilemma for biologists

Biologists, who have re- 
cently discovered the 
potentially 
revolutionary 


technique for creating new 
forms of life, believe they 
have acquired such a 
fundamental power that 
they face ethical dilem- 
mas comparable lo those 
of nuclear physicists who, 
a generation ago, learned 
to manipulate the power of 
the atom. 


The new techniques 


make it possible to select 
genes from one organism 
and transplant them into 
the chromosomes of anoth- 
er. Most of the research- 
ers use bacteria as the re- 
cipient 
species 
and 


suggest such benefits as 
new bacterial strains that 
could be grown in vats to 
produce such medically 
needed substances as insu- 
lin or growth hormone or 
safer antibiotics. 


The scientific debate 


over the wisdom of such 
research has been under 
way for three years, and 
the National Institutes of 
Health is expected lo 
promulgate 
guidelines 


soon for the containment 
of such research lo pre- 
vent bacterial 
escapes. 


Bui it appears that only- 
one major academic re- 
search center, the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, has con- 
sidered the pros and cons 
al its highest administra- 
tive levels.

Ihe current situation is 
that, unlike the early 
atomic energy debates, 
the genetics questions are 
being discussed publicly. 


"This is a significant 


issue and our procedures 
have always been to give 
the fullest possible airings 
to matters like this," Dr. 
Fleming said. "We have a 
highly articulate group 
here that is opposed to this 
research, and we feel they 
should be heard." 


Proponents of the re- 


search also suggest that it 
could enable agricultural 
crops to generate their 
own fertilizer, vastly in- 
creasing the world's food 
supply. Some even talk of 
modifying 
the 
normal 


bacteria inhabiting the 
mouth so that they do not 
produce loolh decay. 


Critics warn, however, 


(hat the research could 
accidentally produce new 
microbes that secrete dan- 
gerous toxins or thai 
cause new disease in peo- 
ple, animals or plants. 
They say that unless strin- 
gent precautions 
are 


taken, such 
microbes 


might escape from the. 
laboratory, 
causing 


epidemics or disrupting 
ecological balances.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Declaring there are too 
many amateurs offering 
sex advice, a national 
organization has published 
a consumer guide lo certi- 
fied sex therapists 
and 


educators. 


The $3 guide, issued by 


the American Association 
of Sex Educators, Counse- 
lors and Therapists — AA- 
SECT — is a state-by-state 
listing of persons in the 
United States, Canada and 
abroad who -have been 
certified under AASECT 
guidelines. 


It was published in re- 


sponse to a huge number 
of requests from the pub- 
lie for help in choosing 
qualified- counselors and 
steering clear of quacks 
and amateurs, says Dr. 
Patricia Schiller, AASECT 
executive director. 


-"The American people 


seem to be suddenly 
plagued with sex prob- 
lems," the association has 
stated. "As the demand 
grew, the supply grew to 
meet it. "In recent years, 
the qualified and unquali- 
fied alike have moved into 
the field, with a variety of 
motives ranging from 
human compassion to cu- 
pidity. 


"Their credentials have 


ranged from long years of 
rigorous professional 
training to a smattering of 
superficial information 
picked up in a weekend 
crash course ... This is no 
field for the well-meaning 
but incompetent ama- 
teur." 


Those listed in the "Na- 


tional Register of Certified 
Sex Educators and Sex 
Therapists" are definitely 
not beginners. 


To be certified, educa- 


tors had to have a bache- 
lor's or master's degree, 
plus three years of experi- 
ence in sex education — or 
a doctorate plus two 
years. At least 1,000 hours 
of clinical experience and 
a minimum of a master's 
degree or equivalent were 
mandatory for therapists. 


"A good number of pec- 


pie, including doctors, 
have been turned down be- 
cause they didn't meet the 
criteria," Dr. 
Schiller 


says. 


The guide lists 184 


therapists, including the 
Masters-Johnson team in 
St. Louis, and 492 sex 
educators, 
including 


prominent psychologist Al- 
bert Ellis of New York. 


In the case of each 


educator, Ihe booklet tells 
the population he educates 
(children, adolescents or 
adults) and the environ- 
ment in, which the educa- 
tion lakes place (college, 
church, clinic, hospital 
and the like.) 


For therapists/ the 


guide gives the method of 
treatment used and the 
groups treated by each — 
adults, lecn-agers, cou- 
ples, engaged or divorced 
people, homosexuals, the 


aged or the handicapped. 


Anyone looking for a lit- 


tle hanky panky under the 
guise of therapy will be 
disappointed. The educa- 
tors and therapists listed 
have agreed to an ethical 
code which. bans nudity 
and body contact between 
patient and therapist for 
the purpose of erotic 
stimulation. 


"If a therapist says he 


has to have sexual inter- 
course with a patient in 
order to help, he's totally 
wrong," Dr. Schiller says. 
"You advise the patient's 
partner to do what should 
be done. You don't do it 
yourself." 


The director, who is 


also an assistant professor 
at the Howard University 
College of Medicine, adds 
that there is no law to stop 
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a person from advertising 
himself as a sex therapist, 
despite lack of credentials. 


Recent best sellers on 


sex and "the simplistic ap- 
proach used In profession- 
al journals and books" ex- 
plaining how to get more 
enjoyment from sex, have 
inspired many people to 
go into the sex-counseling 
business with no special 
training, Dr. Schiller says.

organization, 


Saturday released a study 
that posed a generally 
pessimistic picture of nu- 
clear power. 


Denis Hayes, author of 


the report, said worldwide 
sentiment against nuclear 
power is growing, adding, 
"the 
world is already 


beginning to rethink the 


i consequences of a future 
* based on nuclear energy." 


Hayes told a news con- 


ference he was largely 
indifferent about nuclear 
power when he began the 
study. He said he has con- 
cluded conservation and 
development of such alter- 
native energy sources as 
wind and solar power are 
the best solutions for 
world energy needs. 


HAYES 
SAID 
the 


spread of nuclear power 
and 
proliferation of nu- 


clear weapons are in- 
separably linked. Nuclear 
material for peaceful 
power can be diverted for 
bombs bei'ause of inade- 
quate controls, he said, 
noting that India had done 
just that. 


At the end of 1975. there 


were 158 commercial reac- 
tors in 21 countries, and 
many more planned or 


under construction, the 
study said. 


"Widespread 
weapons 


proliferation is sure to fol- 
low on the heel? of com- 
mercial nuclear power fa- 
cilities," Hayes said. 
"With each additional fin- 
ger on the nuclear trigger, 
the chances of an acciden- 
tal or intentional nuclear 
war grows greater." 


A shortage of uranium 


fuel will increase costs 
and push the move toward 
planned plutonium-power- 
ed reactors, the report 
said. Plutonium, a radio- 
active byproduct of urani- 
um power, has been pro- 
posed as a fuel produced 
by so-called breeder reac- 
tor to power other reac- 
tors. 


If nuclear development 


follows original plans, 
Hayes said, 410 million 
pounds of plutonium would 
be produced by the year 
2020. The highly toxic sub- 
stance could be used to 
make bombs not only by 
governments but also by 
terrorists.

pipeline builders on (he

ed. 


The varying interpreta- 


tions of pipe welds 
are 


contained in a $4.5 million 
audit of the 35,600 x-rays, 
or radiographs, of welds 
made to date on the pipe- 
line project. The audit was 
conducted by Alyeska 
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Pipeline Service Co., the 
consortium 
formed 
by 


eight major oil companies 
building the pipeline. 


A summary of the audit 


results 
were obtained 


Friday by the Associated 
Press. 


State officials in Juneau 


said if the project's com- 
pletion is delayed three or 
four months beyond its 
scheduled target date of 
July 1977, Alaska has 
enough money in its treas- 
ury to meet the cost of 
running the government 
"but beyond that there 
will be some problems."

He denied that the study 


was an attempt to deter- 
mine what forces led to 
the U.S. defeat in Viet- 
nam. However, a U.S. 
Army officer familiar with 
the project said that the 
study could serve such a 
purpose. 


The study will draw on 


knowledge of Vietnamese 
refugees who have settled 
in the United States. "We 
feel it is very important to 
know their feelings on 
things," 
said Palmer. 


"And 
knowing (hem will 


be good for our histo- 
rians." 


According to Palmer, 
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the Pentagon has contract- 
ed with a defense research 
group called General Re- 
search Corp. to carry out 
the project. General Re- 
search of Sterling, Va., 
has a "roughly $250,000 
contract" for the first 
year of the study, which 
began in March, said 
Palmer. 


Palmer says the study 


could run three or more 
years. He said it would 
initially cover strictly 
military aspects of the 
war, but it could be ex- 
panded into other areas 
such as the U.S. pacifica- 
tion program. 


He said that when the 


project is completed fu-

The 
official said that if the 
estimated 520,000 barrels 
of oil believed still inside 
the tanker could be kept 
out of the sea, the beaches 
around La Coruna would 
be clean within one month. 


Biologists fear the oil 


spill and the detergents 
may have destroyed much 
of the sea life in the area.

Historian Samiiel Eliot Morison dies at 88

Thrifty 


I'm interested in investing my 


money in the certificates of deposit 
offered by certain thrift and loan 
associations. How safe are such in- 
vestments? M.C., Paramount. 


Unlike virtually all bank and sav- 


ings and loan accounts, deposits 
with thrift and loan associations, 
which basically are finance compa- 
nies, are 
not federally insured, 


although they are insured by a pri- 
vate company. By state law thrift 
and loan companies must belong to 
the Thrift Guaranty Corp. of Cali- 
fornia, a private, nongovernment 
association. This corporation col- 
lects a fee from each member 
company to insure its accounts up 
to $10,000 each, according to a 
spokesman for the California De- 
partment of Corporations, which 
regulates such firms. Because the 
thrift and loan industry is self-in- 
sured, the spokesman said some 
investors believe there may be 
more risk involved than with banks 
and savings and loan associations. 
For this reason, state law prohibits 
such firms from using the term 
"savings" in their advertisements; 
they must refer to depositors' ac- 
counts as investments. Generally, 
thrift and loans pay slightly higher 
interest.

Medi-Cal stickers. I need your help 
again. The stickers for my daugh- 
ter and me are supposed to be 
mailed to us each month, but for a 
long time I have had to go down to 
the Department of Public Social 
Services office monthly to pick 
them up. I don't have a car, and it 
is a hardship for me to gc there. 
My daughter is 10 and has a heart 
condition, and I need the stickers 
for her, especially in case of an 
emergency.

We contacted DPSS' 
public relations office for you, and 
hours later we were informed that 
your Medi-Cal stickers had been 
mailed to the prepaid health plan 
group you joined some time ago 
and the ones you picked up each 
month weren't supposed to be given 
to you. Your social worker has con- 
tacted you and explained the 
mixup, and, according to the public 
relations office, the social worker 
will help you cancel your unwanted 
membership in the health plan 
group.

Rockefeller, completing a Bicenten- 
nial visit under tight security, reaf- 
firmed his support Saturday for 
President Ford and said he was 
confident that Ford would win the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. 


"1 think he will be nominated 


and will go on to victory," Rocke- 
feller told reporters before board- 
ing Air Force II for the return to 
New York. 


Earlier, hundreds of German 


police sealed off St. Paul's Church 
in downtown Frankfurt, where 
Rockefeller and Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt addressed 1,000 guests at 
the 
German celebration of the 


American Bicentennial. 


Authorities feared thai leftists 


would attempt to disrupt the event, 
which coincided with the funeral in 
West Berlin of anarchist leader Ul- 
rike Meinhof. 


Demonstrations were banned in 


Frankfurt, and only a few nonvio- 
lent protesters were seen outside 
the church. 


In a 35-minute speech, Rocke- 


feller appealed to the Western 
allies to beef up naval power be- 
cause of Soviet naval threats. 


"We are being challenged by 


the worldwide growth of (he Soviet 
Union's naval power — in ships,

technology," the vice president 
warned. 


He said the time was at hand 


"to greatly accelerate the rebuild- 
ing of the free-world naval power" 
to counter the Soviets. 


Concorde due as 
bid for ban opens 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


controversial Concorde supersonic 
passenger jet will make its first 
trip in two years to the United 
States on Monday when French 
President Giscard d'Estaing begins 
a six-day visit. 


The flight will come only two 


days before a federal appeals court 
begins bearing arguments aimed at 
banning the fast but noisy aircraft 
from landing in scheduled service 
at two U.S. airports. It will come 
only seven days before the Con- 
corde is to begin regularly sched- 
uled 
flights into Washington's 


Dulles International Airport. 


Giscard d'Estaing is to travel 


on the Concorde to Andrews Air 
Force Base in Maryland, the same 
airport that President Ford uses 
for his travels aboard Air Force 
One. 


THE PLANE, which can fly at 


nearly 1,400 miles per hour, also 
will be used for the French presi- 
dent's trip from Washington to 
Houston and from New Orleans to 
the Caribbean Island of Guadeloupe 
and to Paris, the State Department 
said. 


Giscard d'Estaing will use con- 


ventional subsonic jets from Presi- 
dent Ford's fleet for trips from

A 7 reading is a 
"major earthquake, capable of 
heavy damage; 8 is a "great" 
earthquake, capable of tremendous 
damage. The San Francisco earth- 
quake of 1906 registered 8.3 on the 
Richter scale.

Energy official 
blasts Prop. 15 
nuclear cutbacks

A federal energy official told a 


congressional subcommittee Satur- 
day-that California "cannot forego 
the nuclear energy option." 


Robert D. Thorne, chief of the 


Energy Research and Development 
Administration's (ERI)A) San Fran- 
cisco office, cautioned against nu- 
clear cutbacks implied in Proposi- 
tion 15. 


He told the House subcommit- 


tee on Energy Research and Devel- 
opment and 
Demonstration: "If 


Proposition 15 passes, the utiliza- 
tion of nuclear power as a viable 
energy option will be deferred 20 to 
30 years. 


Considering our 
precarious 


energy position, I feel quite strong- 
ly that California cannot forego the 
nuclear energy option." 


ERDA Regional Administrator 


William Arntz told the five commit- 
tee members meeting in Los An- 
geles that California can't expect to 
fill its energy needs with oil and 
gas from other areas if it rejects 
nuclear power. 


"Unfortunately, California can- 


not rely on resources such as 
Alaskan oil, Northwest power, or 
the coal, water or land resources of 
the Southwest. All of these re- 
sources are already committed to 
meet increasing national or local 
energy needs," Amtz said. 


Arntz refuted the findings of a 


University of Texas study which 
concluded that restrictions in 
Proposition 15 would have minimal 
effects if California could secure 
adequate supplies of alternate ener- 
gy sources.

which—barring an unfore- 
seen settlement—will go 
on for some years .to 
come. 


—A subtle legal rcaoeu- 


ver initiated in 1962 by the 
architect of TWA's legal 
action 
against Hughes, 


John F. Sonnett, a presti- 
gious Wall Street lawyer 
and onetime Justice De- 
partment antitrust chief, 
who since has died. 


It all started back in the 


mid-1950s, when the na- 
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lion's airlines were getting 
ready to enter the jet age 
and 
Howard 
Hughes, 


through Hughes Tool, 
owned 78 per cent of the 
slock of TWA. 


After Pan 
American 


World Airways placed the 
first order for jets in 1955, 
one airline after another 
began entering into con- 
tracts for the manufacture 
and delivery of the new 
equipment. The planes 
were scheduled to be put 
into service in 1959 and 
1960. 


The one major excep- 


tion in the scramble to 
order the jet aircraft was 
TWA. Hughes, as was his 
custom, procrastinated. 


When he finally decided 


the following year to place 


an order—a decision thai 
represented a substantial 
financial commitment for 
any airline—Hugnes de- 
vised a financial plan 
peculiar to his personal 
business empire. 


The planes were to be 


purchased not by TWA but 
by Hughes Tool Co., which 
in turn would then lease 
the planes to the airline. 


The plan, as outlined in 


court records, had two 
purposes: 


—To allow Hughes to 


use the tool company's in- 
vestment hi the jets to off- 
set the company's soaring 
profits, thereby sharply 
reducing Hughes' federal 
income-tax payments. 


—To allow Hughes to 


maintain firm control of 


the airline— a long-cher- 
ished Hughes 
business 


p:actice. If he were to bor- 
row rhoney in the tradi- 
tional money markets, the 
lending institutions might 
impose restriction on the 
way he ran TWA. 


So it was that in 1961 


TWA went into U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in New York 
City and filed a damage 
suit against Hufehes and 
Hughes Tool Co. 


But Hughes remained in 


seclusion, beyond the 
reach of process-servers.

NEW YORK - The three O'N'cil 


brothers — Thomas F\, Michael G. and 
John — like to say they ran the General 
Tire and Rubber Co. as a troika, with no 
particular dedication to such convention- 
al trappings of the executive suite as 
organization tables, flow charts and man- 
agement concepts. 


That free-form style has made Gener- 


al Tire, founded by the late William 
O'Neil 60 years ago, one of the industry's 
most profitable companies. 


At the same time, in Ihe opinion of 


some securities analysts, General Tire is 
still so much of a family-run business 
that the company was particularly vul- 
nerable to the kind of charges 
Ihe 


Securities and 
Exchange Commission 


made against it last Monday. 


"THE O'NEILS EACH run their own 


show in Iheir own separate areas of re- 
sponsibility," one securities analyst said. 
"You have to accept the possibility that 
some things happened underneath them 
that they didn't know anything about. On 
the other hand, General (ends to take its 
tone from the top." 


The SEC's allegations included con- 


(entions that General, the industry's fifth-

General Tire consented to an injunc- 


tion in which it neither denied nor admit- 
ted the validity of the SEC's allegations. 
As part of the settlement, General Tire 
agreed to assign a five-man committee of 
outside directors to make their investiga- 
tion of the charges. 


Many of the charges were similar to 


allegations the SEC had filed against 
other major corporations such as the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp., the Gulf Oil 
Corp. and the Minnesota Mining and 
Manufacturing Co. 


There are some distinct differences in 


Ihe General Tire ease, however. Some of 
the SEC's allegations about bribery of 
foreign officials in Chile, Morocco and 
Rumania repeal charges that have been 
made before the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission^ They were voiced by a 
group that is competing 
for the 


television-station license that a General 
Tire subsidiary, RKO General Inc., holds 
on WNAC-TV in Boston. 


The record in that case is still open. 


A judgment against RKO, based on the 
bribery allegations against the parent 
company, could cost General Tire its 
prosperous Boston TV outlet. An adverse 
ruling by the FCC could also conceivably 
lead to challenges of RKO's operation of 
its three other television stations (in New 
York, Los Angeles arid Memphis) and 
nine radio station^.

Health plan would enrich 
doctors, Tmmey claims

Sen. John Tunney, D- 


Calif., told a Long Beach- 
area rally Friday that a 
national health insurance 
program this year would 
enrich doctors and threat- 
en runaway inflation and 
bankruptcy. 


The $145 billion pro- 


gram implemented among 
the nation's short supply 
of doctors would only 
"make doctors billionaires 
instead of millionaires." 


He blamed the doctor 


shortage on the American 
Medical 
Association 


"which decided 35 years 
ago to limit the number of 
doctors produced and the 
kinds of services nurses 
ind paramedics could pro- 
vide in order to increase 
the incomes of doctors. 
They succeeded. Those in- 
comes have been going up 
smartly, faster than in 
any other profession. 


• "We've 
not 
had 
the 


•guts, for 40 years, to break 
up the AMA cartel." 


!" SPEAKING at Local 
148, UAW Hall, 3971 Pixie 
Ave., Lakewood, Tunney 
said he supports the con- 
cept of national health 


care but that it must be 
done in a step-by-step, ra- 
tional manner. 


"We need to substantial- 


ly increase the number of 
slots available in medical 
schools and increase the 
kinds of services r.urses 
and paramedics may be 
licensed by the state to 
perform," he said. 


He charged that the 


Nixon administration fail- 
ed to "spend a dime" of 
some $50 million author- 
ized for medical school 
construction. 


Tunney acknowledged 


to a questioner the sen- 
sitivity of Prop. 15, the nu- 
clear power plants initia- 
tive on the June 8 primary 
ballot, but said he would 
vote "No." 


Noting that he was the 


only statewide officeholder 
to have taken a public 
position on Prop. 15, Tun- 
ney said there was no 
question that the elimina- 
tion of nuclear technology 
would mean an inadequate 
supply of electricity to the 
end of the century. 


He conceded the risks of 


nuclear waste storage 
cited by proponents of the 
measure but suggested 
that a nation which knows 
how to split the atom 


"might be able to devise 
techniques 
to 
store 


wastes." 


TUNNEY SAID he was 


proud of his record in the 
Senate, 
"important in 


benefits to the average 
citizen but also in what I 
kept 
government 
from 


doing to you." 


He said he was among a 


handful 'who took on attor- 
ney general nominee Rich- 
ard Heindienst over the 
ITT scandal of a few years 
ago and "who took on Pat 
Gray," acting FBI direc- 
tor, blocking h'is appoint- 
ment. 


"I was the first senator 


on the floor to call for 
Richard Nixon's resigna- 
tion one year before he 
resigned," he said. 


It was his amendment, 


he said, which prevented 
the 
administration's 


"trying to sneak a new se- 
cret war on us in Angola." 


The senator defended 


his support of the Bl 
bomber as "a valid weap- 
ons system to deter the 
Soviet Union for years to 
come...I think we've got 
real problems with the 
Soviet Union. I don't un- 
derestimate them. They 
are aggressive and expan- 
sionist."

Spoek—Sherlock Holmes. 
Nimoy has the title role in 
William Gillette's turn-of- 
the-century treatment of 
the sagacious 
sleuth, 


"Sherlock Holmes," cur- 
rently at Chicago's Shu- 
hert Theater. 


"I've always felt 1 


should dp Holmes some- 
day," said Nimoy, now <15. 
"I think my chemistry, 
my looks, my image all 
are helpful in playing that 
role. Besides, I understand 
Holmes. 


"1 guess the rcascm I 


relate so strongly to 
characters like that has to 
do with my feelings about 
myself, the way 1 perceive 
tilings. I've really always 
considered myself an out- 
sider, ever since I can 
remember. 
It wasn't by 


choice; it just happened. "l 
don't follow trends the 
way a lot of people do. I'm 
not gregarious. I don't 
strike up 
conversations 


with people easily. I love 
my family, of course, and 
1 have some dear friends, 
but 1 don't enjoy being 
around a lot of people, and 
I've never enjoyed social 
chatter. 


"In some ways, it would 


be a lot easier for me as 
far as my career goes if 1 
could go the small-talk, 
cocktail-party route. But 
that's just not how I am." 


Someday Nimoy hopes 


to p o r t r a y Cyrano on 
stage. "There are a couple 
of Shakespearean charac- 
ters I should tackle, too," 
he said. "Henry V, for in- 
stance, because of the

beauty of his speeches and 
the romance. The style of 
that character is sensa- 
tional. But I'm not really 
obsessed with playing any 
particular role the way 
some actors arc. I feel 
pretty good about what 
I'm doing now—some tele- 
vision, some theater and 
some writing." 


His published writings 


include two books of poe- 
try, illustrated with photo- 
graphs he took and de- 
veloped himself. His third 
book, called "I Am Not 
Spock," was published last 
year. In it Nimoy writes 
about himself, his craft, 
and the character he 
played for three years on 
"Star Trek." 


"Uetween the writing, 


the photography, the act- 
ing and the occasional col- 
lege lectures I dp," Nimoy 
said with a sigh, "I've 
been going pretty con- 
stantly for the last couple 
of years. When I finish up 
the Holmes role, I'm 
scheduled for a two-week 
vacation. I plan to do 
absolutely nothing. What I 
need now is time to re- 
charge my batteries and 
find out if there are some 
new values to explore in 
my life." 


This fall, he's scheduled 


to host a new show called 
"In Search of," a prime- 
time series of half-hour 
documentaries on unex- 
plained 
phenomena. 


Topics 
include voodoo. 


haunted houses, UFOs and 
the search for Atlantis. 


"I'm 
fascinated by 


things like that," said 
Nimoy. "I don't know if 
I've ever had any genuine 
psychic experiences my- 
self, but I've read quite a 
bit on the subject, and it 
intrigues me. 


"We're in a time when 


people are finding out 
things we once thought 
were so weird, like acu- 


puncture, aren't so bizarre 
after all. There are a lot of 
phenomena we need to ex^ 
plore, and maybe find new 
kinds of knowledge." 


N i m o y ' s search for.

prompted him to enroll re- 
cently in a graduate pro- 
gram at Antioch College, 
where he's in education.

He cited how filming 


costs have risen: 


"In 
1957 we made 'I 


Was a Teen-age Werewolf 
in black-and-white with a 
young, unknown actor 
named Michael Landon. 
Studios were on a sLx^day 
week then, and we shot it 
in two weeks for $100,000. 
That picture would cost 
between $500,000 and $600,- 
000 today. 


"The trouble with our 


business is that there have 
been no technological ad- 
vances 
to 
speed 
up 


production. Movies are 
made pretty much the 
way they have been for 50 
years, and the cost of 
making them has risen 
tremendously. The amount 
of theater attendance 
doesn't change much from 
year to year, and ticket 
prices won't be rising 
wildly. That leaves the 
film company in a bind." 


"The public eats up spe- 


cial effects," he comment- 
ed, citing such successes 


as "The Towering Infer- 
no," 
"The 
Poseidon 


Adventure," 
"Earth- 


quake" and "The Hinden- 
burg." 


"Our first big success in 


1955 was a picture called 
'The 
Day the World 


Ended.'" he 
remarked. 


"Now Irwin Allen is going 
to spend $15 million mak- 
ing a picture called 'The 
Day the World Ended.' So 
what's new? 


"What the studios are 


doing now are super-ver- 
sions of the same formu- 
las. That's necessary 
because there is tremen- 
dous 
entertainment on 


television today. Televi- 
sion'can't present any- 
thing too big; you rarely 
see 
longshots on TV 


shows. Nor is there much 
action, outside of fistfights 
and car chases. Movies 
have to give the public 
something more."

Hollywood's George Pal 


said he has never shot a 
special-effects scene more 
than once.

Pal sketches every scene 
and key movement in the 
production. The pictures 
are lined up in sequence 
and fill the walls of a 
room, creating an outline 
of the movie.

Residents form anticrime 
co-ops in N. Long Beach

Even in its barest outline, the 


story carries a dull edge of terror 
toil. 


It happened on a weekend 


afternoon ;it Coolidge Park in 
North Long Beach. A baseball 
game was in progress on the park's 
only diamond when a group of 
young men came onto the field in 
long overcoats and threatened the 
players if they didn't break up the 
game and leave. 


TAi's is the first of a three-part 


scries. 


There was something palpably 


menacing about the coats, not to 
mention the weapons they possibly 
concealed; and the players wisely 
decided that the better part of 
valor lay in quiet retreat 


If they didn't know it then, they 


learned it later. The interlopers 
were members of the Crips, a gang 
of Complon-area toughs whose long 
coats are their trademark. 


MORE recently, members of 


the Crips intimidated a number of 
youngsters at Hamilton Junior 
High School, according to Sgt. Mel- 
vin Bailey, head of the Long Beach 
Police Department's diversion unit, 
which deals with youthful offend- 
ers. 


Gang intimidation is not a fre- 


quent occurrence at North Long 
B«ach recreational facilities, but it 
has taken place often enough, says 
Stan Penland, a district supervisor 
of the City Park Department, that 
niany residents are fearful of send- 
ing their youngsters alone to the 
parks. 


"There's no pattern to their 


showing up," says Penland of the 
young hoodlums, not all of whom, 
of course, are members of the 
Crips. "They drop in occasionally 
here and there." 


A month ago, they assaulted a 


park director. At other times 
they've bullied park-goers. "It's 
been going on in North Long Beach 
(or about three years." 


YOUTH GANGS are hardly an 


extraordinary phenomenon these 
days. Nor are Americans generally 
surprised by the news — issued 
periodically by the FBI — that 
crime is on the rise throughout the 
country. What may be surprising, 
though, is their response to it — at 
least in selected 
communities 


across the land, where neighbor- 
hood organizations and block clubs 


• are springing up in surprising num- 
bers. North Long Beach is one of 
those communities. 


Crime is by no means the only 


reason for the formation of the 
groups. 


The compelling issue varies 


from community to community. In 
some cases it's racial cooperation, 
in others a desire to improve the 
physical condition of a neighbor- 
hood. Sometimes it's simply a need 
to "get to know each other," says 
Ann Schreuder, who has done a 
study of neighborhood groups for 
the Calvin College Social Research 
Center in Grand Rapids, Mich. 


Still, crime is so prevalent that, 


in most cases, a sense of mutual 
protection either accompanies or 
undertones the other goals and 
strategies. And it's that underlying 
concern that was responsible for 
the formation of two North Long 
Beach groups: Concerned Citizens 
of North Long Beach and the Col- 


lege Square Neighborhood Associa- 
tion. 


Six months ago, Concerned Citi- 


zens of North Long Beach rose liJke 
a phoenix out of the smoldering 
anger of a community that felt 
threatened at once by crime and 
pornography. But there was an 
accompanying anxiety to the anger 
— an anxiety born of the fear that 
increasing numbers of blacks were 
moving into uie area and bringing 
crime along with them. 


Whatever the explanation for 


the crime, whatever the social and 
economic roots of it, many North 
Dong Beachers could only sec what, 
to them, seemed like an inescapa- 
ble correlation— as the area's 
black population grew, so did the 
incidence of burglaries, robberies 
and assaults.

When the experts can't help 


Editorials 


Keep debate sensible 


A few weeks back, Hubert 


Humnhrey told us that candidates' 
attacks on Washington are "a dis- 
guised new form of racism." 


This is a variant on the old 


charge that opponents of busing 
as the way to school integration 
are racists. 


• 
THE RATIONALE in the old 


case was that busing was the only 
.way to achieve school integration; 
therefore, the reasoning went, 
anyone who was against busing 
must be against integration. In 
Humphrey's case, the reasoning 
was that government aids blacks 
and other minorities and that at- 
tacks on those who have been in 
power are therefore attacks on 
blacks and others who have been 
helped by government programs. 


Since nobody runs as an out- 


and-out racist, it is true that rac- 
jsts have to find other ways to get 
their message across. But it does 
not follow that all, or even most, 
opponents of busing programs or 
of welfare chiselers or of big gov- 
ernment are racists. Some may be 
unconscious racists, but many are 
consciously opposed to racism, 
favor 
integrated neighborhoods, 


and favor government programs 
to help the poor and to ease unem- 
ployment. They simply also favor 


neighborhood schools, feel that 
present welfare programs 
are 


badly thought out, and sec — or 
think they see — that government 
is insanely bloated and unrespon- 
sive. 


THE QUALITY of public de- 


bate is not helped by analyses 
such as Humphrey's. Legislative 
debate is not helped by such talk, 
either. II was pleasant, conse- 
quently, to discover that in British 
Columbia the provincial legisla- 
ture has decided to try to 
eliminate certain kinds of lan- 
guage from official debate. The 
list of proscribed language bars 
legislators from calling each other 
guttersnipe or buffoon or similar 
things. It also forbids the lawmak- 
ers to describe each other as 
paranoid or senile or cowardly. 


In the United States, the prob- 


lem is rather different. That kind 
of personal attack is not much in 
evidence here. But it would be 
wholesome, we think, for our poli- 
ticians to abandon all talk of 
"code words" or "hidden mean- 
ings" or "secret racism" or "cov- 
ert sexism." It would be better, 
we think, if politicians stuck to 
debating the merit of what oppo- 
nents said without undertaking lay 
psychoanalysis in an attempt to 
find unconscious meanings. 


Priority attention, etc. 


Gus Edwards was a New York 


grade school dropout who worked 
in a cigar factory and sang at 
night in lodge halls and on excur- 
sion boats. He made his way into 
vaudeville, and in 1906 wrote a 
musical comedy; School Days. 


"School days, school days, 


dear old golden rule days," its 
title song began. "Readin1 and 
'ritin' and 'rithmetic, taught to the 
tune of a hick'ry stick." 
•'. Later, Edwards became an 
educator of sorts. His proteges in 
the fine arts of vaudeville in- 
cluded Eddie Cantor and George 
Jessel. 
: 
Vernon A. Hinze made it all the 


way through Custer High School 
in Milwaukee and Wisconsin State 


College in the same city. Later he 
received a master's degree from 
the University of Wisconsin and 
the doctor of education degree 
from USC. Seventy years after 
Edwards defined the role of 
education, Hinze presented a 
"Statement of Philosophy" to the 
Long Beach Unified School Dis- 
trict Board, which had just named 
him superintendent. 


"We must," Dr. Hinze de- 


clared, "give priority attention to 
the basic skills — reading, writ- 
ing, 
communicating, and 
the 


mathematical processes — in all 
grades." 


The more things stay the same, 


the more educators look for new 
and longer ways to say them. 


SACRAMENTO — One of the stranger 


aspects of the debate over nuclear energy 
prompted by Proposition 15 is the disagree- 
ment about whether the California Legisla- 
ture should have review authority over 
nuclear power, plant decisions of Jhe State 
Energy Commission. 


Strange after what we've learned and 


arc still learning about the dangers of 
allowing government agencies'— such as 
the CIA and FBI - to function without 
legislative review. 


BUT STRANGE ALSO because (he 


illoeic of the arguments against legislative 
review of nuclear energy matters seems so 
obvious. 


Both the initiative and the legislative 


package introduced as an alternative to 
Ihe initiative provide for legislative re- 
view, and opponents of that provision 
make two arguments. 


First, they say, the Legislature lacks 


the expertise to deal with what is an in- 
credibly complex technical subject, and 
the Energy Commission possesses, or can 
acquire, that expertise. 


And second, since the Legislature is a 


political body, what should bc~ a purely 
technical subject is certain to become 
mired in politics. 


There is one response to both argu- 


ments, and that Is that there are sociologi- 
cal as well as technological aspects of 
nuclear energy. The two cannot be sepa- 
rated, and a political evaluation and 
consensus is as necessary and as valid as a 
purely scientific evaluation and consensus. 


AS AN ANALOGY, virtually every 


scientific study made validates the conten- 
tion that children who drink fluoridated 
water generally have better teeth than 
children wlio do no!. 


If scientific considerations were the 


only considerations to have weight, theo' 
state and local health departments would 
long since have ordered that fluorides be 
added to drinking water. 


But the citizenry has determined that 


there are other considerations to be weigh- 
ed, and so It is elected entities which are 
directly responsible to the people who have 
the next-to-final say. Th« final say, of 
course, is reserved to the people. 


Nuclear energy is no less a subject for 


political consideration. 


For openers, all the "experts" have 


brought to the debate is a balance of 
scientific jargon on both sides of the issue.

tions about the continued development of 
nuclear power. Then, under the prodding 
of Hans Bethe, another Nobel prize winner, 
32 scientists signed a statement indicating 
that In then- dew nuclear power was safe 
and a necessary energy option for this 
country; I] were Nobel laureates. 


"The Union of Concerned Scientists 


next circulated a petition indicating the 
need for caution and (he need for more 
safety testing prior to rapid expansion of 


the use of nuclear power and obtained the 
supporting signatures of 2,300 scientists, a 
large proportion of whom were specialists 
in nuclear energy or nuclear physics." 


ANOTHER GROUP of 2,000 members 


expressed concern for "potentially serious 
problems" with nuclear energy and the 
environment, and then the American Nu- 
clear Society gatthered 32,000 signatures 
on a declaration that both coa! and urani- 
um are needed as power sources and 
"there are no technical problems incapa- 
ble of being effectively solved" in using 
cither. 


All of that aside, there is another, 


grave, social question. 


The potential for harm from nuclear 


fuels ana devices because of human irra- 
, tlonality and/or criminality is obvious. Be- 
cause of that potential, the security 
involved with the mining, refining, trans- 
porting and using of nuclear fuels, and the 
subsequent reprocessing and disposal, is 
intense, pervasive and expensive. 


AS THE NUMBER of nuclear energy 


plants increase, the opportunity for irra- 
tionality and criminality increases, and the 
use of security and the consequent imping- 
ing of our freedoms, including our privacy, 
increases. Whether or not we want that is 
a purely political question. 


The University'of Washington's Kal N. 


Lee, co-chairperson of the Federal Energy 
Administration's oversight committee for a 
federally funded investigation of the socio- 
economic impsct of Proposition 16, said in 
his conclusion that "the choice embodied 
in the referendum Is, I think, one of the 
rare occasions in modern life in which 
experts can tell the general public precious 
little about how it should vote." 


It is appropriate here to substitute "the 


Legislature" for "general public." 


The question, Lee said later in his 


statement, is "Can we live well without 
nuclear power? It is a question which 
democracy seems uniquely qualified to an- 
swer."

Metaphorically speaking, that's mostly 
what we're getting in the campaign of 
Jimmy Carter. 


For the unenlightened, it should be 


explained that grits, or hominy grits, are 
what you get when you take the husk off 
kernels of corn and grind the stuff to a nice 
white meal. You can mix grits with any 
leftover that's handy; you can fry grits 
like potato cakes; you can use grits (o 
thicken a soup. Ordinarily, grits are en- 
countered most often at breakfast, where 
you get them with salt, pepper and butter, 
or, if you're lucky, swimming in red-eye 
gravy. 


Grits are a Southern institution. They 


reflect what might be termed the softer 
side of Southern life. They have no particu- 
lar character of their own; they do not 
offend; they go down easy. Not counting 
the red-eye gravy, grits are wholly forget-

Carter is against loopholes; he is 


against gross tax inequities, porkbarrcl 
projects, political corruption, and ' the 
waste of energy resources. He is in favor 
of good health, fair profits for farmers, 
fair prices (or consumers, and high ethical 
standards. "The time for American inter- 
vention in all the problems of the world is 
over," he says. "But we cannot retreat 
into isolationism." 


And so on. Carter's account of his ea'rly 


years contains much that is impressive, 
much that commands respect: Good hon- 
est pork chops, if you please. Fried -chick- 
en. Turnip greens. Solid stuff. But when'he 
gets to the main course — when he gets to 
presidential substance — what we get is 
something on the side. What we get is 
grits.

Kl Dorado Park, plus nine new parks,

Bicentennial terror planned 


WASHINGTON - A terrorist group 


has rebuilt a common tanker truck into a 
modern Trojan horse to infiltrate Ameri- 
ca's Bicentennial celebration and Canada's 
Olympic games. Confidential law enforce- 
ment reports show many terrorists have 
now fixed on these two events as their next 
battleground. 


The terrorists have transformed the 


tanker truck into a rolling headquarters.

On Ihe outside, Ihe truck looks perfectly 
normal. It even has spigots which can drip 
oil. 


BUT INSTEAD of petroleum products, 


the lank holds a terrorist office, dormitory 
and arsenal. It can accommodate 15 to 20 
raiders from the hellish side of politics. 
American agents know about this mobile 
terrorist command post, but they haven't 
caught up with it yet. 


Modern terrorists come from all sides 


of the political spectrum, but they share 
the concept that their cause will profit 
from disruption, disorder and bloodshed. 
Some are highly trained commandos, skill- 
ed in the nightmarish uses of our modern 
technology. The government reports warn 
onimously that terrorists might even use 
"nuclear materials" as radioactive poisons 
or to build bombs. 


The United States and Canada are 


working together to prevent the terrorists 
from spoiling the Bicentennial and Olym- 
pic spectacles. Both the FBI and Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police are redoubling 
their efforts to stop the terriorists before 
they strike. The customs services of both 
countries are watching for smuggled weap- 
ons. The State Department has appointed a 
"coordinator for combating terrorism." An 
informal White House task force and the 
Canadian Ministry of External Affairs are 
also working on (he counter-terrorist cam- 
paign. 


THE CLASSIFIED working papers of 


(he two governments read like grim text- 
books on insurgency warfare. The official 
documents show how the terrorists plan to 
follow classic guerrilla warfare strate- 
gems, mixing with the local populace be- 
tween hit-and-run attacks. The terrorists 
also employ smuggling tedmiques from 
the worlds of international crime and 
espionage to move their weapons across 
borders. 


The official reports discuss a variety of 


disguise and diversionary tactics the ter- 
rorists are known to use. They convert the 
ordinary into a camouflaged weapon. For 
example, camera-laden tourists are a 
standard sight at such events .as Bicenten- 
nial pageants and Olympic games. But the 


official reports warn some "tourists" may 
be disguised terrorists and their cameras 
may be deadly weapons. 


Lawmen have discovered, for example, 


that the new Polaroid cameras with large 
film packs can conceal small pistols whose 
grips have been removed. The ordinary 
Kodak film box, one intelligence report 
says, may be used by terrorists to hide 
tiny lethal devices known as "Dutch mini- 
grenades." 


GOVERNMENT AGENTS have also 


learned that terrorists may conceal small 
machine guns in attache cases. Trigger 
extensions protrude from the case. What 
appears to be an ordinary briefcase can be 
held "under the arm (to) fire into a crowd- 
ed ares," according to one document. 


Intelligence reports suggest the terror- 


ists are most likely to strike in July, the 
month that the Bicentennial celebrations 
reach their climax and the Olympic games 
opi-n. Enormous numbers of tourists are 
expected at these events. 


U.S. and Canadian officials have pin- 


pointed some of the terrorist organizations 
which are expected to cause trouble. The 
Japanese Red Army, as a prime example, 
is described in the confidential reports as a 
group of no more than 30 anarchists. Yet 
they have succeeded in shocking the world 
by massacring 28 people at the Tel Aviv- 
airport in 19T2, hijacking a Japan Air Lines 
plane in 1973, bombing Shell Oil tanks in 
Singapore in 1974 and seizing the U.S. 
Embassy in Kuala Lumpur in 1975. 


There is also the Fuerzas Armadas de 


Liberacion Nacional Puertorriquena, 
which ostensibly seeks Puerto Rican inde- 
pendence from the United States. Accord- 
ing to the official documents, this terrorist 
group blatantly claims credit for 10 U.S. 
bombings in October 1975. The official re- 
ports warn this group may work with the 
Puerto Rican Socialist Party, controlled by 
Fidel Castro, to disrupt the Bicentennial. 


AN ANTI-CASTRO terrorist group, the 


Frentc de Liberacion Nacional de Cuba, 
may "cause problems" at the Olympics 
because of Cuba's participation in the 
games. This group, according to the docu- 
ments, "is known to possess a large 
amount of C-4 explosives, which it may use 
against pro-Castro and Soviet targets." 


Perhaps the strangest group of terror- 


ists, identified as a Bicentennial and Olym- 
pic threat, is the "Rastafarian Move- 
ment.'1 The intelligence data says the 
group is also known as "the Niyabingi 
Order, the Miyamen, the Beardsmen, the 
Locksmen, the Rude Boys and the 
Dreads." 


The Rastafarians, one of the oldest of 


the terrorist groups, is an all-black cult 
originating in Jamaica in 1830. They be- 
lieve "that the past Emperor of Ethiopia, 
Haile Selassie, was the living God ... and 
that the ways of the white man are evil." 


The documents say that the Rastafar- 


ians advocate the liberal use of marijuana 
and have been associated increasingly with 
violent rebellion and terrorism. In New 


York City alone, they have an estimated 
3,000 members of varying levels of activi- 
ty-

both sides of the border are beefing u'p 
their antiterrorist campaign. But the key 
to defeating the terrorists lies with the 
populace. Terrorists need confusion, chaos 
and a submissive populace to operate suc- 
cessfully in any country. They describe 
themselves as the "fish" who will hide this 
summer in the sea of tourists. 


If the people of the United States and 


Canada deny the terrorists the strategic 
hospitality they need, the fanatics among 
us will have more trouble and less success.

It was not a new strategy, but it 


made sense to a lot of people, in- 
cluding leaders of Concerned Citi- 
zens. The theory behind it is that 
by knowing Iheir neighbors and 
watching out for one another, resi- 
dents of an area can discourage 
criminals — especially burglars — 
from operating in the neighbor- 
hood. 


In integrated areas like College 


Square, where there are four 
blacks to every six whites, the 
promotion 
of 
ncighborliness 


inevitably lends itself to improved 
race relations — a side effect that's 
hard to ignore in the face of what 
seems to be an uneasy peace in 
many northern cities. In more than 
a few neighborhood groups, the 
promotion of integration 
is a 


deliberate strategy — or what Ann 
Schreiider calls "a positive orienta- 
tion." 


"It's as though people are say- 


ing 'Look, before things get worse, 
lot's get together and do something 
about it. Let's make integration 
work. Let's stop waiting for City 
Hall to act, and let's do somelhing 
about crime ourselves.1 


"What we're really swing," 


says Miss Schreuder, "is a save- 
the-city movement." What we're 
also seeing, say other observers, is 
a realization on the part of whites 
that they can't keep running. In a 


sense, it's an acknowledgement of 
the fact that the suburbs 
are 


becoming too remote and too 
expensive to make continued flight 
a realistic alternative — especially 
for 
those whose resources have 


been outstripped by the price of 
housing. 


Terry McKeag and her hus- 


band, for example, are a working 
class couple who have lived in 
North Long Beach for the past six 
years. They have four children. 
And even if they were of a mind to 
flee, which they're not, (hey'd have 
nowhere to go, says Mrs. McKeag. 


In addition to their house, 


' which they bought for $20,000, they 


put an additional $7,000 into a pool. 
a wooden fence, an extra bath and 
a couple of additional bedrooms. 


"We did a lot of the work our- 


selves," she says. "I can't afford to 
move now. I don't want lo lose the 
investment we have in this house, 
and we can't afford to make the 
$300 or $400 monthly payments on a 
new house." 


In the view of Mrs. Jean Gregg 


Milgram, executive director of Na- 
tional Neighbors, a Philadelphia- 
based federation of 83 interracial 
neighborhood groups, the wide- 
spread efforts to make integration 
work on a neighborhood 
basis 


represent an incipient grass roots 
movement in the country. The 
movement may in fact be spawning 
"a (new-found) sense of community 
in the cities," she says. 


There's little doubt that the Col- 


lege Square 
association, even 


though it is not a member of Na- 
tional Neighbors, is part of that 
larger movement. Yet, hopeful as it 
sounds, the movement is not with- 
out its pains and problems, as the 


College Square people have discov- 
ered. 
; 


Two 
and-a-hslf decades of 


racial turmoil may have given the 
black man a healthier image of 
himself and knocked the underpin- 
nings out from the system of white 
supremacy. But it has also left 
white city dwellers with a confused 
mixture qf fear and anxiety — and, 
in the case of many, a hostility 
toward blacks that is only faintly 
disguised by polite deference. 


The meeting room of the Starr 


King Presbyterian Church in North 
Long Beach is painted a pleasant 
pastel green.

"After 
I saw the movie," he said, "! 
thought to myself: 'how do I tie in 
redlining to crime'?" 


But he took a crack at it in a 


talk that ranged from housing dis- 
crimination and racial prejudice to 
job discrimination, poor schooling 
and upward mobility among 
blacks. Approaching the conclusion 
of his talk, he posed a rhetorical 
question: what happens when 
members of a minority move into 
an otherwise all-white neighbor- 
hood? 


But before he had a chance to 


say any more, a man in one of the 
middle rows interrupted him. The 
man. in his 
mid-fifties perhaps, 


was obviously agitated. He had sat 
through Levi's talk, quietly shaking 
his head; and now, unable to con- 
lain himself any longer, he blurted 
out his own response. 


"I'll tell you what happens," he 


said. "The crime rate goes up. We 
get ripped off. So what's a civil 
rights lecture got lo do with it?" he 
demanded. 


Levi was taken aback, but he 


kept his composure. A couple ol 
persons chided the man for inter- 
rupting, saying he could have a 
chance lo speak later. But it was 
loo late. The man's anger had risen 
lo the point where there was noth- 
ing left to do but let it run its 
course. 


"We don't like -getting robbed 


and raped." he shouted. "The only 
reason I'm here is to keep my wife 
from being raped." With that, he 
rose and slammed the door behind 
him. 


Levi, meanwhile, was urging 


him lo stay. "I'm getting to th,at. .. 
." he said. But the rest was anticli- 
mactic, and a little embarrassing. 


Later, however; Closs reassert- 


ed his optimism. "We're going lo 
make it," he said. "We're going to 
have a good community." 


Closs, who is black, also-dis- 


closed what he had just learnJd— 
that a friend of the man's wife had 
recently been raped by a young 
black man just outside the church 
they were meeting in. 


"I can understand his anger," 


Closs said sympathetically.

trigue and a touch of 
humor. He still will not 
reveal how much he paid 
for the aircraft. 


It all started as a 


straightforward 
business 


deal similar to a bid he 
made in New Jersey on 
the plush 707 formerly 
owned by fugitive finan- 
cier Robert Vescp. 


While attempting to ne- 


.goliate that transaction, 
he heard about the Air 
Vietnam aircraft, which 
had been seized when it 
landed in Hong Kong from 
Saigon. 


The British crown colo- 


ny's government seized it 
because of liens, including 
some placed over unpaid 
service and storage fees 
owed by the South Viet- 
namese 
government, 


which had just gone out of 
business. 


The former.owner, Pan 


Am, which held a mort- 
gage on the plane, asked 
the Hong Kong govern- 
, ment for a court order to 
allow it to sell the plane 
and settle a $4,869,933.80 
claim. The court agreed. 


While the countries in- 


volved feuded about "air 
piracy" and international 
law and the new South 
Vietnamese 
government 


demanded return of the 
craft, Cannady went about 


his business of buying the 
plans and 
preparing to 


bring it back lo Long 
Beach. 


That wasn't easy. By 


international treaty, no 
country can register an 
airplane until the previous 
country issues a certifi- 
cate of deregistry. Bui the 
previous government did- 
n't exist. 


So Cannady took his 


case to Ihe U.S. Stale De- 
partment. 


"We used a little trick 


RON'CANNADY 


called the Cuban Proce- 
dure," he said. "It was the 
same procedure applied 
when an a i r c r a f t was 
flown out of Cuba when 
Castro took over." 


The humor came when 


Cannady took five Chinese 
out lo Kai Tak Airport in 
liong Kong one dark night 
and painted "Signal Hill 
Airlines" on the sides of 
his new purchase. !l land- 
ed in Long Beach a couple 
days later. 


"Since Signal Hill does- 


n't have an airplane or an 
airporl. and 
we could 


n a m e Ihe airplane any- 
thing wc wanted lo, we 
just decided to call it Sig- 
nal 
Hill 
Airlines," he 


joked at the time. 


When owned by Pan 


Am, the craft was dubbed 
Clipper Defiance. Air Viet- 
nam named it Wings of 
Peace. 


And where is Defiance- 


Peacc-Signal Hill now? 


Sans wheels, the craft is 


propped up on cradles just 
outside Cannady's tempo- 
rary quarters, an old 1920s 
hangar behind his new 
building site on Spring 
Street. 


There had been some 


talk that a Mideast or Per- 
sian Gulf sheik might buy

Millions made eligible for federal loans 


Revised Veterans Housing Act provisions clarified 


By DOROTHY WEDDELL

;. Many provisions of the revised 
Veterans Housing Act, which wenl 
into effect a year ago, still seem to 
be unknown to a vast number of 
eligible U.S. service veterans. 


The act now allows millions of 


veterans to obtain federally guar- 
anteed home mortgages, who were 
formerly ineligible, either because 
they had previously used up their 
benefits or because they were not 
covered under the old law. 


Significantly, a recent survey of 


older veterans and widows reveal- 
ed that a staggering 35 per cent 
reported haying problems obtaining 
or maintaining adequate housing. 


The first major construction 


arising directly from the act ap- 
pear.! to be Veterans Village, a 


subdivision being built in New Port 
Richey, Fla., about 30 miles north- 
west of Tampa. 


Although Veterans Village is 


open to anyone, veterans are enti- 
tled to federally gurantecd mort- 
gages which include no down pay- 
ment and no closing costs. 


According to the developers, 


this allows veterans to purchase a 
retirement home without putting 
too much of their savings ncst'egg 
in their new home. Plans for the 
development in Florida call for 
about 2,000 homes to be built, with 
a current price range of $14,000 to 
$25,000. 


The builders have put up five 


models, and report that a full-page 
ad which ran in the American Le- 
gion magazine drew more than 12,- 
000 requests for information. 


The major changes in the new 


law include: Renewed eligibility for 
veterans who already have utilized 
their original GI mortgage; an in- 
creased maximum 
home loan 


guarantee from $12,500 to $17,500 
(raised to $25,000 for certaim seri-' 
ously service-connected disabled 
veterans); ami an extension of the 
eligibilty for insured loans to veter- 
ans whose service in the Armed 
Forces occurred after Jan. 31,1955. 


The eligibility requirements of 


the Veterans Housing Act, as taken 
from VA pamphlet 26-4, revised 
March 1975, are as follows: 


i. Veteran must have served at 


any time between Sept. 16, 1940, 
and July 25, 1947, and must have 
been discharged under conditions 
other than dishonorable after at 
least 90 days active service (or for 


service-incurred disability in less 
than 90 days). 


2. Or veterans whose entitle- 


ments are derived from active 
service between June 27, 1950, and 
Jan. 31, 1955, inclusive. The mini- 
mum term of active service for the 
Korean conflict is the same as that 
for World War II vets. 


3. Surviving spouses of persons 


who served during citlier of the 
periods and who died as a result of 
service. 


•j. Any member of the Women's 


Auxiliary Corps who served for at 
least 90 days and was honorably 
discharged for disability incurred 
in the line of duty. 


5. Certain U.S. citizens who 


served in the armed forces of a 
government allied with the United 
States in World War II. 


6. Veterans who served on ac- 


tive duty for 181 days or more, any 
part of which occurred after Jan. 
31, 1955, and were discharged or 
released for other than'dishonora- 
ble conditions, or for a service- 
connected disability. 


7. Service personnel who have 


served at least 181 days in active 
duty status, even though not dis- 
charged, while their service 
continues without a break. 


8. Surviving spouses 
of the 


above eligible persons who died as 
a result of service. 


9. The spouse of any member of 


the armed forces serving on active 
duty who is listed as missing in 
action or is a prisoner of war and 
has been so listed for at least 91 
days.

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Rich or poor, you need estate plan 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the first in a three- 


part scries dealing with the importance of estate 
planning at all income levels.

Dying is not as easy as you think, at least not the 


kind of dying that leaves everything in order and 
your family well provided for. 


Bui thinking about the financial well-being of 


your family after you are gone involves thinking 
about your own going, a topic most people arc less 
than eager to approach. 


And the few who face the inevitable usually skip 


lightly over getting their affairs in order, figuring a 
life insurance policy and a house in the suburbs is 
about the best their families can expect. 


But it isn't. A little time and planning now can 


save your heirs a great deal of Irouble and possibly 
thousands of dollars in unnecessary death taxes. 
Trust funds, adequate life insurance and general 
estate planning arc not only for the rich. Anyone who 
has a family and a modest amount of property can 
benefit. 


Yet many middle-income people don't know 


about estate planning nor recognize the need to find 
out about it. Their vague, usually mistaken assump- 
tions about the laws of inheritance place in jeopardy 
a lifetime of hard earned savings: 


1. "If I die without a will, all my property will go 


to my wife anyway." 


2. "My husband and I have all our property in 


joint ownership. So when one of us dies, the other will- 
gel everything and not have to pay any death tax." 


3. "There's no point in setting up a trust for my 


children — middle-class people like me don't have 
enough money to make it worthwhile." 


Wrong on all counts. 
If you die without a will, leaving a wile and 


children, division of your estate probably will depend 
on state laws. In some states, for instance, a wife 
would get one-third of the estate while the other two- 
thirds would go to your children. 


IT you have all your property in joint ownership, 


you may be able to avoid state inheritance taxes, 
which' are extremely low, anyway, in many states, 
but it won't help with federal tax. 


The IRS will assume that the spouse who died is 


the actual owner and tax it accordingly. The only 
exception is property the survivor can prove he or 
she paid for with the-survivor's own money. And the 
IRS does not include the labor of a lifetime house- 
wife. Cash contributions are aU that count. 


The IRS allows a surviving spouse half of the 


entire estate tax free, plus an additional deduction of 
$60,000 that every estate may claim regardless of the 
heir. 


Spouses who cannot prove Ihey contributed to 


the estate will have to pay death taxes on the 
remainder. But because of the exemptions, this lax 
will be felt only by the relatively well-to-do. 


A SURPRISING number of middle-income peo- 


ple will leave an estate large enough to pay estate 
taxes on, and therefore large enough to justify a trust 
to reduce those taxes. 


"The $120,000 estate is a middle-class reality 


today," says Sylvia Porter, the financial columnist. 
And a great many fairly ordinary people who never 
had very much money during their lifetime are 
leaving estates of $200,000 and up. 


Bui because people often fail to realize their true 


financial situation, they do not put their money where 
it can work best for their families. 


Most people accumulate their estates in a hap- 


hazard way. They pick up an insurance policy here, a 
little property there, a few shares in General Motors 
or participation in an employer's profit sharing pro- 
gram. 


They rarely sit down and decide exactly what 


they are aiming for, either in terms of their own 
retirement, or what they want to leave their spouse, 
or whether they have adequately provided for their 
school-age children, says Donald Levitt, a financial 
planner for Massachusetts Mutual Life Insurance Co. 
Yet without such planning people can waste many of 
their resources. 


A man could leave a successful business to his 


children, for example, but if he failed to leave them 
enough cash to pay death taxes, they would have to 
sell the business to raise the money. 


The first thing people need to do, says Levitt, is 


to total up exactly whal their estate would be if they 
died right now. Then they need to decide, given fheir 
particular circumstances, what they need to leave 
their families to ensure their well-being. 


It is not difficult to figure how much you are 


worth. Total up your life insurance, the market value 
of your house minus the mortgage, the value (resale, 
not replacement) of the furnishings, your automobiles 
and other personal items with cash value, real estate 
holdings and stocks and bonds. Then figure out what 


the income on this property would be. Many people, 
for example, will not want to sell their home to invest 
the money for income. 


The next step is to decide what kinds of condi- 


tions you want to cover. If you have young children, 
their education must be considered. If your spouse 
works and earns enough to support the family with- 
out you, then your family will probably need less 
income from your estate than you might think. 


If the income from your current holdings would 


be less than your family will need, you have some 
planning to do. 


MOST ESTATE PLANNERS say you should 


leave your family in roughly the same economic 
position they are in with you here. If you deduct 
Social Security payments and the cost of your -living 
expenses, your family should be able to manage on 
roughly 60 to 75 per cent of your current income. 


If you are wealthy, 50 or even 35 per cent would 


probably be enough. 


Part of this income may come from investments, 


but for most middle-class families, it will come 
mostly from a combination of life insurance and 
Social Security payments. 


Social Security pays benefits to surviving 


spouses over 60 or those with dependent children 
under 18, to totally disabled spouses over 50, to 
children under 18 who are unmarried or under 22 if 
they are fulltime students, to toally disabled adult 
children whose disability predates their 22nd birthday 
and in some cases to dependent parents 62 or older. 


The payments vary according to how long the

A site for 
sore eyes

Lewis J. Arthur had beans for lunch 


three days in a row. 


Arthur (that's not his real name) is 


not all that thrilled about beans. His 
problem was that he couldn't read the 
label even with his glasses. He was 
pulling beans off [he panlry shelf even 
though he was hoping he might come up 
with corn or peas. 


Then Arthur heard about the new 


Low Vision Center at St. Mary Medical 
Center in Long Beach. It has solved a 
lot of problems for him and provided 
him with a balanced diet as well. 


There are thousands of persons in 


the harbor area who, like Lewis Arthur, 
have special problems of low vision, 
according to Dr. Orvilie W. Cole, Long 
Beach ophthalmologist who is the guid- 
ing force behind the establishment of 
the center. 


Who qualifies for the center? Any- 


one who can't perform his normal ac- 
tivities with eyeglasses. 


Do you have lo live in Long Beach? 


Not especially. The second person to 
visit the center was a woman who re- 
sides in Missouri. 


And what does the center do? It 


provides magnification and lighting de-

vices, holding equipment for reading 
materials, and special large-type peri- 
odicals and books. 


One of the most spectacular devices 


available in the center is a visual aid to 
assist persons with moderate to severe 
visual limitations. It's a closed-circuit 
television arrangement that can magni- 
fy up to 60 times and enable the individ- 
ual to read and write. 


The lettering on the TV screen can 


be reproduced as black on white or 
white on black. The latter is easier on 
the eyes of a light-sensitive person. 


Three such devices are to be made 


available at the St. Mary center. 


SMALLER AIDS will be given free 


(o the person attending the center. 
These will include items such as hand 
magnifiers, stand magnifiers (both fixed 
focus and adjustable focus), headborne 
magnifiers, visorettes (fits glasses to 
eliminate glare), reading stands, large- 
print telephone dials, large playing 
cards, bold-ruled writing paper and a 
check-writing guide (stencil that fits 
over check to make writing easier). 


Information about large-print publi- 


cations will be made available. About 
300 books, records and tape cassettes 
are obtainable from the Library of Con- 
gress. 


Dr. Cole says that among the eye 


patients who may benefit from the Low 
Vision Center are those who have a 
disorder known as senile macular 
degeneration or disorders such as reti- 
nal hemorrhages, opacities in the vitre- 
ous, retinilis pigmentosa, diabetic reti- 
nopathy or eongenitally poor vision. 


Although services at the Low Vision 


Center are free, patients must first 
undergo a medical eye examination by 
a physician and then be referred to the 
center. 


One or two technicians will be 


present at the center. Currently the 
facility, located in two third-floor 
rooms, is open three half days a week, 
but the goal is lo be operational five 
days a week. 


At the center there will be an hour- 


long eye examination in an endeavor to 
select the best possible visual aids for 
the patient. A follow-up visit about a 
week later will be given to those who 
reouire it. 


The Low Vision Center was made 


possible by a substantial gift to the St. 
Mary Foundation from the estate of the 
late Nancy and Bill Brooks. Mr. Brooks 
was a prominent Long Beach industrial 
realtor. Mrs. Brooks had expressed to 
Dr. Cole a desire to leave funds for eye 
care. A recognition plaque honoring the 
Brooks is to be erected in the center.

studio vault, the result was "That's Entertainment!", 
an all-star compilation of musical film clips that 
reaped a bonanza. It was like discovering oil in the 
parking lot outside Louis B. Mayer's office. 


Well, il was inevitable. If so many old movies 


excited so many people, there was more where that 
came from, wasn't there? So they went back into the 
vaults and came up with a sequel called "That's 
Entertainment 2." 


it was also inevitable that, like all overnight 


successes, "That's Entertainment!" and its glittering 
sequel would spawn a swarm of rather hateful little 
kissing cousins who would emerge from the wood- 
work uninvited to fight for scraps, like all the mys- 
terious claimants now scratching around for pieces of 
Howard Hughes' will. 


The first to show its ugly head is an anthropo- 


morphic ripoff called "It's Showtime!", which is a 
kind of four-legged "That's Entertainment!" passing 
itself off as an entertainment for children. My advice 
is to keep it on a high shelf, away from reach, with a 
skull and crossbones on its label. But more about that 
anon. 


"That's Entertainment 2," which opened last 


week in New York and then unfolds as the opening- 
night gala at the Cannes Film Festival, is everything 
it claims to be. While it is easy to find fault with most 
sequels, I cannot imagine anyone being too disap- 
pointed with this one. 


It's a glittering extravaganza of music, dancing, 


comedy and Technicolor excitement. Neither can I 


,' imagine two more reliable hosts than Fred Astaire 
• and Gene Kelly, who sing and dance together in 


brand new numbers for the first time since "Ziegfeld 
Follies." 


There are special lyrics for the title song that 


enable these Terpsichorean marvels to lead us in a 
time-step through the various phases of the movie, 
and enough rhythm and pizazz in the old boys to 
remind one and all that they could easily make a 
penny-bright new musical tomorrow if all the heads 
were in all the right places. 


IF I HAVE ANY reservations about "That's 


Entertainment 2" they concern the structure of the 


film, not the content, there is too much introductory 
material when we want to skip the dialogue and get 
to the musical numbers. At times, the whole enter- 
prise looks more like a TV special than a nostalgic 
tour through the great moments in movie history, 
and unless I'm wrong, I could even spot the commer- 
cial breaks. 


The sections of the film have been extended to 


include not only musicals but also comedies, roman- 
tic teams and favorite one-liners from MGM classics. 
I would have preferred some of the more obscure 
musical numbers, even from bad movies, to the 


rex 
reed 


familiar, tried-and-true numbers from "Easter Pa- 
rade" and "Annie Get Your Gun." 


Everyone will have a particular favorite that is 


missing (mine is the "Stanley Steamer" number from 
"Summer Holiday"). But that is mere carping in a 
dazzling movie with more than enough to go around 
for all. Besides, they had to leave something for 
•'Thai's Entertainments!" 


You'll sec what I mean. There's the indefatigua- 


ble Eleanor Powell, clomping her way through "Fas- 
cinafin' Rhythm"; Jimmy Durante, growling his way 
through the immortal "Inka Dinka Doo" with Harry 
James; Jeannette MacDonald chirping to Nelson 
Eddy "Oh, Charles, you can't fight the whole French 
fleet!" before swooning her way into "Lover Come 
Back To Me" ("New Moon"); and Judy, Mickey, the 
whole Tommy Dorsey orchestra and hundreds of 
rope-twirling Busby Berkeley cowboys doing "I Got 
Rhythm" (from "Girl Crazy'i. 


Bobby Van stops the show with 'a number from 


"Small Town Girl," in which he jumps through an 
entire town and ends up ui the traffic followed by 
cheering mobs and dogs doing the same dance steps. 
Bob Fosse, Ann Miller and the late, great Carol 
Haney leap through walls in "Kiss Me Kate" as 
(hough their feet had wings. The amazing Oscar 


Levant plays Gershwin's "Concerto in F," acting out 
the roles of each member of the orchestra and the 
conductor, too! 


Ethel Waters shows what legends are made of in 


a number from "Cabin in the Sky." Gene Kelly 
dances with cartoon genies in the "Sinbad" number 
from "Invitation to the Dance," then sails through 
the streets of New York on roller skates in "It's 
Always Fair Weather." Ah, they sure don't make 
them like they used to. Today he'd get mugged. 


GRETA GARBO will surprise and delight her 


fans doing a wild dance called "La Chica Chaca" 
("Two-Faced Woman"); Rodgers and-Hart, who we 
all know looked like Tom Drake and Mickey Rooney, 
show us how they wrote "Manhattan" ("Words and 
Music"); Judy Garland breaks Margaret O'Brien's 
heart on Christmas Eve singing "Have Yourself a 
Merry Little Christmas" ("Meet Me in St. Louis"); 
and it wouldn't be a show without Esther Williams, 
wet and wonderful, leading an entire flotilla of water- 
skiers through Cypress Gardens before an airplane 
lifts her into the sky and plops her into the Atlantic 
as thousands cheer. 


Lassie comes home, Tracy punches Hepburn, 


Gable fells Scarlett h« doesn't give a damn, the Marx 
Brothers stuff a flotilla into a closet-size stateroom, 
and all of Fred Astaire's socks and accessories 
match. (When 1 was 3 kid, I used to march around 
the South, in and out of haberdashery stores, trying 
vainly to find yellow socks and yellow sweaters like 
Fred's, not realizing that MGM was designing them 
that way.) 


Intellectual weight-watchers who thrive on lean, 


sparse movie material are advised to forget the 
calories and gorge. This spectacular, finger-snapping 
sequel to "That's Entertainment!" is a Baskin-Rob- 
bins special, with 40 flavors of mouth-watering sur- 
prise. It will make you feel full, rich and happy to be 
alive. 


"IT'S SHOWTIME!" is a sleazy affair, produced 


by Fred Weintraub and Paul Heller, whose research- 
ers combed through miles of film going back to early

Planning will ease way for heirs

deceased person worked and how much she or he 
earned. Widows get these benefits without having to 
pro.™ they were dependent on (heir husbands. 
Widowers In many cases have to prove dependency, 
but this matter is being challenged in the courts. \ 


BUT - AND THIS is a very big "but" for some 


people — payments to surviving spouses start to 
decrease as soon as he or she makes more than $2 760 
a year in salary. For every $2 earned over that, the 
recipient loses $1 in benefits. 


On the other hand, earnings from Investments 


can reach the millions and not affect Social Security 
payments. 


Women who are widowed should be aware that 


the Social Security system leaves them without in- 
come between their children's coming of age and the 
year the wives reach 60. The fact that jobs are not 
always easy to find for widows in their 50s who have 
not worked outside the home should be part of any 
estate plan. 


Another element in most estate plans is a pen- 


sion. But women, who typically live longer than men 
and are less likely than men to have pensions in their 
own right, often find themselves without this added 
income when their husbands die. The men had failed 
to sign up for survivors' benefits. 


In order to protect widows, Congress ordered all 


pension programs to make this option available. A 
participant may sign up for suryivors'-benefits and 
thus provide his wife with continued pension pay- 
ments after his death, although pension income 
before his death will be slightly reduced. 


But many people fail to take advantage of the 


plan. In one company, for example, only about seven 
per cent o( the retiring employes chose this plan, 


^cven though law requires that they specifically sign 
away the right. 


Even when a surviving spouse qualifies for a 


pension and for Social Security payments, survival 
without an outside job may be difficult, 


So most men providing tor a dependent wife and 


young children supplement their estates with life 
insurance — to cover inflation, unexpected expenses 
and the inevitable costs o£ college education and 
other expenses normally considered part of middle 
class life. 


And most people with or without dependent 


spouses or young children buy life insurance to 
provide themselves and their spouses with a ready- 
made savings account for retirement and the special 
expenses of old age. 


- 
HOW MUCH LIFE insurance should the average 


person buy? According jo many experts, there is no 
average person when it comes to life insurance. 
Everything depends on your circumstances — on 
whether both spouses work, on the ages of children, 
on whether the estate has a need for cash. 


If j 
rou use 60 per cent of current income as a 


starting point and adjust it to (it your specific cir- 


i cunisianees, you have a general formula to work 


with.

Assume for a moment you are a man in your 30s 


with a wife who stays home with two small children, 
If you earn $25,000 a year, you wi|l need to leave 
them an income of about $16,000 in their present 
circumstances. 


Social Security will pay your wife and young 


children about $8,500 a year providing she doesn't go 
to work. Since you have not reached retirement age, 
your pensio'n wm hot be a factor right now. 


Assuming you do not have large sums of money 


invested in real estate and stock, life insurance is the 
likeliest way to bring your family's income up to 
$16,000, to provide capital to withstand inflation and 
special expenses such as college, and to cushion your 
wife over the years before she reaches 60 and after 
the children reach 18 in case she can't find work 
then. 


To provide an adequate.yet not lavish support 


for this family, a man would need to carry about 
$200,000 of life insurance, says Don Levitt — and that 
coverage would be very expensive. 


Whole life insurance of this amount would cost 


$4,000 a year — rather more than most people earn- 
ing $25,000 a year can afford.

So what are the alternatives? 
A mixture of whole and term insurance, says 


Levitt. For as little as $600 a year intitially, a man 
could get the same $200,000 in term insurance. 


Whole life insurance is a permanent policy. It 


pays benefits when you die or, if you prefer, you may 
cash it for what you have paid in. 


Term insurance provides a death benefit only. It 


cannot be cashed in, and it is effective only for a 
specified time, such as three years. It may be re- 
newed at the end of that period but the premiums 
increase as you grow older. It is usually bought to 
cover the time when the surviving family's needs are 
greatest. 


But Levitt also recommends some whole life 


insurance just because it represents a good way to 
force savings — "Even the most careful person tends 
to play tricks with his savings, investing it here and 
there, and often losing it," said Levitt — and because 
term insurance becomes prohibitively costly at later 
ages. 


Now that you have a rough idea of what your 


estate will be, you need to figure out what to do with 
it.

The business of estate planning is 


a complex one. Here are a few gener- 
al guidelines to help your heirs. 


1. No estate inherited by a 


.surviving spouse is charged estate 
taxes unless it is in excess of $120,000. 


2. Anyone inheriting an estate 


from a spouse is entitled to a tax 
deduction of one half its value. 


3. Every estate, regardless of the 


heir's relationship to the deceased is 
entitled to a deduction of $€0,000 in 
addition to whatever other deductions 
are claimed. 


4. If one's estate consis'ts of a 


business, real estate or some other 
substantial property besides cash, 
provision should be made for a cash 
supply to pay the death taxes without 
having to sell the property. 


5. Don't bank too far afield. When 


you die, it is much easier for your 
lawyer and heirs to locate accounts if 
you use banks near at hand. This 
applies to people who fail to keep 


records of all their financial transac- 
tions. 


6.^ Leave a letter 
somewhere 


handy and visible listing your assets, 
bank accounts, insurance policies and 
other important financial documents 
so your family can find their inheri- 
tance without too much trouble. 


7. To get advice on estate plan- 


ning, check with your bank. Experts 
there will help you plan your estate 
and they can recommend reliable 
insurance people, and lawyers to pre- 
pare trusts and wills. 


8. Heirs can find out whether or 


not they have missed any insurance 
policies by checking with the institute 
of Life Insurance, 277 Park Ave., New 
York 10017. The institute will check 
its members for you to see if you 
have any payments coming from 
overlooked policies. Their member- 
ship includes companies handling 90 
per cent of the nation's life insurance 
business.

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Portraits are records 
of the progess of time

Portraits that record the life of a woman over a 


period of 60 years will go on exhibit Tuesday at Los 
Angeles County Museum of Art, 5905 Wilshire Blvd. 


The woman is Madame Helena Rubinstein and 


the portraits are from the Helena Rubinstein Founda- 
tion; they will hang through June 20. 


Offering insight into the personality of the cos- 


metics industry pioneer — as interpreted by 20th 
century artists such as Rene Bbuche, Count Emman- 
uele Castelbarco, Salvador Dali, Raoul Dufy, Marie 
Laurencin, Louis Marcoussis, Roberto Montenegro, 
Candido Portinari, Graham Sutherland and Pave! 
Tchelitchew — the paintings reflect a variety of 
styles. 


Highlights include Laurencin's very feminine 


portrait of 1943; a gouache by Raoul Dufy painted in 
1935 showing Rubinstein in a blue sailor suit with a 
bright red bow; Salvador Dali1 s surrealistic portrait 
of 1942-43 depicting her chained to a clilf by ropes of 
her famous jewels; and probably her most famous 
portrait of all by Graham Sutherland. This one, 
showing her wearing a red brocade Balenciaga gown, 
was painted in 19S9 when she was 88 years old. 


Aside from the portraits, Rubinstein's taste in 


art ranged from Impressionist, School of Paris, and 
contemporary painting and sculpture to decorative 
arts: Her African and Oceanic art is one of the 
greatest private collections known. 


For the Los Angeles showing of the travelhig 


exhibition of portraits, a selection of these latter 
wood sculptures is being lent to the museum from the 
Franklin Family Collection. There are Baule tribal 
drums, Bambara "chi-wara" dance crests, a Bakota 
reliquary figure and a Fang four-faced mask. A

Bangwa figure of a woman, perhaps a queen, from 
Cameroon has long been esteemed as one of the 
finest known African wood sculptures. 


Among Oceanic objects once owned by Rubin- 


stein are a New Hebrides hand mask, a Maori house 
post with three carved figures, and a Marquesas 
Islands club with tiki heads in each side. This once 
had a place of honor atop Rubinstein's piano in her 
Paris residence. 


CALIFORNIA EIGHT, an exhibition by the de- 


partment of education at Long Beach Museum of Art, 
2300 E. Ocean Blvd., opens today. It represents work 
of the eight instructors at the museum:'Harvey 
Barrows, sculpture and painting; Diana Manseaii, 
watercolor and drawing; Michael Murillo, drawing;

"These birth defects may or may not lx> 


incompatible with life," Dr. Larson says. 


Diagnosis of these infants can be made while 


they're still in the womb by ultrasound or by amni- 
ocentesls, insertion of a needle through the mother's 
abdominal wall into the sac of fluid surrounding the 
fetusi The ultrasound procedure is easier to perform. • 


Sometimes the condition can be corrected by 


therapeutic abortion. 


Invariably there is a maternal history of previ- 


ous stillbirths or death of the newborn soon after 
birth. 


Dr. Larson believes these families should not be 


given false hope. Five of her mothers had undergone 
at least one pregnancy with no infant that could live. 
One woman had produced three affected babies. 


When such a medical history is present, Dr. 


Larson advises testing of both parents for the alpha 
thai trait. 


Dr. Larson gave her report to the Pediatric 


Palhology Club in Boston.

j.' And it's well known that Alcoholics Anonymous 


and some of the similarly structured organizations 
for drug addicts have been more effective in recov- 


ery e f f o r t s with fellow sufferers than some 
professionally-run treatment programs. 


IT IS REGRETTABLE that under such stress, 


people tend to think of themselves in a self-centered 
way. assuming that "no one else can be like me." It 
is at such times of hurt and disappointment that the 
sense of alone-ness can be crushing.

Combating diarrhea 


A combination of the drugs trimethoprim and 


sulfamclhoxazolc has proved to be the "best current- 
ly available drug" for the treatment of shigellosis, a 
disorder that causes diarrhea. 


The finding is highly significant since the drug 


ampicillin trihydratc, which usually is used to treat 
this disorder, is sometimes failing to knock out the 
causative germ. 


Resistance to strains of Shigella, the causative 


organism, to ampicillin is becoming an increasing 
problem in the United States. 


The combination of these two medications cus- 


tomarily is used to treat urinary tract infections. 


A liquid suspension form of the two drugs was 


used in a trial against shigellosis among 28 infants 
and children in Parkland Memorial Hospital, Dallas, 
Tex. 


When the bacteria were susceptible, there was 


no difference in response lo ampicillin or to the 
combination preparation, researchers report. But pa- 
tients who were resistant to ampicillin and then 
treated with fhe combination responded well. 


Researchers were affiliated with the Southwest- 


ern Medical School of the University of Texas at 
Dallas. 
Brucellosis on increase 


The largest number of cases of human brucello- 


sis in six years occurred in 1974, reversing the 
gradual decline of the disease noted in the last 27 
years. 


The Center for Disease Control, Atlanta, Ga., 


says there were 246 cases in 197.1 — an increase of 78 
cases from the previous year. 


Brucellosis is an infectious disease characterized 


by an acute feverish stage and later by a chronic 
stage marked by relapses of fever, weakness, sweats 
and vague ache; and. pains. It is also known as 
undulant fever. 


Although slaughterhouses have long been consid- 


ered a prime focus of infection, the government's 
latest figures show that less than half of the affected 
workers were in the meat processing industry. 


Even so, contact with infected swine is still the 


greatest source of infection. But 65 cases were at- 
tributed to infection from cattle, 21 to earing unpas- 
teurized dairy products, and four cases were at- 


tributed to contact with pet dogs. One case in Arkan- 
sas occurred in a hunter who had killed and cleaned • 
a deer. 


Details appear in Infectious Diseases, a medical 


newspaper. 
Pollution is culprit 


The increased death rate among women because 


of lung cancer is not due to cigarette smoking but 
rather to air pollution, says a doctor. 


Dr. Geoffrey Myddelfon of Vaud, Switzerland, 


says the "obvious" answer to the increase in lung 
cancer is air pollution by cancer-causing particles. 


. "The most likely cause of this is the internal 


combustion engine, especially thediesel," he says. 


"Enthusiasm for the cigarette theory should not 


be allowed to hold back the thorough investigation of 
every possible factor." 


The doctor adds: 
"Whatever the truth may he on the causes of 


male lung cancer, .it is clear that four out of five 
cases among women have nothing to do with ciga- 
rettes, atxl Oie steady rise in the disease must have 
some other cause." 


He notes that in one study of 2,002 female cases 


of lung cancer, about 83 per cent were not associated 
with smoking. 
Risk to babies 


The use of even the most carefully monitored 


oxygen treatment to prevent brain damage to prema- 
ture babies still carries a risk of causing blindness. 


This is the finding of a team of specialists who 


make their report in a special supplement ot Pediat- 
rics, the monthly journal of the American Academy 
of Pediatrics. 


The complication that can follow oxygen use is 


known as retrolental fibroplasia. This is scarring of 
the eye's retina resulting from changes in the blood 
vessels of the retina, causing permanent blindness in 
some cases. 


Even though studies 20 years ago linked oxygen 


with the disorder, "the problem of oxygen therapy 
for premature infants is far from being solved," die 
specialists report "There appears to be no concen- 
tration of oxygen in excess of that in air that is not 
associated with the risk of developing retrolental '• 
fibroplasia." 


As to whether oxygen therapy should be used, 


the physician must use his best judgment, the doctors 
say. Definite conclusions await further research.

Nobody can deny the movie's rather blatant 


attempts to cash in on the success formula of the two 
"That's Entertainment!" movies, because "It's 
Showtime!" even opens wjth a stage full of dogs 
carrying umbrellas and performing "Singin1 in the 
Ram." 


Eleanor Powell does a tap dance with a horse. 


Gene Kelly sings a song with a puppy named Fido. 
Other sections arc devoted to cats, cows,-monkeys, 
dolphins, Rin Tin Tin, lions, mules and other unfortu- 
nates — many of them involved in horrifying death 
scenes filmed in the days before the Humane Society 
was formed to protect them from such cruelties.

The film Isn't even well-assembled. You don't 


follow "Lassie Come Home" with old clips from Hin 
Tin Tin two-reelers unless you know nothing about 
dramatic impact. It's fun to watch Elizabeth Taylor 
win the Graiid National in the immortal "National 
Velvet," but it weuld be more beneficial to all ages 
just to show the original film again without the 
butchery. 


Most of the animals in this film arc depicted 


smoking, getting drunk, Wiling each other and lusting 
after each other like performers in a porno movie. 
One dog even takes the law into his own hands, 
avenging himself for society by spraying a cop with a 
garden hose in his mouth. 


While it reminds us how closely our ideas of 


comedy were (and still are) related to cruelty and 
violence, I still am not much amused by the thought 
of giving the sins and flaws of submental humans to 
poor, unsuspecting animals.

Add flour, stirring with a whisk to avoid lumping, 
and add remainder of wine, as in making white 
sauce. When done, return the baked chicken pieces to 
the sauce, coal and serve.

DEAR MR. SMITH: After four years of semi- 


imemployment, I acquired a position in the Los 
Angeles area, 110 miles from my Santa Barbara 
address. Construction engineering can be unstable 
and at 61 years of age it would be too risk}- to have 
my wife quit her position and relocate in this area. 
We would be burning our bridges. 


To maintain an additional residence costs ?5,400 


a year for rent, utilities outside meals, plus 9,000 
miles to go home on weekends.. In order to be 
gainfully employed I can accept this expense, but if I 
have to pay $1,500 federal tax on this added expense, 
I feel 1 am being penalized. It certainly kills incen-

live tor wanting to work. What can I do? — N. McG. 


All of your.car mileage and other job-hunting 


expenses are fully deductible. ! believe you will also 
be allowed your present mileage if your position can 
be shown to be temporary employment, rather than 
permanent or for an indefinite term. 


Although you and your wife will suffer from the 


duplication of expenses, if you move to Los Angeles 
while she remains in Santa Barbara, the. IRS and ihc 
courts are not sympathetic. They have each ruled 
that you must separately meet the requirements for 
deducting living expenses while away from home on 
business. 


It would seem inadvisable to burden yourself 


with large amounts of additional expense, unless you 
are willing to accept the possibility of disallowances 
if IRS should choose your return for audit. However, 
if you decide to move to Los Angeles, you may have a 
deduction for moving expenses. 


DEAU MK. SMITH: My wife and I are both past 


05 years of age and our income consists mainly of 
social security. Our gross taxable income has been 
well under the $4,900 stated in the enclosed news- 
paper clipping. 


How do I go about getting our names removed 


from the federal and state mailing list? Tax forms 
continue to arrive each year as they have (or many 
years and even though we owe no lax, I do not feel 
that these forms should be ignored. — D.F.W. 


Here are some options: 1) keep filing as before. 


Some taxpayers do this because they feel belter if 
they preserve the continuity; 2) let the blanks come, 
but file only when required; or 3) send back the 
blanks with the notation: "not required to file." 


Tax laws change constantly and a radical tax 


reform program is always a possibility. There may 
be some comfort in staying on the list if only to see 
what Washington has been up to lately. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: Two years ago, after hip 


replacement surgery, my orthopedist recommended 
that 1 exercise by swimming daily. I found it imprac- 
tical from a time standpoint lo swim at a club, so this 
year, after getting a letter from the orthopedist so 
suggesting, I had a backyard pool installed. My 
question relates, of course, to writing off a portion of 
the pool's cost of about $13,000. What would be a 
reasonable formula and where in the return should it 
bc?-S.H.B. 


Any deduction of this type is listed with your 


other medical expenses on Form 1040. First deter- 
mine how much your residence increased in value 
solely by reason of installing the pool. If, for exam- 
ple, the increase in value was $7,000, you subtract tlw 
$7,000 from the $13,000 spent. The balance of $6,000 is 
your medical deduction. You can also deduct for pool 
utilities, supplies, water and maintenance. Here 
again, you must reduce the total spent by the amount 
which is the percentage of use by other people. 
Obtain free IRS booklet 502. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: I own 700 shares of common 


stock which I bought in 1937 at $48 per share. There 
was n split of two for one later on. I had to report all 
dividends and pay tax. If I sold these shares at (lie 
current market ($65) how would I report this sale for 
federal income tax purposes? — E.A.H. 


The 700 shares at $48 cost you $3,360. Assuming 


that the split was non-taxable, you now own 1,400 
shares at a cost of $24 per share. If sold for $65, you 
have a long-term gain of $41 per share (o be reported 
on Schedule D. You may add to the S24 cost per 
share, any related broker's commissions and other 
expenses relating to the purchase, exchange and sale. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: I earned $500 on some South 


Central Bell Telephone Company debentures I pur- 
chased last year, My Form 1099-Div for 1975 shows 
this income as 1) gross dividend and other distribu- 
tions on stock $500 and 2) dividends qualifying for 
exclusion. I was surprised as I expected this income 
to be shown as interest. Although I used to handle.my 
lale employer's investments this was my first ven- 
ture for myself. I mentioned it to our company 
auditor and he said it was a mistake and that I 
should report the income as interest; What do-you 
advise? — G.P.

Most likely it is interest — but why not write Jo 


the company and ask if they didn't make a mistake? 
If it is interest, don't forget to deduct any purchased 
interest from the collection in reporting the taxable 
income. Also, if purchased at a premium, you may 
elect to amortize the premium.

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Stop the rat race, I want to get off at Sark

SARK, Channel Islands — "Stop the world, I 


want to get olt." 


Everybody knows the feeling, but not everybody 


knows where to indulge it. 


How about a feudal ficfdom where no cars or 


ulcers are allowed. Where the climate is relatively 
balmy. Where you can walk from one end to the other 
in a morning. Where charm drips from every hedge- 
row and cozy cottage. Where the food is rich as 
cream and has a French accent. And where the 
jjorse, bluebells, primroses and bracken take turns 
painting the hillsides yellow in April, blue in May, 
pink in June and russet in the fall. 


Fantasy tripping? Not at all. This little piece of 


Paradise is called Sark, and it sits iii the English 
Channel with its larger and smaller sister islands, its 
remoteness and diminutive size having precluded its 
leap into the 20th century. 


Horsedrawn carriage is the means of transporta- 


tion if one chooses not to go by toot or bicycle. The 
island's stalwart cquines, which resemble Clydes- 
dales, clop, clop down tiny lanes which have never 
been violated by the automobile. 


Among the nice things about Sark is that it 


comes in two — Big Sark and Little Sark which arc 
connected by a dramatic carriage road rising 300 feet 
above the sea. Far below a deserted cove and blue 
water beckon and a winding cliff path provides a way 
if you decide to accept the invitation.

SINCE THE entire island is a mere 3te by 1% 


miles, it's not difficult to imagine the petiteness of 
Little Sark which, nonetheless, has its own village 
and hostelry. 


Sark is an immoveable feast for nature lovers. 


In adddition to island flora, there are rock pools in 
wild settings, magnficent ciffs for bold climbers aixl 
a series of unusual caves, most of them accessible. 


The island ruler — and of course it has one — is 


a former London engineer who inherited Sark from 
his grandmother, the legendary Dame of Sark, who 
died a year and a half ago. 


Now Le Seigneur (the overlord), as he is called, 


and his down-to-earth spouse have moved info Lc 
Si'igneurie, a small but magnificent manor house 
surrounded by impressive gardens. Lc Seigneuric is 
open to the public several days a week. 


Why the French titles? A logical reason. All the 


Channel Islands were French before the Norman 
Conquest united them with England, and the French 
have tried a number of times since to reclaim them. 


l.e Seigneur rules through a legislative body, the 


Court of Chief Pleas, which is composed of 40 land- 
owners, 12 people's deputies and an executive body of 
island officials. There is one member of the Chief 
Pleas for every 10 inhabitants so, although feudal, 
Sark does have democratic overtones. 


THE GOVERNENT was formed in 1563 when 


Queen Elizabeth f appointed Helier de Carteret of 
Jersey as its first Seigneur. De Carterels still popu- 
late the island, several of them operating hotels and 
boarding homes today. 


Sark has a court conducted by the seneschal or 


judge, a pre\'ot or sheriff and a greffier or clerk. 


Th court can send felons to the island's prison — 


a quaint stone building — for up lo three days! 


Sark has a sprinkling of small hotels and bed 


and board places plus farmhouses that take in guests. 
But since the entire island can accommodate only 25fl 
visitors at a time, reservations are a must. July and 
August are the busy months; the spring and fall are 
the ideal times to visit. 


In addition lo banning cars, Sark also has the No 


Welcome Mat out for airplanes, and access is only by 
boat. A motor launch runs back and forth from St. 
Peter Port, the capital of nearby Guernsey, several 
times each morning and afternoon, the trip taking an 
hour. Guernsey is easy to reach by air or boat-rail 
from Great Britain and people coming from France 
can reach Sark by sea from St. Malo and other 
channel ports or by air via Guernsey.

their rounds, and loping along under the carriages as • 
concerned passengers cluck-cluck for their safely. 


Another special quality about Sark is its quiet. If 


(he world is loo much with you, this silence is nice. 


With only an occasional farm, tractor to mar the 


tranquil sounds' of the horses (the dogs seem to have 
forgotten how to bark), you do indeed think the world 
has stopped. 


Only in Sark you don't want to get off.

manager of a club in the low, low minors 


' he nearly died when an errant fastball 


caught him on the side of the head and 


' his life hung in the balance for several 


days. 


WHAT MAGIC potion has Lucchesi 


.brewed to make the Rangers break so 
fast from the gale and boast the best 
record in baseball? 


"Every manager has a different phi- 


losophy." explained Frank, before an 
Angel game a few evenings ago. "Mine is 


to take the pressure off the kids and put 
it on me. I can take it. 


"Also, and this may surprise you, I'm 


never concerned about the players who 
play every day. The starters don't need 
any special pat on the butt. I give special 
attention to the kids who aren't playing.

This year, the five vear old 
horse won the Golden Gate Handicap in course record 
lime before his narrow defeat in the Century.

early 30 years ago, a young, ath- 


letic-looking, rather adventurous 
Frenchman sold his motorcycle 
and bought a boat ticket to Amer- 


ica. Tor six months he traveled by car 
and train in Canada and the United 
Stales, supporting himself by teaching 
French and writing articles for a news- 
paper back in France. And while at first 
he didn't speak a word of English, apart 
from "hot dog" and "hamburger," he 
managed to teach himself enough so 
he could at least gel by. In the end, 
when he returned home, he look with 
him, he now says, "a lasting impression 
of the U.S. where, unlike postwar 
France, everyone was free to buy what 
they wanted to buy, go where they 
wanted to go, do what Ihey wanted to 
do; where, in a word, everyone had ab- 
solute freedom." 


Tomorrow, Valery Giscard d'Eslaing, 


now 50 years old but still athletic-look- 
ing, is to pay another visit to America— 
this time as President of France. As one 
of the first official visitors to come cele- 
brate the Bicentennial, he and his wife, 
Anne-Aymone, will spend this week 
visiting Washington, D.C., 
Yorktown, 


Va., Philadelphia, Houston and New 
Orleans (their four children, who are in 
high school and college, are not ex- 
pected to accompany them). In addi- 
tion the French President will address 
Congress—in his now-excellent English. 


The right thing to do' 


"The main point I plan to make is 


that this Bicentennial year is a good time 
for our two countries to think about 
where we have been and where we are 
today," Ciscard lold PARADE on the 
eve of his departure for the U.S., as he 
sat along with his wife in his elegant 
office at the Elysee Palace. "As you re- 
member, France fought alongside the 
American Colonies against the British. 
We did this not so we could pat our- 
selves on the back two centuries later, 
but because it was the right thing to 
do." 


As it happens, the Bicentennial is ac- 


tually something of a family celebration 
for Giscard d'Estaing. A distant cousin. 
Count Charles d'Estaing, commander! 
the first French expedition support- 
ing the American Colonies and was 
wounded in battle. Thus, when the 
French first couple go to Yorktown to 
commemorate the spot where French 
and American forces met in the cam- 
paign against the British, the occasion 
will take on a personal as well as an 
historical significance. Adds Giscard: 
"What we will be honoring is the fact 
that after two centuries, our people 
still share the ideals of freedom and 
independence, and that we continue to 
travel down parallel paths, through 
thick and thin." 


As America's oldest ally, France has 


indeed remained with us on a "parallel 
path, through thick and thin"; one has 
only to think of the two world wars in 
which we fought together. But, as Gis- 
card is well aware, it was only a decade 
ago that this historical connection was 
at its thinnest. Throughout the 1960's, 
under the leadership of Charles de 
Gaulle, France was constantly acting 
in ways that American leaders found 
irritating—or "galling," as it was some- 
limes put. Against American wishes, 
de Gaulle insisted upon developing 
France's own nuclear arsenal (force c/e 
trappe); he withdrew France from the 
NATO command 
structure and had 


NATO forces quil France; and he never 
let up in his criticism of U.S. involve- 
ment in Vielnam. 


In de Gaulle's cabinet 


"These were not the easiest years," 


admits Giscard, who at the time was 
de Gaulle's Minister of Finance. "But 
today, I can frankly tell you that the 
slate of relations between France and 
the United Slates is better than it has 
ever been. We have no bilateral dis- 
putes between us. So when I meet 
President Ford on this visit, unlike what 
usually happens when two heads of 
state meet, there will be no major dis- 
agreements to iron out." 


At this point, Giscard says, there are 


only minor differences of opinion, ones 
that certainly can be managed. For in- 
stance, there is some disagicement about 
how our counlries should relate to the 
Third World and certain Communist na- 
lions. (France has taken a different 
stance, as in their greater support of 
Palestinian nationalism and their recog- 
nition of Cuba and Vietnam.) And Ihere 
is some concern on the French part over 
American willingness to fully support 
the Franco-British Concorde. ("Landing 
rights in the U.S. will be decisive for the 
success of our supersonic," slates Gis- 
card, who pointedly will be coming 
here on the Concorde.) 


'We like Americans' 


Then, reaching down to pet his black 


English hunting dog at his feel, Giscard 
quickly adds that these minor disagree- 
ments notwithstanding, he personally 
is satisfied wilh the good relations be- 
Iween our two countries. "Moreover, I 
can tell you lhat speaking for Ihe 
French, we like the Americans. We do. 
I svant lo point this out because some- 
times one hears of an irritation on the 
part of some French, say, towards the 
Americans. Bui this is never on the per- 
sonal level. And really, in my opinion, 
what it comes down to is the historical 
fact lhat until the 18th century, France 
was the most important power in the 
known world. Now you are. You see, it's 
not always easy to give a hearty wel-

come to a young and influential new- 
comer." 


That Giscard should see French- 


American relations in this perspective 
is, perhaps, not surprising. For, within 
the French political scene, he, too, is 
something of a "young and influential 
newcomer." In fact, when he was 
whisked into the Presidency two year? 
ago (for a seven-year term), he became* 
France's youngest head of slate since 
Napoleon. And as one veteran French 
journalist told me: "Fverything about 
Giscard smacks of youth, vigor and suc- 


cess. He's one of those enviable people 
who seem to come into the world with 
—how do you say it?—a silver spoon in 
the mouth/' 


As a matter of fact, Giscard was born 


with more advantages than most. One 
of five children of a wealthy and prom- 
inent economist, young Valf?ry was 
raised in the comfort of his family's 
countryside estate in Auvergne and 
their house in Paris. Throughout his 
youth he was surrounded by culluie 
Ihe plays the piano and writes fiction). 
And, naturally, he was sent off to the 


best schools, where he gravitated, like 
his father, towards economics. 


However, as with all other French- 


men, rich or poor, when World War II 
came, he went and served: first, as a 
messenger 
and ..gun-runner 
in 
the 


French Resistance under the German 
occupation and then, after enlisting in 
the regular army, as an officer in the 
tank corps. He fought in France and 
North Africa and was severely wounded 
by a bazooka shell that struck his lank. 
Of his war experience, which brought 
him into contact with the gamut of his 
countrymen, he says it is an event in his 
life that deeply influenced and tem- 
pered him. 


Career in government 


After the war Giscard finished col- 


lege and then went off on his solo 
jaunt to America. ("My family insisted I 
pay for it out of my own pocket, which 
is why I had to sell my motorcycle.") 
When he returned, he settled down in 
Paris and began to carve out a career— 
one that combined his bent for eco- 
nomics with a flair for politics. Hence, 
he became an assistant in the Ministry 
of Finance (1952); was elected to parlia- 
ment (1956); formed his own small po- 
litical party, a Gaullisl offshoot known 
as Ihe Independent Republicans (1962), 
and was appointed to two lerms as the 
Minister of Finance (1962-66 under de 
Gaulle and 1969-74 under Pompidou). 
Finally, with the death ot Pompidou in 
1974 and the need to vote in a new 
President, Giscard rallied the liberal- 
conservative coalition around him and 
in a close vote beat out the Socialist- 
Communist candidate for his country's 
No. 1 job.

Some people call it 
pseudo-democracy, but he feels the visits bring him closer to the people. 


"His status as a liberal artistocrat who 


might be able to change France with- 
out disrupting things.loo much ap- 
pealed to the majority of Frenchmen," 
explains )ean-Franc.ois Kahn, a well- 
known French political commentator. 
"What also helped his image was the 
fact thai he has a lively, attractive fam- 
ily, and, contrary lo French tradition, 
they took an active part in his cam- 
paign, very much like you do it in Amer- 
ica. In fact, overall, Giscard came across 
like your former-President Kennedy: a 
prince thai is not out of touch with his 
people. And as you may know/Kennedy 
is still quite popular here." (Asked 
about the comparison to Kennedy, Gis- 
card added: "I think Kennedy's attempj^ 
lo bring spontaneity and gaiety into 
public life was, and still is, something 
the public expects—and also slightly 
distrusts. Personally, I admired him very 
much, and, yes, I have tried to do the 
same type of thing.") 


New, informal image 


Thus, right from his first day in office, 


Giscard began, as he put it, "to dust off 
the Republic." He wore a business suit 
instead of the customary white tie and 
tails to his inauguration at the Elysee 
Palace, and, unlike his predecessors 
who arrived by limousine, he chose to 
come by foot. Once installed in the 
palace, he further set about informaliz- 
ing the image of the Presidency—most 
dramatically, perhaps, by inviting a 
number of "ordinary" Frenchmen to 
come dine with him there and, in turn, 
going to visit people in their homes. 


Says Giscard of these unprecedented 


visits: "In the U.S. you are accustomed 
to Ihe idea thai the head of stale is a 
person like everyone else, but here Ihe 
President has always been somewhat 
remote, off on a pedestal. By visiting 
typical French families in Iheir homes 
—my wife and I have enough invita- 
tions lo last for every day until my death 
—we can demonstrate that the Presi- 
dent is someone with whom ordinary 
contact and conversation are possible." 


Conservative opposition 


Apart from these shifts in style, Gis- 


card has also brought about some 
changes in the counlry's structure. 
Though France is predominantly Catho- 
lic, he has pushed through measures 
which have legalized abortion, liberal- 
ized the sale of contraceptives, and 
made divorce easier lo obtain. In addi- 
tion, he has reduced Ihe voling age lo 
18, ended police wiretaps, and—in a 
move that has been opposed by con- 
servatives within his coalition—he has 
attempted to introduce progressive re- 
forms in worker-manager relations and 
to levy higher taxes on the rich.

office.") As for Trance's, and Europe's, place in Ihis world of 
competing superpowers, he believes ihey must continue to 
play a somewhat independent role. Says Giscard: "While we 
recognize Ilie major responsibility of Ihe U.S. in the Western 
world, we must continue to maintain a level of security of our 
own, which is why we in France have stepped up our military 
expenditures." 


However, Giscard says he considers himself to be hopeful 


about where the world is going. II is not in his nature, he says, 
to be pessimistic. In fact, he has some positive ideas about 
the future. He feels that his own country has a special contri- 
bution to make as a model of a relatively small (France lias 
53 million people), progressive society—or socfele liberal 
avancee, as he calls it. "The world today suffers from a lack 
of vision and purpose," he says. "It has some practical solu- 
tions for problems, but it lacks a conception of the future. 
Hopefully, we in Trance can make a contribution there."

How has all this gone over? "Unfortunately for Giscard, 


not as well as he hoped,"answers political commentator Kahn. 
"The conservatives say he is trying to do loo much, and the 
Socialist-Communist coalition says he is doing loo little. You 
see, France today is a divided society, and the fact that we are 
in a recession with 1 million people out of work makes Ihe 
division even greater. For Giscard's part, in keeping with his 
campaign motto of 'Change Without Risk,' he has tried to 
bridge the gap. But more and more it appears that he may 
not make it. The possibility of a Socialist-Communist victory, 
sooner or later, begins to look very real, and right now, it's 
got Giscard scared." 


Indeed, in recent weeks, with the victory of left-wing can- 


didates in local elections and with students and workers tak- 
ing to (he streets to demonstrate, Giscard wouWseem to have 
quite a problem on his hands. And some American spokes- 
men have gone so far as to issue public warnings about Ihe 
possible danger of Communist participation in Ihe French 
government and elsewhere in Europe. Yet, at least for the 
moment, Giscard seerns to feel he can handle the situation. 
Somewhat philosophically, he muses: "When there is a dark- 
ening of Ihe political scene, people sometimes forget that in 
the end Ihe sun comes back again." As for Ihe public expres- 
sions of concern on the pan of American leaders, he makes it 
clear that it would be better if they kept their worries to 
themselves. "It is up lo us," he says, "to handle our own 
affairs. And we will." 


Worry over U.S. intent 


But if Giscard prefers America to be publicly silent with 


regard to France's domestic affairs, he makes it equally plain 
that he by no means wants the U.S. lo withdraw militarily from 
Europe or other areas in the world. On the contrary, he hopes 
the U.S. will continue to lake an active role, and he is con- 
cerned thai, in Ihe post-Vietnam period, there may be some 
hesitation to do so. Says Giscard, quite bluntly: "There is a 
feeling in the world today—in all of Africa and par! of West- 
ern Europe—that the U.S. is less committed lo its foreign par- 
ticipation than it was before. This is not desirable, and while 
in the long run we in Europe have not losl failh, we are con- 
cerned." 


Accordingly, he supports detente but with the proviso that 


the U.S. continue lo maintain its military strength and not fall 
behind the Soviet Union. (His view of dfitente advocate Kis- 
singer: "He's the man with the most penetrating vision and 
the best analyst of the world situation I have met since taking

In Chicago, a new shoulder joint has re- 


stored use of a previously immobilized 
right arm for a 62-year-old woman. 


In Boston, after years of intractable pain 


from 
arthritis-caused destruction of an 


elbow, a young woman and an elderly man 
are free of their pain lhanks to a new, re- 
markably functional elbow-joint replace- 
ment. 


These are just a few of the people with 


severe arthritis now beginning to benefit 
from an explosion of progress in the devel- 
opment of prosthetic joints. 


Our most widespread chronic disease, 


arthritis in its two major forms—osleoar- 
thrilis, which develops with aging, and rheu- 
matoid, which strikes younger people— 
afflicts 20 million Americans, one in every 
11. 


Its causes remain unknown; worse, there 


is no cure. Many victims benefit from treat- 
ment that may include medicine, exercise. 


heat, rest, physical therapy and Wiechanical 
aids. 


But for many others, such measures are 


inadequate. It's for them that rapid develop- 
ment of joint-replacement surgery at 42 
Arthritis Foundation centers and medical 
centers all over the country offers promise.

THROUGH: A dramatic development about 
10 years ago was a workable artificial hip.

Yet several knee joints have 


now become available. At 
New York City's Hospital for 
Special Surgery, Dr. |ohn N. 
Insall has recently used the 
Freeman-Swanson knee 
(named for its English devel- 
opers) to replace more than 
two dozen rheumatoid- and 
osteoarthritis-crippled knees 
with excellent results in pain 
relief, motion and stability. 


In other medical centers, 


other knee prostheses — a 
"polycentric" knee, a "geo- 
metric" knee, and a 
"UCI" 


(University of California at 
Irvine) knee—now have been 
used successfully in hundreds 
of patients. Pain is relieved. 
After a rehabilitation period 
during which crutches or a 
walker may be used tempo- 
rarily, most patients no longer 
need help in walking.

Even the best artificial ankles of the past 
allowed only up-and-down motion. 


Now a new ankle joint developed by 


Dr. Theodore Waugh at UCI permits 
side-to-side as well as up-and.-down 
movement of the foot. A T-shaped 
metal device that screws up into the 
's'hrn and rocks on a rounded runner 


Toe implants, too, have been devel- 


oped. They include half-joints, spacers 
and. hinged devices suited to individual 
problems. Al UCLA Medical Center in 
Los Angeles, Dr. Andrea Cracchiolo 111 
has reported on 19 patients receiving 25 
implants to relieve foot pain and im- 
prove toe alignment. Ten now walk 
without limitations, while five others 


both ends. After a deformed joint is 
removed, the ends of the implant are 
positioned in channels in bones with 
the thickest part of the device lying be- 
tween and keeping the bones aligned. 


Dr. Alfred B. Swanson, a hand sur- 


geon at Blodgett Memorial Hospital, 
Grand Rapids, Mich., who developed 
the joints, has reported that they pro- 
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vide 75 percent of the efficiency of 
natural healthy joints. They are now 
being used by many medical centers. 


Within the last year, successes with 


new prosthelic knuckles have been re- 
ported by Dr. Robert J. Schultz of the 
Hospital of the Albert Einstein College 
of Medicine, Bronx, N.Y. They are for 
patients with hands so deformed that 


gripping, pinching and open- 
ing the hands widely to grasp 
large objects are no longer 
possible. 


The replacement knuckles, 


of stainless steel and poly- 
ethylene, are implanted in 
Iwo hours, and patients be- 
gin to use their hands in four 
days. !n the first 150 im- 
planted and followed for as 
long as 2'A years, there have 
been no undesirable effects, 
and the joints, reports Dr. 
Schull?, "are not perfect, but 
close." 
SHOULDERS AND ELBOWS: 
The Chicago woman men- 
tioned'earlier was one of the 
first to benefit from a new 
shoulder joint developed at 
the Michael Reese Medical 
Center in Chicago by a team 
headed by Dr. Melvin Post. 


Somewhat like the Charn- 


ley hip, it replaces damaged 
shoulder surfaces with a met- 
al-to-plaslic 
ball-and-socket 


joint. And, because the shoul- 
der is subject to exlreme 
twisting, the device has a 
plastic collar to prevent dis- 
location. 


After implantation, the arm 


is 
immobilized 
for

are begun. 
The 


prosthesis shows promise of 
allowing patients to carry out 
ordinary shoulder mos'ements 
and perform tasks that were

Frederick C. Ewald of Bos- 
ton's Robert B. Brigham Hos- 
pital and Harvard Medical 
School reported remarkable 
success with a new elbow 
joint. 


Previous elbow-joinl proto- 


types could provide only lim- 
ited motion and tended to 
loosen. The new one is a cup- 
like plastic element with a 
ladlelike metal component. 
The cup goes on lop of the 
ulna bone on theinnersideof 
the forearm; the handle of 


the ladle fits into the long humerus 
bone of the upper arm. Cemented into 
place, Ihe two elements work like a 
natural elbow. 


The first patients to receive it were 


24 women and four men, aged 44 to 74, 
all with complete elbow-joint destruc- 
tion and in intractable pain for three to

lieved, belter than 90 percent normal 
arm function has been restored and, re- 
ports Dr. Ewald, all the patients have re- 
sumed "the tasks of daily life, and some 
have returned to their occupations." 
NEW HOPE: Arthritis, of course, can 
affect more than one joint. Not all af- 
fected joints require replacement. But 
now when more than one Joint causes 
extreme and intractable pain and no 
longer can function, more than one can 
be replaced. 


Often, the most troublesome may be 


replaced first and others later. The or- 


der may also depend upon the particu- 
lar joints. When, for example, hip and 
knee joints require replacement, reha- 
bilitation is easier if the hip is replaced 
first. Once use of the hip is regained, 
the knee joint can be replaced. 


The great needs in arthritis, of course, 


are for belter understanding of causes 
and improved means of medical con- 
trol and even prevention. Until they're 
met, however, the development of re- 
constructed joints makes rehabilitation 
possible for many patients once con- 
sidered virtually hopeless.

Beak Lists 


Many of the books kids love lo read— 


"Little Women," 
"Treasure Island." 


"The Arabian Nights" and the story of 
"Rip Van Winkle"—are not "approved" 
reading. Not, at least, in Ihe "Guide to 
Non-Sexist Children's Books," by Judith 
Adell and Hilary Dole Klein. Why are 
these classics omitled? Because they 
depict women in traditional, and often 
uncomplimentary, roles. 


Rip Van Winkle, for example, has "a 


shrewish wife whom we are all glad has 
burst a blood vessel," write publishers 
Jordan and Anita Miller. "Books like 
'Little Women' show girls and young 
women only as extensions of men." And 
in "Treasure Island." Ihey assert, "ev- 
erything good and exciting happens lo 
boys." 


The new guidebook provides parents 


with a list of more than 400 fiction and 
non-fiction books, divided by grade 
level, which portray''girls as heroines or 
as equals to boys. These books "treat 
boys and girls as people who have the 
same kinds of frailties and strengths," 
says actor and feminist Alan Alda in Ihe 
introduction. 


Mary Jane Anderson of the American 


Library Association says, "We encour- 
age lists of this kind." But. she.cautions, 
books excluded from the guidebook 
should also be in the library. 


"Some 
groups 
in our society— 


blacks, Chicanos, feminists—have be- 
gun to use children's literature the way 
the moralists did 100 years ago—as a 
means to mold children's thoughts," 
she explains. 


Fortunately, she says, parents and 


children still have the option to read 
what they want. But if any group begins 
to dictate which books a child should 
read, "we will run into serious prob- 
lems."

works for his thesis, "The Rhetorics of 
Protest," in which lie writes: "He 
[Dylan] is now a variety act, a profes- 
sional spinner of melodies— nothing 
more, notliing less." 


D'Eramo claims that Dylan's career 


has plummeted sharply from the early 
'60' s, when popularity polls rated the 
singer-composer directly behind Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. "At age 34" 
D'Eramo writes, "he [Dylan] is al- 
ready on the downgrade slope, ex- 
ploiting tJie success he enjoyed for- 
merly when he was at the height of his 
popularity ---- He is no longer the 
spokesman of those young people*who 
stormed American political life, fought 
for the civil rights of black people, re- 
volted on the university campuses and 
saw Dylan as a prophet." 


Today, D'Eramo concludes, Dylan 


lias accepted his role in "the system." 
He is happy singing songs of domestic 
bliss and pastoral love. 


No one, of course, stays young for- 


ever. 


Liquor may have reestablished itself 


on college campuses but other drug use 
remains high, especially during examin- 
ation period. Academic pressures may 
have forced many "straight" students 
who would not ordinarily think of taking 
drugs to consume large numbers of 
uppers to get their work done. 


"There has been a big rise in am- 


phetamines at Yale, "states David Zweig 
of the Yale Daily News. "More and more 
students are staying up late and speed- 
ing to get good grades." The use of 
amphetamines is another product of 
academic pressure. 


A recent survey of 811 Yale under- 


graduates found 78% had tried mari- 
juana, 20% LSD, and 45% hashish.

N 


ight fires have always been among 


the most dangerous to human life 
because they strike when people 
are asleep. 


Now, often fed by modern materials, 


night fires have become more deadly 
than ever. The vastly increased use of 
plastic furnishings and some fibers has 
produced a dramatic rise in deaths and 
injuries. At the present rate, 60,000 
Americans will be killed and 3 million 
injured in home fires during the next 
10 years. 


Some plastics help bring on home 


fire casualties in two ways. Because of 
their use in wall coverings, carpeting, 
drapes and furniture, many fires no 
longer spread from room to room in 
the old familiar pattern. Instead, they 
often explode in bursts that engulf 
whole buildings before firemen arrive. 


"We used to figure you needed at 


least two minutes' warning to escape a 
night fire," says Paul Sawin of the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association. 'To- 


day when you wake up you may have 
20 seconds." 


Moreover, 
today's fires can atso 


prove deadly when they don't flare up, 
but only smolder unnoticed. All such 
fires pour out deadly carbon monoxide. 
But today, to make matters worse, plas- 
tics-fed fires emit "chemical smoke" 
and invisible lethal fumes that can turn 
a home into a poison-gas factory while 
the occupants sleep on unaware of the 
peril. 


Only a small fire 


That may he svhat happened recent- 


ly in Norwalk, Conn., when William 
Paulovic, his wife and two children 
died of fumes from a small Irving room 
fire that never spread and caused little 
property damage. 


Usually the invisible fumes come 


first. Then comes the terrible chemical 
smoke—black, choking clouds 
that 


block the rescuers' vision. "We have to 
find victims by feel," says one fireman. 


"We pass our hands over the beds." 


The suffocation danger is helghlened 


in today's tight, "climate conditioned" 
homes where little fresh air enters. The 
oxygen is quickly used up, sometimes 
snuffing out the lives of the occupants 
before they even know there is a fire. 
Some 75 fumes can be emitted by poly- 
vinyl chloride (PVQ, a material used in 
curtains, carpets, furniture, packaging, 
drain pipes, wiring, shower curtains— 
even baby pants. Other plastics are 
used in insulation, paneling and paints. 


Even the flame-retardant chemicals 


pose dangers. "When you force any 
fabric, such as a curtain or a rug, to 
burn slowly, it pours out more fumes," 
says one investigator. "And such fumes 
can asphyxiate you or even cause an 
explosion. So we trade one danger for 
another." 


But if modern technology has in- 


creased the hazards of fires, it has also 
produced an ultrasensitive new warn- 
ing device that can virtually erase the 
chance that you or your family will ever 
be trapped. 


Uncanny ability 


It's a remarkable gadget that has 


uncanny ability to know—sometimes 
within seconds-when fires start. It's 
not a "heat detector"—an older device 
which is usually hung directly over a 
possible fire source (such as a furnace 
or oven). It's more sophisticated—a first 
cousin to the fire-detection devices 
used in spaceships and nuclear plants. 


Called an "electronic smoke de- 


tector" (ESD), it is an inexpensive ($25 
to $50 and up) electric-powered device 
roughly the size of a candy box. A few 
costly ESD's appeared on the home 
market about 1970. Today there are 18 
brands. 


There are two basic types- -photo- 


electric and ionizatron—but each con- 
tains a small leather-lunged horn in- 
tended to rouse the soundest sleeper. 
Most photoelectric ESD's contain a mi- 
nute electric bulb (visible at niglit). If 
smoke enters, it scatters the light to- 
ward a photoelectric cell, triggering the

alarm, The ionizallon devices utilize a 
tiny bit of radioactive material (less 
than 3 watch dial's) that "ionizes" air 
in a small pocket, causing a faint elec- 
tric current to flow through the air itself. 
More sensitive than light, the current 
is disturbed if very fine (invisible) smoke 
enters. The interrupted current triggers 
the alarm. There is little difference be- 
tween the two types in appearance or 
price. A device combining both meth- 
ods is expected to reach the market in 
luly. In addition, there are gas detec- 
tors today which sound an alarm when 
carbon monoxide forms. 


Some ESD's can send electric waves 


rushing through house wiring to touch 
off small "remote" horns in each bed- 
room. They are pocket-sized (S17.50 
and up) plastic boxes that plug into any 
electric outlet. 


Help from neighbors 


In addition, "broadcasting" models 


(which may cost a few dollars extra) can 
simultaneously send signals over the 
outside utility wires and into your 
neighbors' homes to set off alarms 
there, loo. Thus, if you have a fire, your 
neighbors know instantly and come 
rushing even before firemen arrive. 


Experts warn that some ESD's are 


poor. It helps, they say, to be sure yours 
has an "FM" (factory Mutual) or "Ut." 
(Underwriters Laboratories) label. 


Among the best customers for ESD's 


are scientists whose specialty is investi- 
gating fires. Richard Bright, who heads 
the U.S. Bureau of Standards' special 
Fire Protection Project, has installed five 
ESD's in his home. According to the 
bureau, a single ESD close to the ceiling 
outside your bedroom increases by 46 
percent your chances of getting the 
precious two minutes' escape lime. 
With an ESD on every floor, your 
chances go up lo 86 percent. 


His wife's pizza 


One problem with the FSD's is their 


extreme sensitivity. Bright says ruefully 
that his ESD's went off when they 
were triggered by invisible fumes from 
a pizza his wife was cooking at 550° F. 


But the risk of an occasional false 


alarm is worth taking, the scientists say. 
"Even a couple of false alarms a~ year 
are small price for your family's safety," 
says lack Abbott of Factory Mutual. 


U.S. Fire Administrator Howard D. 


Tipton estimates they could save eight 
out of every 10 persons who now die 
in night fires. He recommends them for 
all American homes. Laws requiring 
their use in new houses have been en- 
acted in Ohio, Massachusetts and else- 
where. The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration demands them in every new 
home it helps finance. Some insurance 
companies have begun to offer a slight • 
cut in premium rates for homes with 
ESD's. 


But the best reason for installing an

ica's leading nuclear ex- 
perts gathered recently in 
Albert Einstein's former 
study, at Princeton Univer- 
sity. There they were 
recorded for "World in 
Action," a TV show pro- 
duced by the Granada Tele- 
vision Company of England. 


All- four spoke of the 


growing threat of nuclear 
war throughout the world. 


All four felt that 


small, politically un- 
stable nations or dosper- 


^ate groups of fanatical 


terrorists will inevitably 
make and use the atom bomb 
unless the controls on the 
use of nuclear power are 
tightened. 


The four men, each wide- 


ly respected and each 
involved in nuclear re- 
search, are: Dr. George 
Kistiakowsky, President 
Eisenhower's science ad- 
viser and a pioneer in 
nuclear explosives; Dr. 
George Rathjens, former 
chief scientist for the 
Pentagon; Dr. Theodore 
Taylor, former nuclear 
weapons designer, and 
Herbert Scoville, former 
chief of scientific intel- 
ligence at the CIA. 


"The risk that a nuclear 


war will break out is 
growing day by day," 
Scoville declared. 


"I believe that nuclear 


war is probable," he add- 
ed, "and that it will in- 
volve large numbers of 
deaths. By the year 2000, 
fatalities could run to 
one billion." 


The quartet warned of 


two primary dangers: 
(1) the irresponsible 
international trade in 
nuclear fuel reprocessing 
plants necessary for fuel 


genrichment and the produc- 
^.tion of bombs, and (2) the 
£ growing stockpile of 
| Plutonium, a highly poi- 
£ sonous element in the 
|manufacture of atomic bombs. 
£ 
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Explained Dr. Taylor: 


"There is the possibility 
that an aggressive or be- 
leaguered country, or a 
deranged leader in charge 
of a national government, 
might seek a way out of 
their problems by using 
the most powerful weapon 
ever invented." 


Dr. Rathjens suggested 


Israel, Taiwan, and South 
Africa as possible users. 
Ke might have suggested 
other countries as well. 


The U.S., the Soviet 


Union, Great Britain, end 
France are the world's 
leading suppliers of 
nuclear power plants. The 
U.S. is the world's chief 
supplier of enriched 
uranium, without which 
, 


sophisticated nuclear 
bombs are impossible to 
manufacture. 


Fortunately, the U.S. 


government currently has 
a monopoly on the enrich- 
ment of such uranium. 
Of late, however, there 
has been talk in Congress 
of turning over this vital 
monopoly to private in- 
dustry.

Public Participation founded this nation. And Public 
Participation is needed now. This Thursday, May 20, there 
will be important public hearings sponsored by the 
Sanitation Districts of Los Angeles County and the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). By reading this, 
then letting us hear from you, either in person or by letter, 
you'll have helped guide your government to a decision 
that will affect you and nearly 4 million of your neighbors 
through the year 2000. It's an important decision, one 
we'll all have to live with. 


Why should sewers interest you? 
Because your land, air, water and 
pocketbook interest you. 


We need a wastewater management 
plan to serve a large portion of Los 
Angeles County through the year 
2000. If you live within the area 
served by the County Sanitation Dis- 
tricts (see map), the plan'will affect 
you. And it will also affect energy 
consumption, water conservation, 
public health, land use planning, air 
quality, the ecology, and your pocket- 
book. And that's why we invite you to 
a public hearing. You have a right to 
help form a plan of action. A right to 
be heard. But first, a little background. 


Today: Serving 3,650,000 people. 


We convey, treat and discharge about 
415 million gallons of wastewater 
(sewage) daily. We service a network 
of over 1,000 miles of large trunk 
sewers. And to connect users to the 
trunk sewers takes over 7,000 miles 
of smaller sewers. Currently we 
operate and maintain six treatment 
plants. Pipes, pumps-and treatment 
plants all working together. Our sys- 
tem is one of the largest in the world 
today. To understand how it works — 
and the problems we face tomorrow 
-you'll have to understand (gulp!) 
what happens to wastewater after it 
reaches a sewer. 


Wastewater: Repulsive... or 
a resource? 


Drinking water starts out clean and 
pure. Once used, whether by industry, 
(historically about 1/3 of the flow) or 
residents, it has to be cleaned up and 
then disposed of...somewhere. The real 
questions start to crop up here...how 


clean is_ clean, where do we treat it, 
where do we put it? Currently the 
Sanitation Districts utilize two differing 
systems of treatment and disposal. 


Coastal vs. Inland 


Right now four-fifths of our waste- 
waters go to one coastal plant, it's one 
of the largest in the world—our Joint 
Water Pollution Control Plant, in 
Carson. The Carson plant provides 
primary treatment to some 335 million 
gallons of wastewater daily. Primary 
treatment consists of settling tanks 
which remove solids by gravity. 
The removed solids are stabilized by 
digestion and some are recycled—and 
sold commercially as nitrohumus or 
organic soil conditioners. After primary

treatment and chlorination, the water 
is sent two miles out into the ocean off 
Palos Verdes, through two under- 
water pipes (one 7-1/2 and the other 
10 feet in diameter) and discharged at 
a depth of 200 feet. There the ocean 
continues the purification process. 


Importantly, our coastal plant creates, 
captures, and uses energy generated 
from biological digestion. ..it currently 
produces as much energy as it con- 
sumes! A consideration of growing 
importance, especially when you know 
that it takes the equivalent of a 30 
watt bulb burning 24 hours a day, 
everyday, in every home in the District, 
just to treat wastewaters. 


The remaining one-fifth of our waste- 
water is treated and discharged 
differently. At our five inland plants 
the water receives primary and then 
secondary treatment— biological action 
purifies the water after most of the 
solids are removed. This secondary 
treated wastewater has up to 95% of 
the solids removed. 


Inland treatment provides reusable 
water, currently one-third of it is reused 
for irrigation or replenishment of 
ground water supplies. In effect, waste- 
water is recycled. The remainder of the 
water flows down the San Gabriel 
River and Rio Hondo River Flood 
Control Channels to the ocean. 


That, very briefly, is the way the sys- 
tem works— today. 


Tomorrow's System 


Our existing collection, treatment and disposal network is 
a good one. But it doesn't meet recently enacted Federal 
and State standards. So, like many districts around the • 
country, we've already begun adding to our treatment of 
wastewaters. Construction is underway, many of the 
improvements will be in operation by 1977. 


Clean water is costly water 


Improvements already underway will 
cost some $181 million for construction 
through completion. A lot of money. 


And while Federal and State agencies 
will pay 87-1/2% of the construction 
costs, your County Sanitation Districts 
will pay 100% of the operation and 
maintenance costs for the improved 
facilities...adding six or seven dollars 
a year to your sewer bill. While these 
decisions have already been made, we 
want you to know what you'll be 
getting for your money. 


Coastal plant improvements 


Our large coastal plant, now providing 
primary treatment to 335 million gal- 
lons of wastewater daily, will, by 1977, 
be providing advanced primary treat- 
ment. We'll be taking out 80% of the 
solids. Under previous treatment 
methods some solids have built up on 
the ocean floor immediately adjacent 
to the outfall pipe; by 1977 the deposits 
should stop and the build-up reverse 
itself. A distinct improvement. 


Another improvement will come with 
the addition of secondary (biological) 
treatment at our Coastal plant. The 
first module, designed "to secondarily 


treat 100 million gallons a day, will 
soon be under construction. This will 
reduce solids discharged to the ocean 
by 40 tons a day. Secondary treatment 


also will further 
reduce the amounts 
of heavy metals and 
chlorinated hydro- 
carbons (like DDT) in 
the wastewater before 
discharge to the ocean. 


Altogether, the 
improvements to the 
coastal plant mean 
that a greater degree 
of treatment will occur 
prior to discharge. 
Let's now take a brief 
look at what's 
planned "upstream." 


Inland plant 
improvements 


We've told you about 
primary and secon- 
dary treatment. Our 
inland plants will be 
required by the new 
laws to provide ter- 
tiary treatment. That 
means the construc- 
tion of a sophisticated 
filtering system at 
each of the plants. 
Basically, what pri- 
mary treatment 
doesn't settle out or 
secondary treatment 
digest out of the 
system, tertiary treat- 
ment filters out. In 
a way we're the 
victims of our own 
success. As we've 
increased the quality 


and quantity of wastewaters discharged 
by inland plants we've made the San 
Gabriel and Rio Hondo River channels 
more appealing for recreation. To not 
jeopardize the public's health, the State 
Water Resources Control Board has 
mandated the construction of filters 
at each plant. 


That's where we've been 
and where we're going. 


Now, on to where 
we've got to be. 


If you've read this far, you may think 
you know more about "sewers" than you 
wanted to know. We've told you a lot 
about how your Sanitation Districts 
have worked. But now we have new, 
urgent, decisions to make, now we 
wanl you to tell us how you want the 
system to work in the future, through 
the year 2000. We want to hear from 
you. So read on. 


Water reclamation: Boon or Bust? 


The ocean plant reclaims no water. 


The inland plants treat their water and 
release 70% to flood channels, 30% 
for water table replenishment or irriga- 
tion. In n sense, either inland use is a 
reuse; the water discharged to flood 
control channels provides recreation 
and a desirable flowing action during 
dry weather. 


Federal and Stale agencies also 


believe that reuse is an important con- 
servation objective. And there are many 
forms of reuse—including irrigation, 
industrial uses and water table replenish- 
ment. Early studies indicate that reuse 
in Los Angeles County would decrease 
energy consumption and cosls...every 
gallon reused is one less gallon to be 
pumped to our area. And remember, 
water i^ a basic resource. History tells 


us that any resource, no matter how 
plentiful it appears, can be abused. 
And today's abundant resources have 
a way of becoming scarce in the future. 
But water reuse has some disadvantages. 
Use of reclaimed water may require a 
new distribution system—there could 
be construction impacts. Would recla- 
mation spawn growth in the area, 
bringing social and air pollution 


Under this alternative we would plan 


no additional capacity for our inland 
treatment plants. Instead, we will 
upgrade our Carson plant to full 
secondary treatment. Discharge will 
continue to the ocean through existing 
outfall pipes. By the year 2000 this 
single plant would provide secondary 
treatment to 400 million gallons a day; 
the remaining 100 million gallons a 
day would receive tertiary treatment 
at inland plants. 


It is not now nor will it be practical to 


reclaim treated waters from the Carson 
plant. Because it receives heavier 
industrial input the salt or mineral con- 
centrations are too high to permit 
reuse without desalting, a prohibitively 
expensive process. Also the low eleva- 
tion of the plant would dictate expen- 
sive and energy-consuming power to 
transport the water to potential users. 


If this alternative is adopted the 
amount of treated wastewater available 
for reuse will remain at current levels 
through the year 2000. 


Energy. 


Under Ocean Disposal Eimphasis sub- 
stantial amounts of energy will continue 
to be recovered during the treatment 
process. Gross energy use for the total 


system is estimated at 484 million kilo- 
watt hours a year. Net energy use is esti- 
mated at 213 million kilowatt hours a 
year at probable levels of reuse. 


Water Quality. 


Full secondary treatment. Total discharge 
to the ocean: 400 million gallons a day. 
Swimming and shellfish standards met 
by chlorination levels same as inland 
discharge alternative. Virus control. 


suspended solids removal and chlorinated 
hydrocarbon reductions, same as inland 
discharge alternative. 100 million gallons 
a day available inland for reuse. 


Growth and 
Air Quality. 


These are related impact areas as growth 
historically has brought more air pollu- 
tion. Population growth projections used 
in these plans assume a condition of no 
growth which is consistent with current 
population trends in the districts. The 
system's direct emissions will be equal 


under both alternatives, contributing 
between 1/10 and 1/2 of one percent of 
total Air Basin emissions through the 
year 2000. Construction will create 150 
permanent jobs, 7,500 construction jobs, 
45,000 peripheral jobs. 


Costs. 


Capital: $368 million (87-1/2% Federally 
and State funded). Operations and 
maintenance: $23.4 million yearly 
(100% locally funded). Increase in 


average annual sewer taxes and assess- 
ments by $16 per household, raising the 
total to $31. $9-10 million additional 
from industrial users. 


Other Impacts. 


Construction nuisances: 8 to 28 miles of 
urban trenching. Public Health: Improve- 
ment. Biological: No known areas of 
special significance are threatened. 
•Archaeological: No impact on known 
sites. Historical: No impact on known 
sites. Paleontological: Possibility of 


uncovering artifacts, adverse impacts 
can be avoided. Rare or endangered 
species: No significant impact. Recrea- 
tional: If channel flow decreased because 
more of the 100 million gallons a day 
was reused that could alter recreational 
uses in the channels. 


impacts? Then there's the money 
needed for reclamation. Most of it up 
front—while the benefits arc long 
range. Not only that, users have to 
want the reusable water. How quickly 
that market develops is another good 
question. Lastly, there's Public Health. 
What happens if minute quantities of 
chemicals survive tertiary treatment 
and somehow ultimately enter a muni- 


cipal water supply? F^o one knows for 
sure—there are no Federal or State 
standards. Confused? You're not alone. 
But try to sort out those arguments 
and give us your ideas about reclama- 
tion. Either on page 7 or on May 20. 


Over the past few years, we've exam- 


ined dozens of alternative plans for 
wastewater management. We've held 
public workshops to get more input. 


And now we have a final two impor- 
tant choices before us. Below, you'll 
find our best arguments for empha- 
sizing ocean disposal in the future. 
And our best arguments for empha- 
sizing inland disposal in the future. 
Read them carefully—please. Then let 
us hear from you. 


Under this alternative we would plan 


no additional capacity for our ocean 
treatment plant in Carson. Instead we 
would expand the capacities of our five 
inland plants. By the year 2000 these 
plants would provide tertiary treatment 
for 200 million gallons a day; our 
plant at Carson would provide secon- 
dary treatment to the remaining 300 
million gallons a day, discharged to 
the ocean. 


The increased flow of waters treated 


inland are practical to reclaim. Because 


the wastewaters come largely from 
suburban, residential areas they're 
lower in mineral salt concentrations. 
No expensive desalting processes 
would have to be employed. Addition- 
ally, because these plants are located 
at higher elevations, and scattered 
throughout the potential reuse area, 
distribution costs and energy consump- 
tion would fall within practical limits. 
Under this alternative, water for avail- 
able reuse would increase 100% over 
the ocean disposal ajternative. 


Energy. 


Under Inland Disposal emphasis maxi- 
mum amounts of energy will be recovered 
during the treatment process. Gross 
energy use for the total system is esti- 


mated at 500 million'kilowatt hours a 
year. Net energy use is estimated at 154 
million kilowatt hours a year, at probable 
levels of reuse. 


Water Quality. 


Full secondary treatment. Total discharge 
to the ocean: 300 million gallons a day. 
Swimming and shellfish standards met 
by chlorination levels, same as ocean 
discharge alternative. Virus control, 
suspended solids removal and chlorinated 


hydrocarbon reductions, same as ocean 
discharge alternative. 200 million gallons 
of reclaimed water a day available for 
reuse. Under this alternative ammonia 
control on the river system may be 
more important in the 1980's. 


Growth and 
Air Quality. 


These are related impact areas as growth 
historically has brought more air pollu- 
tion. Population growth projections used 
in these plans assume a condition of no 
growth which is consistent with current 
population trends in the districts. The 
system's direct emissions will be equal 


under both alternatives, contributing 
between 1/10 and 1/2 of one percent of 
total Air Basin emissions through the 
year 2000. Construction will create 150 
permanent jobs, 7,500 construction jobs, 
45,000 peripheral jobs. 


Costs. 


Capital: $373 million (8,7-1/2% Federally 
and State funded). Operations and main- 
tenance: $25.5 million, yearly (100% 
local). Increase in average annual sewer 


taxes and assessments by $17 per house- 
hold, raising the total to $32. $10 million 
additional from industrial users. Reuse 
distribution costs would be separate. 


Other Impacts. 


Construction nuisances: up to 13 miles of 
urban trenching. Possibly a major reuse 
distribution system. Public Health: 
Improvement. Biological: No known areas 
of special significance are threatened. 
Archaeological: No impact on known 
site's. Historical: No impact on known 
sites. Paleontological: Less possibility of 
uncovering artifacts than under Ocean 


Emphasis Alternative. Rare or Endan- 
gered Species: Increases in the flow for 
the San Gabriel River could, in principle, 
affect the feeding habitat of the California 
Least Tern. Recreational: The initial 
increased flow to inland flood channels 
could alter recreational uses of the 
channels. 


Decisions, decisions, decisions- 
here's where we need your help. 


As you've seen, no matter what plan we adopt there will be environ- 
mental and other impacts. The County Sanitation Districts and the 
Environmental Protection Agency have written a report assessing 
these impacts, each County library has a copy. The Environmental 
Protection Agency has been, and will continue to be very much involved 
in all aspects of our plans that touch upon their Federal responsibilities, 
including among others air and water pollution, drinking water purity, 
and waste disposal management. No matter what plan we choose, 
we'll impact all of those areas—and more. 


What do you want to get, 
what are you willing to give? 


As you know from reading the pre- 
ceding pfiges, we're faced with impor- 
tant trade-offs. Our job is to lessen 
(mitigate) impacts. To get one thing 
(purer discharge water, for instance) we 
have to give up other things (money 
and energy, as examples). And that's 
where you come in. What are you 
willing to give up? And what are you 
willing io give? 


There are no "right" answers. Bui your 
answer, regardless of what it is. has 
importance to us. Because it will help 
guide us to the plan that's best for 
most of us.
